'I'he draft of tlie waterways treaty had 
been in tlie liands of tlie colonicd office 
for a week, and Canada has been ask- 
ed wlietlior -she approves it, As yet 
no reply lias been received. 

While not willing to express an 
opinion witli regard to this subject, It 
is under.stood that the foreign office 
officials think that tlic draft of this 
treaty la one that might he accept- 
ed very willingly by Canada. Sec- 
retary Root having conceded a num- 
ber of points. In fact, on the prin- 
ciple that a commission should he ap- 
liulnted. the govfirnments are agreed, 
the only differences arising In the mat- 
tor of how the agreement shall bo 
carried out.

Nephew of Rang Yu Wei Says 
Dismissed Man Was Op- 
posed to Reform 

New York, Jan. 9, — Tho nepliow of 
the great Chinese reformer, Kang Yu 
"\Vel, Mr. Y. S. Wan, who is at present 
in this city, s.-iid in an interview with 
a reporter of tho Associated Press to- 
day : 

"The American people h.ave made .a 
mistake in believing that Yuan Shi 
Kai, recently dismissed from his great 
ofllces in Pekln, was a reformer. 

"Not only was he not a reformer, 
but the destroyer of reforms. It was 
Yuan Sill Kai who caused the failure 
of the progressive movement of 1898, 
of which the emperor was the leader, 
asslBted by a group of enlightened 
and brilliant officials and scholars, to- 
gether wltli a small number of the 
merchant class. The empress dowa- 
ger, wlio Wiis an intense conserva- 
tive, was the directing mind of tho 
jiarty opposed to reform. Tho Em- 
peror, In order to strengthen hl.s posi- 
tion, to protect himself and to exert 
the full powers of a ruler, took Yuan 
Shi Kai into Ills confidence and com- 
manded lilm to organize a modern 
army. Yuan Shi Kai organized tho 
army, betrayed tiie emperor's plans 
to tho empress dowager and boc.imo 
lier principal instrument In tho coup 
d'etat of 1S9.S, which annihilated the 
influence of the reformers at court and 
reduced th(! emperor to a mere warden 
of tho dowager empress, who there- 
aftwr used the supreme power of tho 
state. 

''It was natural therefore, and In- 
evitable, that the progressive, Intelli- 
gent and able regent. Prince Chun, 
should dismiss Yuan Shi Kai from his 
ofllco and Kejiarato the regency from 
his delrimontal Influence. 

"I should liko to .assure you that 
there will be no serious revolutionary 
outbreaks in China In consequence of 
Yuan Shi Kal's. disgrace, nor will there 
be any injury to foreign Interests in 
tho empire." 



Vancouver, Jan. 9. — Last night ■was 
t)ie coldest yet In Vancouver, the 
mercury registering 4.5 degrees above 
zero. To the east of Vancouver, along 
the Fraaer- valley the mercury remain- 
ed below the zero mark, registering 
four below at Mission Junction and 
tho same at Agassiz. Neither did the 
frijst play favorites where North Bend 
and Revelatolce were concerned, the 
drop having been to 20 below at each 
point, but at Revelstoke the wind blow 
last night with almost hurricane vel- 
ocity, making it intensely cold. 

The C.P.R. express from the East, 
duo at 12:45 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, did' not get in tlkll:16 o'clock 
this morning, having been delayed by 
cold weather on Its run from the north 
shore of Lake Superior to the coast. 
Hours were lost here and there on ac- 
count of the cold, and on the prairies 
the engines went "dead" on a number 
of occasions. 

Cold in States. 

Salt Lake, Utah, Jan. 9, — The un- 
precendented storm of the last few- 
days over the northwestern Pacific 
territory gives no indications of abate- 
ment. The unusual cold continues, 
:ind tho snow is lieginning to impede 
railway traliic. J'^riday Harbor, coun- 
ty scat of .San ,Iuaa county, Washing- 
ton, was witiiout water and liglit, tlie 
water mains having frozen. At 
Spokane tho thermometer Is 13 below 
zero and tlie snow fall is II Indies. 
Helena reports a tenii>eraturo of 20 
below. Butte was without car ser- 
vice until noon today. Missoula re- 
ports seven delayed passenger trains 
standing on the tracks. 

Suit For Million 
St. Louis, Jan. 9. — Suit for nearly 
ono million dollars was died against 
local street car companies on behalf 
of the city of St. Louis today. The 
claim Is based upon the non-payment 
of a tax of one mill for every paid 
passenger since March 25, 1903. 



Vancouver, Jan. 9. — Indications point 
to the restoration of tlic departed 
glory of lisiiuimalt as tho base of a 
strong British scpiadron. Capt. J. H. 
Parry, commander of H.M.S. Egeria, 
has just received instructions from the 
Admiralty to carry out extensive re-

naval wharves and boat slips will be 
virtually rebuilt, vA\\le extensive al- 
terations in the naval ho,?pitnl will 
also be undertaken. 

While it is now regarded as a cer- 
tainty tliat the Imperial govornnicnt 
has abandoned tho Idea of lianding 
over the dockyard to the Dominion au- 
thorltii's. tlie projjosocl improvoments 
are talten as moaning nothing less than 
an intention on the part of the Ad- 
miralty to modify Its policy of con- 
centration in home waters, adopted 
over four years ago, when the Esqui- 
malt station was virtually abandoned. 
Tho first step was recently under- 
taken when the oloop Algerine was de- 
tached from tho China squadron and 
transferred to ' tho North Pacific sta- ' 
tlon. 

Capt. Parry In malcing tho above 
announcement frankly stated that 
everything indicated the inten'ilon of 
tho British Admiralty to Increase tlie 
naval force in these water.'?. Condi- 
tions, he explained, had greatly 
changed since tho reduction of four 
years ago, when the Mediterranean 
and tho Atlantic had become the great 
centres of naval interest. In . the 
mutations of the game of world poli- 
tics interest had now been transferred 
to the Pacinc ocean and .- the North 
sea. Of course',.;hff? .did' not;pr€!jert^^ 
he familiar with the c'auseafandV'OTOr 
tlvcs that had actuated the ■foreign, 
nfhce in ■ co-operating wlth:*'-theM:A.d; 
miralty In bringing about a change in' 
tho naval policy. There was also' a 
tendency to Increase tiie fleet in the 
Far East, which hiid been sweoplngly 
reduced after the Russo-Japanese" war. 
It looked as though, the./'i former,^, 
strength of Britain In.ttie .3Pafcinc';Wotiia; 
be restored. 

Capt. Parry also ni.T.do the Interest- 
ing announcement that tlie orders In- 
structing the warship Egeria to.pro.- 
ceed to Australia In Jlarch to engag;o 
In survej' work have been counter- 
' m.nndod. ' The Egeria will remain on 
tills station for another tvvo years.' 
Capt. Parry said the vessel will re-- 
engage in iiydrographic work, but tho 
scene of operations had not been de- 
fined. In any event It would not prob- 
ably he in the vicinity of Prince Ru- 
pert and Queen Charlotte islands, as 
there wns no desire to overlap the 
work now being done in these water.s 
bv the now Dominion survey steamer 
Llllooet.

Ottawa, Jan, 9— A bulletin issued by 
the' inland rev«riue department shows 
that out of the 146 samples sold as 
white pepper, 32, or 22 per cent., were 
adulterated, and of 152 samples sold 
as black pepper, 37, or 24 per cent., 
were adulterated.

"Wellington, N. Z., Jan. 9 — Premier 
Ward say.s that notwithstanding cus- 
toms concessions and diversions of 
territorial revenue through the setting 
apart of nine million acres of land for 
n.'itlonal endowment, New Z-caland's 
revenue for 1908 was £9,170,000,

Ready to Pay For Annexation of Bos-

Berne, Switzerland, Jan. 9 — The 
Bund says It learns authoritatively that 
all tho reservists of Austria under 
olliccrs residing In Switzerland, have 
received orders to join their regiments 
on January 25. 

Vienna, Jan. 9 — A dispatch from 
Constantinople says that Marquis 
Pallavlclnl, tho Austro-Hungarian am- 
bassador to Turkey, under new in- 
structions, lias informed the Grand 
Vizier that Austro-Hungary is rejidy 
to offer two and a half millions pounds 
($10,SOt),000) Turkish indemnity for 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina.

Suicides in Japan 
Chicago, Jan. 9. — According to Prof. 
W. D. McCUntooIc, of the University 
of Chicago, there were more suicides 
In Japan last year than. In any twelve 
months in the nation's history. The 
professor, who is an extensive travel- 
ler, attributes the Increase In self- 
destruction among the mikado's sub- 
jects to hard times, the , pessimistic 
spirit of tho people and tho breaking 
down of the old religion among the 
upper and lower classes. "The cost of 
living in Japan," said Prof, McCIln- 
tock. In a t.alk before the George How- 
land club, "is very liigli, and tho peo- 
ple arc complaining of tlie huge war 
debt. Japan, liko many other coun- 
tries. Is face to face wllh the lalior 
problem. Tho government Owns the 
railroads, telegraphs and telephone 
lines, and tho business men 1. declare 
that tho experiment has not been suc- 
cessful." ',. 



Cliristiania, Norway, Jan. 9.-— Tho 
Meteorological Institute has received a 
letter from Soeroo, Flnmark, stating 
that a buoy which was driven ashore 
on November 3 last contained a notice 
to the effect that tile buoy was set 
adrift 011 July 21, 1000, near Cape 
Bathurst, and about 2SI miles north- 
east oi: the Mackenaio river. 

Cape Bathurst Is in Canada, on the 
Arctic ocean. It is believed hero that 
tlio buoy, which thus drifted morQ than 
^ight years, was curried through tho 
Polar seas between Groenl.and and 
Spllzbergen. If this Is so ,it would 
seem to support tlie concluslonB on 
which Capt. Ronald Amundsen has 
based his future expedition on the 
Fram. 

Capt. Amundson'.s expedition on tiio 
Fr.ani will start from San Francisco 
early in 1910. He plans a drifting voy- 
age, similar to that undertaken by 
Nanson. He intends to fasten his ship 
to the Ice to tho northwest of . Point. 
Barrow, Alaska, and hopes to drift near 
tho pole.

Concerning the Choice of a Site for a 
University. 

A Uill hn.s been pa.sed by the Legis- 
lature of Uritlsh Columbia for the e.s- 
labli.shinent of ii Provincial University. 
The people are coninienclng to <11scums 
their new institution and they arc; In 
particular considering:, or urging, the 
respective merits of rival towns as 
university .seals. \'ery few persons 
.■Jeeiii to havi' cDiisidered the iiosslbllity 
of iilaclnt' the Cnlverslty in tin? coun- 
try, at a illslancr frcnn any large town; 
yet there are many reasons why such 
;ui iii.'ititiitlon should be built at some 
distance tr'Mn any city. 

It is only in the latter years that 
.'icinif of the .educational courses, wlieii 
t. ■clinical subjects are studied, that 
some coiini'ctlon with the largo centres 
of poinilatlon is necessary to a, iml- 
\(r.''ity; Ibi-Sf linal subjects can hi- 
uuiJ4lit bi'sl, iindrr university conU'ol, 
hy s|iii-lal schools in a cilv. l'""r ex- 
aiiiiili-. doi'lov.s must always acciliire 
til.- clinical t'lichlng of tln-lr last lw> 
^,.al■s ill a h.ispltai. It is tlieii that 
ib.'V are laiigln th- pracllcc of their 
pri'ff.ssion; the preliminary studii's of 
Ue Ir lirst years at college can bi' fol- 
lowed better In an inslltutliui when; 
these subjects aloii.> are taught. Tills 
is lertainly the modern lOngllsli . pln- 
iun; in Loiulon a strong niovemeni is 
en foot among tile .M<-dlcal Scliools i" 
\n-ii\ U\v for the llrst two years of the 
edui'atlon of medical students at a 
common Institution. l"or tin; lliiai, 
purely medical subjects, the students, 
as at present, will attend the various 
hospitals. .Inst in tlie same way law 
students can be introiluced to their 
luofessloii by lectun-s, but they can 
learn Its practice most easily at the 
I. aw Courts. 'I'he linul Hulijccta in the 
I'ai'ultles of i.aw and .Medicine, then, 
can be taught liest in cities. 

Population Not Factor. 
.■\ lai'ge neigbbiM-iIng population is 
by no means necessary for tlie best 
teaclilng of ih'- su)>jecls sttidled in 
Arts, in Tbeolog>- aiul in the various 
brandies of ICngliieei-lng. In a uni- 
vi-rsltv sltuuted in the country the on- 
ginec'i-s would receive their theoretical 
training in laliin-ator\- and classrooin, 
while they would depend, as at presi nt, 
for tlieir practical training upon o.\- 
perlence gained in the university worli- 
sliops and, during the vacations, in 
factories and mines. 

T\u^ towns seek to have the Uni- 
vi'rslly because its presence will liring 
Increased trade, increused liniportiince, 
iind. through the attraction of Its edu- 
cational facilities, increased popula- 
tion. Hut a Provincial Cnlverslty is 
maintained l)y all tile people and It Is 
tlie jiropertv of the whole Province. Its 
location should not bo permitted to 
Ijenefit any one town it an urban situ- 
ation is 111 any way detrimental to its 
own elliclency. 

Advantages Discussed. 
In the following paragraphs the ad- 
vantages wuich 11 is claimed a univer- 
sity will gain by b(-iiig placed in a 
city are critu lseii, anil the advantages 
which a uni\erslty obtains through a 
rural situation are considered. 

One of the lirst advantages clalined 
for an urban site is, llial a large num- 
ber of young men living in the unlver- 
sitv town are eiialiled to attend col- 
lege more cheajily than then other- 
wise would were the college slluat.:d 
in the country, since the\- can alteiiil 
l.'Ctures whib.' still living at lioine. It 
is also an uiidoubleil ad\ttntage lor 
tlK.ise who are so situati-il iliai tliey 
niich niaiiliood witlioul liaving been 
forced lo bre^ak tli<' family ties which 
.si'ioulii be so Important in determining 
the slabilitv and value of a man's 
moral character. All this Is ci'rtainly 
true, hut a l'ro%-ini-lal Cnlverslty is es- 
tablished to beiielii: all tlio'se who sup- 
port it. -Vs we liave said before, it is 
not right that the inhubilants of any 
Olio citv should particularly benelit hy 
the 'presence of a unlviTsily if It can 
be shown lliat the best inter<'sls of 
tliat univi'rsity reipiire that its site 
.should Ije a rural one. 

It Is claiiie'd tliat students coming 
fiv'in the country to attend a uiiiver- 
: ily ill tile city are aide to lllid cheaper 
I'ldclng.'- than It would bo possible for 
lliem to obtain in the small commun- 
ity wlihii would spring uj) about a 
rur.'illy situated unlvei-sity. .N'othing 
can be more certain Uian tlial g'-^-'d, 
\',bol.'soiiie food and lodging can lie 
' mori' cheapiv supplb'il by thi' econ- 
jomic m.-thod's of sclenllllcally eon- 
I dueled lefeelories and dorinllorles than 
'• by the haphazaiil housekeeping of tlio 
; usual lioai'ding-house nilstroSB. The 
I p,.ii|,|e ipf Uritlsh <'cdimiblM nUlSt Bp- 
I preelate tile fa<'i that till' education 
: e.|" iinlveiHlty students i.s by no ineun.H 
'paid for liy their fe'-s. The knowledge 
Imparted to the students Is all asset 
! cjf the 'people Since the people have 
iro'.lded for Us teaching. They do but 
.-luliiry themselves if they permit the 
knowledge for which tliey pay to be 
i;l\en to stuili'iits wliOHo bodies are 
weak and whose health is In.lurod 
through Ih lng In unsanitary boardlng- 
hoiises. 'Phis argument is nu idle one. 
Thei-e can be very fow persons who 
have hud any connection with tinlver- 
sities who cannot recall one or inoro 
Instances of healthy young men who 
li,'iv(! eonio from the country to unl- 
veisity towns, who liave workod hard, 
contracted tubcrculoHlB and died. Lodg- 
ing houses, conducted entirely nccord- 
iiig to the Ideas of their half-educated 
I iiilstreHSiis, arc certainly not places 
I where students will acquire those 
j habits oC cloanllness and i)ersonaI sanl- 
I tatlon which are so invaluable. In 
projieriy conducted dormitories, main- 
I tained by a university, one can be oor- 
I tain that the student is learning habits 
' id' ijcrsonnl liyglene which will do 
much to ensure his continued health. 
Healthy men are a nation's greatest 
asset. 

More Economical 
It may be contended that the situ- 
ation of a uiilverslt.x- in ;i city will per- 
mit it to bo administered more easily 
and more economically tlian would bfl 
till' case were it idaceil In the. country. 
This Is niuloubtedly so, but the ad- 
vantage Is not a great one. Modern 
transport )8 rapid, in Canada, malls 
and i)ostal packages from tho great 
centres of thb earth would reaiih a uni- 
versity situated near a city almost as 
cjulckly as they would wore tho unlvor- 
stty plac6d*\y'ltMIn that otty.*Billmits„By 
tlio U80' of refrigeration, and by pur-

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chasing supplies In largo ciuantlties, 
the delivery of fuod-sluffa would be 
liuide as cheapiv and j)robably more 
quickly to the university on Us own 
siding in the country than would bo 
the case were it necessary for these 
same supplies to bo distributed 
through a busy city terminus. A uni- 
versity might gain the advantages of 
II rural situation without entirely shut- 
ting Itself off from those advantages, 
.such as hospitals, which can only be 
gained" In a city, by being placed at 
not more than fifteen or twenty miles 
from some large collection of people. 

It has already bean acknowledged 
that some of the tuchnleal prol'i^ssional 
subjects can only be taught hi cities. 
That this constitutes a distinct re- 
cominendatlon for an urban situation 
is true, but it must not be forgotten 
that tile most Iniiiortaiit of all pro- 
fessions, agriculture, can •uily bc' 
taught at an institute plai'cd in tlie 
country. 

There is undoubtedly a distinct pre- 
judice against unlver.sity towns. It is 
tlioiiglil tliiit students wlio jiass the 
whole of tlieir c<dlef.;e life In a iinlver- 
slty atmosiiliere necessarl 1\' have 
wrong ideas of the active life iif the 
world, that they are handicapped, 
when tlu.y couie into ilall> coiilart \eilh 
business men, tliroii;;li their itilst.\- 
iileas of the way In which the world's 
work is done and that, conseijuently, 
they are only loo liable to fall into 
error. .Such fears for the future of 
.\oiing men taught at a modern iinl- 
\ersity are groundless slrici' It is ipilte 
certain thai students may gain a ver.\- 
e.xcelli'iit iiiea of niimlclpal and even 
of nathinal governnn'iit while tliey are 
still at I'ollege. .\ university placed 
In tint country may be Incorporated as 
a village or town. it may elect its 
own mayor and aUlernicn. and the stu- 
dent.'! niay thus be iriven an e^celllMlt 
practical education in luiblic adiiiln- 
Istratlon. A striking example of liow 
men may be taught at college to be- 
come lit for government service is 
afforded by the Union at Oxford, a 
students' society where students ga- 
ther to discuss "the politics of the day. 
From this school of public duty have 
graduated some of llie moat eminent 
statesmen that ICngland has produced. 

Others would have students taught 
In the clt.\-, in order that they might 
learn, at as early an age as possible, 
to recognize the moral dangers which 
beset mankind. They usually welglit 
ttieir argument by referenco to Kip- 
ling's aimlle. which runs sonietliing In 
this way: It Is well to introiluce a 
dog to so.ap and bootblacI;lng betore 
be has cut his teeth; ho will not he 
able to consume much of either and 
he will not be very 111, but he will 
learn to avoid both. If the dog gets 
Ills teeth heforit soap and blacking are 
introduced to lilia, lie will proiiably 
swallow much of hotli and be very iil 
Indeed. The argument ia fallacious, 
alnce both dogs una men niiiy bo 
taught to recognize, and avoid, un- 
wholesome things without exposing 
themselves to their III effects. 
The Rural Situation 

■What are the advantages which a 
rural situation will bring to a univer- 
sity? 

First, -jind foremost como the fresh 
air wltli.'tho unlimited opportunity . for 
exercise for students and staff. A'unl- 
v(.'rsity should concern Itself not only 
with till! education of the minds, but 
also with the development of tho bod- 
ies of Its members; It must, to reach 
Its highest function, turn out strong 
men governed by strong minds. The 
exi)erlence of large towns in ICuroix^ 
has shown only tno clearly the terri- 
ble efleet of iiroloiiged city life ii|)on 
mankind. Tlie jdiyslcal deterioration 
of the townsman has been the suti- 
ject of a Royal commission in Great 
Hrltain. it has been found that coun- 
tr.v fanillieH rarely survive for more 
than three generations aft.'r they come 
to Limdon and that the iibyskpie of 
town-livers beeoiiioH ste.-uiily worse. 
Till' "back to the Uir.d" iiKjveiiient In 
(Ireat liritain aims at being a jiartlal 
remedy for this i-onditiiui. Canad.'i is 
a new nation. The making of its fu- 
ture lies in the hands of the present 
gener.'itlon. It shouhl lie the duty of 
Canadians living now to do all In their 
power to prevent a similar evil from 
arising In their jiortion of this con- 
tinent; a university situated in the 
<,'ountry might easily make llie four 
happy years spent l.iy a student at his 
college so ideasant that .a jierni.-ineii t 
taste for rural life would be Imiilanted 
in him. By the proximity of the Agri- 
cultural college, which must undoubt- 
edly be ,a moat Important factor in any 
eomprehensivi' sclienie for the lilgher 
education of 1 'aiiadlans, students at- 
tending the unlveislty would have an 
opportunity of seeing something of 
the best way of living on a farm. 

Canada 'will always remain an ogrl- 
cullural country. The largest part of 
its wealth will he derived from farm- 
ing, and the greatest number of the 
population will always be tillers of the 
soil, stocUralsers or foresters. The 
old days of haphazard husbandry have 
gone. A new era has commenced In 
which It l3 recognized that mine but 
the most intelligent methods ran make 
a farmer successful, and that the 
oldest and most Important profession

followed by tho most competent men. 
A college of agriculture must then bo 
one of the most Important of those 
constituting any Canadian university. 
In order that tho different parts of the 
university ' may be in touch with one 
another and constitute one coherent 
whole, they niuat not be situated at 
long distances apart. The agricultural 
college could only exist hi the country; 
therefore, tho necoosity for its presence 
qpnstitutes a Strong argument for 
giving tho whole university a rural 
situation. 

If the university is situated In the 
country and if the students live, and 
are fed, in college bulldlnga, those 
responsible for the direction of the 
university have much more control | 
over students and staff alike; consxv 
quently more comprelienplvo pro- ! 
grammes of work and more prolltabie 
amuscmcntH can bo organized and 
carried out than would bo possible 
were tho university situated tn tlie 
city. 

If the university is situated in tho 
country It will be the centre of all the 
movement in the little town which will 
Inevitably spring up around it. Such 
a condition will do much to cultivate 
a feeling of esprit de corps for tho uni- 
versity and Its work, which It Is ex- 
tremely dlllleult. If not Impoaslble, to 
cre.-iti' in an urban university where 
tell students are constantly subjected 
to the dlstriicl ions of a large town. A 
rural situation will also make It pos- 
allile 10 assiu'e the non-existence of 
many of those objectionable amuse- 
ments whicli some of thi^ denizens of 
large towns are only loo anxious to 
supply for students. 

If the site for the university must be 
purchased It will be an economy for a 
site lo be chosi'ii In the country when; 
land Is cheap. The rents wliich it 
would lie necessar.v for Its staff to pay 
for iiuir bouses would lie smaller In 
thi^ country than in the town; con- 
seiiuently, a university placed in tlie 
country would find It possible to effect 
a saving in the salaries paid to those 
It employed. 

Some Doductions 

From a cimsideriitlon of all these 
facts. It seems certain that a rural 
site for a university is better than an 
urban one. 

An Ideal situation should possess tho 
following characters: It should be a 
square mile, or more, of fertile and 
pleasantly woodiul land, sltniited at a 
distance of about twenty miles from 
some large town; f:ir the iiractleal 
purposes of transjiort and of supplying 
materli^l for various courses, as well 
as for rccreatlmi of the students, the 
grounds should border upon some 
large body of water; tin' buildings, 
each devoted lo a single department, 
should be conveniently distributed 
about the property, and the university 
must hax^ easy access to the main 
transportation routes.

Vancouver sportsmen want a Mara- 
thon race In their own backyard. 

And tliey are not Kolng to bo con- 
tented with any Imitation affair. With 
their usual enterprise — perhaps it mlBtit 
almost JO termed effrontery — IUlV are 
after the real thing in tlie shape of an 
engagement in which the throe celebrat- 
ed long distance runners, Messrs. Long- 
boat, Hayes and Dorando, will partici- 
pate. While at first blush it sounds 
Just a little ridiculous that tho commer- 
cial metropolis of the Urllish Columbia 
mainland should aspire to so eo.slly a 
form of amusement there is reason to 
believe that It will be successful. If 
the move is crowned with; happy real- 
ization, and the three men whose namo.-i 
have been echoing froni..one end of the 
continent to the other, are. Induced to 
come to "tho last west," it will be a 
lasting credit mark In favor of the pusli 
and energy; .not to say tho, lack of re- 
tiring bashfulnesB, on the 'part of the 
athletically inclined of tho mainland 

■ However, tho whole story is not yet 
told. Messrs. Dorando, Longboat and 
Hayes are not enough to satisfy the 
longing of the entliu.-jlasts who reside 
across the Gulf a little to tho north. 
Their ambitions soar to even greater 
heights. Some of them believe that a 
sufficiently attractive offer can '3e 
made by Vancouver cUibs to Induce, be- 
sides the trio Indicated, England's 
greatest distance man. tho plucky Al- 
fred Shrubb, to make a short sojourn 
on the Pacific Coast and while here to 
enter the gentle twenty-alx-mllc canter 
It is proposed to .aminge for the benefit 
of the lithe, long-Umbod Canadian, the 
irrepressible Italian, and the American 
wonder, the man who nominally won .the 
victory of the Olympic Marathon. 

To many It might appear that sucli a 
project could only be undertuUen by a 
city having behind it the population 
of a New York. However Vancouvorltes 
don't see it In that light. With cnm- 
mendajle optimism they argue that 
"there l.s nothing too good for us" and 
£0 are serloucly considering an attempt 
to bring to them tho four runnor.s who 
aro attracting world wide attention at 
present and whose Itinerary, It is be- 
lieved, has been arranged for many 
months ahead. 

As stater "at first blush" the scheme 
does not seem feasible. There . aro 
many, however, who think that it is 
quite possible that Vancouver will rise 
to the occasion, that a purse sufficient- 
ly large to bo attractive even to such a 
galaiy of star.s will be giiaranlccd and 
that the probability of residents of 
Pacific Coast wllnosKing tlie quartette 
in action Is not so av.-fully vague. 

I?y those who think tho move la roa- 
.sonahle It is pointed out tliiit Dorando. 
Hayes and Longljoat, It i.s understood, 
win race In. Los Angeles, Cal., on \V:ish- 
Ington's jlrthda.v, February L'J. The 
Idea is to induce them to return east 
by way of Vancouver. In view of the 
fact that they will be on the coast it 
doesn't seem unnatural that they should 
make the return trip this way. It only 
renin Ins to hn seen whether the Term- 
Ir.al City can fiirjniilatc; a prniiosltion 
ti:niptinB enough. ^ If they do it goes 
without saylns that there will bo many 
Victorians prepared to make an. In vest- 
ment of a return ticket to the main- 
land for tho purpose of witnessing the 
competition. 

However, tho project yet Is decidedly 
In tho air and the event In wlilcli ihi: 
niajmlty are interested is (iie forth- 
oenilng contest between Longboiit and 
Shrubb, The latter. Interviewed with 
reference to the race, said: 

"I will beat Tom Longboat Just as 
easily as I will beat Dorando IMetrl. 
.lohnny Hayes or any other of the ,Mar- 
athon champions. I think 1 can train 
lirirder than any athlete running today, 
nut the results of my hard work speak 
for themselves, and I Will continue to 
work hard OS long as I am In tho run- 
ning game. I don't smoke and only take 
a drink at meal time. In all my raccj 
I never re.sorted to tho use of dope. If 
my natural system cannot win for mo I 
would rather be defeated. 

"I never run unlc\ss I feel like it. 
I know there are many athletes that go 
out to train when they aro not feeling 
(pilto well, 'mt they do themselves morn 
linrm than good. When I do train I 
work just as hard as I do in a race. 
I never Jog as some runners do, I run 
and run hard, and whore formerly I ran 
about six miles now 1 havo Increased 
my distance to about fifteen mllcj a 
day. 

"About Ijongboat. He will never hn 
a real champion. I iloidjt if ho could 
do fonv miles in twenty-one minutes, 
and th.T.t's not fast at all. In my com- 
ing race with Longboat, without prais- 
ing myself, I want to say that I don't 
think the Indian has a chance to bent 
me.

Itay- 
mur stated tlmt every precaution la 
taken to guard excavations so that 
no accident niiglit occur to the i)tiblio. 
A man la speolaily engaged to look af- 
ter this work but the greatest trouble 
has been experienced. Lamps are re- 
peatedly stolen, and the oil even ap- 
propriated while the empty lamp is 
left. "But tlmy never take tlie lanij) 
and Icavo tiio oil" queried Alderman 
Cameron, 

Theft of Lamps. 
Mr. Raymur said that there was not 
a fiiremun but liad complained of the 
almost nightly theft of lainpj.

The 
other foremen havo the power to dis- 
chargo but not to hire. They state 
how many men they require and after 
their resquest is luokcd Into tho men 
are supplied.

Suggests Change. 
In the matter of supplies ho stated 
; that all tho material Is supplied from 
tho shop on Pandora Avenue. The

What ho thought should be 
I done was to have u store for all ma- 
I terial used by tho city and make the 
I storo' keeper also pureliaslii.g ngenl.

'Popj) about ri'palrlng the streets after 
the mains were laid. If the City 
Knglncer was not sittlslicd with tho 
condition in which the street was left 
all ho had to do was to tell Mr. Ray- 
mur and the trouble would have been 
rdmedled. Both the City Engineer and 
himself, Mr. Raymur stated, wished 
lo work In the utmost harmony. They 
had no reasnn to do otherwise. 

Alderman Hi'iider-son stated that Mr. 
Topp complained that whtm ho had 
clone the work of llxlng the streets 
after niiilns liad Ijeen laid, and charg- 
ed up the cost of the work to the 
watea- department Mr. Raymur had 
objected. 

To this .Mr. Raymur replied that he 
did not object to his department be- 
in.g charged with tho cost of the work 
but he did object to some of tho 
amounts charged. Ho had received a 
notice from the council that the work 
of fixing up the streets, after mains 
had been laid, must be done to tho 
satisfaction of llie. City Engineer and 
the cost paid by the water department. 
This was quite satisfactory to him 
and he believed the move a. good one 
but he declared that It .the water de- 
partment paid tho cost of fixing up 
the street as some people would like 
to have them llxod, that department 
would be practically paying, for tho 
entire street. . 

Lack of Care. 

Alderman Olonson referred to- the 
necessity of giving special attontion to 
the crossings and streets in the resi- 
dential portions of tho town. He 
thought that when the trenches, for 
the mains were laid not sulUclont care 
had been takeh ,to keep tho crossings 
clear. 

i\Ir. Raymur iiointcd out that on 
most of tlioso .streets where it was 
Intended to iiut in local Improvements 
tho work of laying the mains was 
rushed In order that , the macadam 
coiild be laid. Whcih tho gangs wont 
orf the stfe^t there •'w'Ss practically no 
street- thfire pfnd 'if teF'tondltlons were 
n6i 'ally wofS'e' tHan' Before' the" work 
of laying'- tho mal)i^"*wa!^' done.

If the watef aepartmeht 
had to do It, It would mean that spec- 
ial men and material would have to be 
sent, both of which tho othor 
department has always In readiness 
Trouble Over Tools. 
Thomas Preece, in charge of the in- 
stallation of the redistribution v, ork, 
said he had not been delayed to any 
extent by having to wait for material. 
There had been some because the i)rm 
WhIoh had the tender to deliver cast- 
ings had been burned out and tho de- 
lay was unavoidable. Very little ce- 
ment is used In the work on which hn 
is engaged and what was needed was 
always promptly supplied by the city. 
i:acli gang of men Is, allowed flve min- 



utes within which to gather up their 
tools and carry them to the tool box 
which sometimes la stationed 200 or 
300 yards away from the work. If 
while carrying tho tools to the box the 
time expires, some of the men would 
dro'p the tools and grab for their din- 
ner palls. Sometimes they had stuck 
the picks and spades under tho side- 
walk and It had happened that in 
some such cases the working man 
failed to turn up for some reason and 
the tools had been lost. He could nut 
say that any of the men h.id llatly re- 
fused to carry up their tools unless 
they were given time to do so. There 
was no delay at tho pipc-cleaning shop 
though thcro had been In this gang, 
' as well as In all gangs, men who were 
not as good workinon as others. Thorc 
lhad been between twelve and thirteen 
Ipilles of pipe laid and tho old mains 



had been taken up, carried to tho 
cleaning shop and there trimmed, 
cleaned and painted. Most of this .pipe 
liad b.een^jdown^jfpri^jrtj^^^^ 
The twelve inch cfist iron main takVii' 
up was not in bad condition, though 
badly incrustod with rust on tho In- 
side. He certainly believed that It was 
a paying ])ropoaltlon lo clean this .old ; 
pipe. Tills cleaned pipe would doubt- 
less do for another tlilrty years. ECo 
knew of cast iron piping which hiae 
been down for eighty years in Engn-.. 
land. He was willing to wagbr that 
tho steel rlvlted pipe would not last as 
long as cast, .iron pipo , and: that in 
thirty -three years from now the city 
would not bo able" to ttUte ' it up and

A NEW DRY DOCK. 

It Is understood that the Liberal 
association of Esquimau has asked the 

Dominion Goveriunent to enlarge the 
existing dry doel;. We are 'quite in 
sympathy with the reasons which led 
the association to take this course, 
although we dissent from the recom- 
jiiendatioi:. In. some observations 
made by Mr. Tenipli-'nian at a inecting 
o£ the Board of Trade here, he ex- 
pressed himself as more favorable to 
a request for the enlargement of the 
present dock than to one for a new 
(lock. We think that In' spoke with- 
out having given tlie subject as full 
consideration as \vas desirable, and we 
say" this In' no spirit of fauU-findlns, 
for the subject is one upon which, an 
ojilnion expressed without a full in- 
vestigation would almost necessarily 
be in favor of enlargement rather than 
the construction of a new dock. Jn- 
decd until recently no one has con- 
t'Mnplated anything else than an en- 
largement of the existing dock. 

There' are several reasons . why the 
enlargement of the ■ dock would be a 
niistaken policy. As it now stands 
tlie dock is insutlleient for the de- 
mand of the class of vessels now ab- 
8orl;ine:i the qoean-borni? commerce of 
the world. It Is neither long en- 
ough, wide enough, or deep enough. 
If an addition to the length were all 
that is needed it would be compara- 
tively an easy matter. An ex9ava- 
tion could be ma'do at the shore end 
.of. the doojc and the oxten.slon could 
be .completed before the wall at that 
end was disturbed, and In such a case 
the dock would only be out of com- 
mission for a short time; but if the 
structure is to he wideiu'<l and deep- 
ened as well as Ic-ngtliened, the loss 
of business to the port would be very 
great for such improvements could 
not he completed iindcr many months, 
and during all tliat time the dock 
would lie eliised to sliipping. More- 
over the cost would he little if any 
less than that of a new doclc. 

The Board of Trade Is on record 
•as favoring tlie onnsti-uctlon of a nev/ 
■ feovernnient-owned dock but then,' ai'e 
reasons for llilnking that one owned by 
a private company would bo of more 
advantage to the community from a 
business jiolnt of view. A shlp-re- 
pairini; eonipany with Its own dock 
eould inaiio contracts for work with 
nnieli greater certainty, than would be 
l)o.ssible if it had to rely upon a go\'- 
ernment-owned doeii. fjct us eit(> 
a possible exiinipb'. A sliij) needs 
docking. She is at I'rinee Ruijert. or 
A'aneouver oi' Seattli. or ,San Fr;ineiseo. 
'J'lie re)>resentutive of the i-epairing 
company goes uut to secure the job, 
but ho never can be certain, that a 
))nl)lic dock will be :ivailal)!e just when 
111' ni.'ecls it. If tli>' doelv in;ister 
should agree to bold the dock at the 
disposal of one firm until it could as- 
certain if It •would got a certain re- 
l)air Job, a conipeting lirni wowlil b.. 
at a ilisad\-ainaL:i'. if nn,. ,if Hi,. 
firms .-should secure iiii njitlon on the' 
dock while lie went to San fVanclsco 
to secure a ship and bring her hero, 
and in the nic-inwhilr. unother of 
tlm linns slioiild sr. . nr.' tlLe Job of re- 
pairing anotlier ship and ask for the 
USB of the dock, there would be good 
cause of comfjlalnt. 

Some persons tliink that, an the 
governnient doc.Jt doe..; not ])ay. it is 
useless to talk about private iii- 
d.lvlduals constructing one. This 
■would be true, If such ii dock were 
Jntend'-'d to be an investment by itself. 
It would not ))<■ trui', if the dock 
formed an adjunct to a general re- 
pairing ostablishment, and its cost 
only represented a part of the capital 
invested In a largo establishment. Wo 
ha'-e reason to think that a plan of 
this kind ought to found to be quite 
featal.ble. , Tho .Dominion Government 
offers very substantial nssistnnce to 
any reiqioiisible per.'.-ons who will ini- 
ilertaUe to build a dock, and in view 
of the raiddly increasing commerce of 
the J'aelile ocean and; the yet more 
rapid expansion' of the coas'tlrig bus- 
ines.-:. It seems not unlikely that the 
lnv(..':tmi'nt in such a plant would be 
tumid very lu-oHtahle. 

Sojuo jjeojilo are IndlspoBOd to look 
upon a lloatliiff dock as desirable. They 
have been accustomed to great .•struct- 
ures of Htonc tuid regard a floating 
dock UH mil'-' cilHU than a teijuioi'ai'i' 



makeshift, but this is because thoy 
have not familiarized themselves with 
recent developments in this lino. The 
floating dock is steadily coming into 
greater favor. Even the Admiralty 
is now contemplating a tloating dock 
for ships of tho Dreadnought class. 
One advantage of a floating' dock Is 
that it can be made In sections. "What 
Is required here Is a 900-foot dock. 
Tills could bo made in two or more 
.soctlona, according to tho length of 
the ships to be handled. .-,>Wj|tlv. a 
ti 00-foot dock at E.squlmal't'! ' divided 
into three soction.s, tho accommoda- 
tions would be admirable. Under these 
circumstances we think that the Board 
of Trade acted very . wisely in de- 
clining to .advise the enlargement -of 
the existing dock and In favoring the 
construction of a dock by a private 
.Jirm, If the . government is unwilling 
to undertake the work Itself. 



THE HALIBUT FISHERY 

A strong protest has gone forward 
from Vancouver to Otta'\va against the 
inaction of tho Dominion government 
in the matter of the lialibut fishery. 
In tlii'ir protest it is pointed out that 
ten larp-c United States steamers and 
forty Un.Itcd States schooners are 
constantly violating the law by fishing 
ill Canadian waters. Wc have recently 
been assured that all outstanding 
questions between tho United States 
and Canada are to be settled, but In 
no summary of tho matters to be dis- 
posed of have we seen any reference 
to the waters of Hecate Strait. Can 
it bo possible that the Ottawa au- 
thorities propose to admit this is an 
open sea? They cannot plead ignor- 
ance on tho subject. Mr. William 
Sloan, M.P., brought it before the .no- 
tice of Parliament In a aiiceeh which 
attracted a good deal of attention at 
tho time. Tliere is every reason why 
the whole Strait should be regarded 
as territorial waters, but even If there 
wore none, no excuse can lie offered 
for the failure of tho government pro- 
perly to police tho Strait within the 
three-mile limit. Representation after 
representation has been made to Ot- 
tawa on this subject but absolutely 
without any result. Even now no ade- 
quate provision is going to be made 
for the prevention of jjoaching al- 
though a new fishery cruiser liaa been 
ordered. It is the opinion of all quali- 
tled Judges that what is needed Is a 
number of small, fast launches that 
can dodge in and out of the inlets 
where a largo cruiser cannot go. Wo 
are greatly surprised at the inactivity 
of the government In this matter, and 
the supineneas of our representatives 
in not insLsting upon better protection. 
Especially are we surprised that no 
one in auth-orlty has seen fit to assert 
the territorial rights of Canada to the 
whole of Hecate Strait. 



FICTION OF THE DAY 

Tho dearth of fiction that is both 

new and good is a matter of frequent 
comment. Jlost of tho new novels are 
forgotten as soon as they are read. It 
is ns dangerous to proplicsy in regard 
to the future of a book as in regard to 
anything else, but if there has Ijeema 
novel produced during the last ten 
years that will he remembered ten 
years from now i.s open to question. 
Over in the corner of tho room, where 
this is written, stands a book-case 
containing nothing but; novels. There 
Is another ca.se similarly filled in 
anotlier corner, a third similarly filled 
somewhere else, and in a closet are 
piled up another lot of hovels. "These 
arc the accumulations of a decade and 
a half of newspaper work. The -covers 
of most of them are nearly as fresh as 
the day when thoy loft the publishers, 
Thoy were read, put away and forgot- 
ten. In another case is an ■edition of 
Dicklns, It sadly needs rebinding. It 
is only neces.sary to look at It to see 
that the volumes have been taken 
from the Klieives over and over again, 
and the pages have been read and re- 
read Associations cluster around it; 
there are thoughts which the oiien 
])agcs bring up, which never entered 
the mind of the creator of I.,ittlo .\ell, 
and Pickwick, and David Coi)i)erlleld, 
and all the long proei'sslon of )ieople, 
who were born in his fertile brain. 
That Is perhaps why the volumes 
have never found their way to the 
bindery, where for looks' sake they 
might have gom' long a.yn. IJiit the 
oiliiTS, the new hooks, they will never 
need to be rebound. Nobody who has 
unco read them wants to read them 
again. Except that they swell tho 
proportions of a library, they servo no 
tmrpoHO whatever. The next genera- 
tion will noi. want to re.-iil them, and it 
it liappens to do so by chance It will 
only bo to pity -ue for tho vapid stuff 
which passed for literature In' the 
closing years of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury and the flrst years of tho Twen- 
tieth. 

How is It thJit with Improvements 
in eveiTthlng elso, our literature has 
.<o falle-n off.' Po.«;<ilily lh<' ex|)lana- 
tion is tli;it wi'lter.M, llki^ e veryone, else, 
are in a burr.v to make inone\'. Tl^'y 
are spurred to effort, not \)y thought. s 
that burn within them and must be 
expressed, but by tho hope of receiv- 
ing a comfortable' check from a pub- 
Usliiiig house. The publisher wants 
."onietliing that will sell, and the name 
of a .successful author will .sell the 
veriest rubbish. A Now York paper 
a few years ago headed Its reviewing 
page "The liook of the Week," and It 
is iiretty safe to .'^ay that not a single 
novel found a place In it that was 
imicli more tlian a book of a week. 
The second week it was well-nigh 
forgotten. ■ \i . ..j; i... . . 

No, good reader^' we' do not isiiow 
what Is to be done about it. If men 
want to make money they will wrllt; 
what they think the public will buy, 



and we do not know that loiynne can 
blame them very much. This- is tho 
age. .when. :«yen genius worships the 
Golden Caifi 'Percy Bysshe Shelly and 
poor, ' unhappy Chatterton would he 
Impossible no'waday.s. You would not 
track Shelly by tho crumbs of his 
li{indheoh, eaten on hia solitary ram- 
bles, but by tho smell of his gasoline, 
and as for Chatterton, he would be 
written up by the New York Bugle and 
thereafter the publishers of tho week- 
ly "llt(.'rary" papers would "'flood hlitl' 
with orders. Hut neltiior of tliem 
would writo^a llne.-w^lch anyono would 
want to read aftet'^'i^tifricient time bad 
elapsed for the author to gat bis 
check cashed. Last \'car tlio materials 
for a story consisted of a motor cin; 
a girl, a eliauffeur, another motor car 
and a man. In lUO'J an aei-oplane or a 
dlrgiblo buUoon will take the place of 
tho motor car, but the girl, tlie. 
chauffeur and tho man will remain 
the same. They will still say tlio 
same silly things; tney will still do 
tho most incomprehensible thlng.^; 
they will still talk the latest slang. 
And this is literature iqi-to-date. 
Well it is good to read in tbe advi-r- 
tlsements wliieli mtike up tlie bulk of 
the ma,%'azines, that there is jet a sab' 
for tin; worlcs of the great masters 
of fielion, for new I'llitions are being 
jirlnti'd, wlilch is a most excellent 
thing ,-111(1 proves that the reading 
world is not quite as silly aa it 
Seems. 



SOME TRADE STATISTICS. 

The tiaile relations of Canada with 
the United Kliigdoin and tho United 
States afford the material for an in- 
teresting study in political economy. 
We find the following statement in a 
recent issue of Canada: 

The last Canadian blue liook on 
Trade and Navlg.-itlon gives one furi- 
ously to think, as the Krench «'ould 
say. A tew minutes' study of this 
bulliy mass of st.-itistics will show tliat 
as a general riili-, Canada borrow:; 
money from (Ireiit Britain and s))cn(ls 
It in buying goods rroni the United 
States. In the past ten years Caii;ula 
has borrowed from the Old Country 
51, .")00, 000,000, and has bought goods 
from the Olil Clountry to the value 
(in round figures) of ?,')S.l,000,000. In 
the past di.-eade l!ie Unlleil States has 
sold us goods to the value (In round 
lignres) of $l,r,:it;,OO0,O00. or about two 
and a h.-ilt times a3 much as we 
bouglit from tlie United Kingdom, 
On tbe other hand, we have exported 
to the Old Country about 51,103,000.000, 
while to tho United States we only 
exported $780,000,000. From tho point 
of view of "trade within tho Empire," 
this cannot be ca,lled a satisfactory 
state of affairs. The preference given 
to British goods has not made the dif- 
ference we hoped It would. During 
tho past four years British Imports 
Into Canada h.ave Increased by about 
$34,000,000, while tho United Statea 
imports have Increased by $18,000,000. 
Again, a further examination of the 
iigurea shows that in the most recent 
returns the" gains made, by tho United 
States, as compared to the figures of 
the United Kingdom, is more marked. 

The^o figures arc calculated to set 
political econotriists tblnklng;'.' Tfiey 
show some rather extraordinary things. 

■We buy much more from the United 
States than -ive do from the United 
Kingdom, and ^ve sell much less to tho 
United States than wo do to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. "We go to London for all 
our money. Wo lend the United .States 
money. The other day in comment- 
ing upon an article which appeared 
in an linglisli paper, wo took excep- 
tion to the claim that the Preference 
was entitled to all the credit for tho 
increase in liritish exports to Canad.a, 
and the above summary bears out the 
view, for it sliows that our imports 
from the United Stiites increased more 
largel.v than our imports from the 
United Kingdom.

' Kiinie of the worst disasters of tne 
. pa.st twelve months were recorded in 
Pacilic waters. I..OSS of life at sea 
I last vear uinui the ocean Was 2, "73, 
jiuid upon inland waters 199, as coiii- 
; pared with 1,785 mion the ocean and 
I ;U-1 upon inland waters in 1907. 
I One feature of the last year was the 
' largo number of missing vessels, 
I whose fate will never be known. Boiii 
I In Atlantic and Pacific waters this list 
is exceptionally large, and It Includi s 
I the names of many well known ships 
I of all flags, for which hope was muin- 
i tallied for months,' only to be reluo- 
1 tantly abandoned when there was no 
I possibility that disaster had not over- 
taken them. 

The past year was characterized Ia 
heavy Ice floes in the neighborhood of 
Capa Horn, and the general opinion is 
that not a few staunch ships met their 
doom 'in tho great berg^. This theory 
is substantiated by the fact that not a 
tew ships were damaged by ice in 
rounding the cape of storms. 

The ships .\rthur Sewall, Alacrlta. 
Bangalore, FalHland Bank, Curnedd 
Llewellyn and Castle Rock are among 
those who mysteriously disappeared 
,vlth all hands. ;.7so word of any kind, 
not a bit of wreckage, no clue what- 
ever li.-is ever reached civilization to 
tell what fate overtook tlu!.«e aliips. 
The Castle Hock was hound from Aus- 
tralia to Seattle with coal, and never 
arrived. The others were bound on 
voyages round Cape Horn. 

The Aslatii- coast witnessed disasters 
in wliieli the greatest loss of life is 
reciu-ded. The Jaiia.nese steamer -Mal- 
su AMaru went down in the Cliina Sea, 
March '22, with a loss of 2.1;!. (In .June 
8, the sle.'imer I'ow An was wrecked, 
eighty been lest. The sti'aiiier Yilig 
King was lost on the same treacherous 
coast, July -7, and ,'{00 victims, mostly 
I natives, were drowned. A .Tapanese' 
; steamer foundered in the Cliiiia Sea 
i Xovember 27, and tbe lo.ss of life is 
[given at TOO. Tlie British steamer 
i Dnnearn was eauglit in a typhoon Au- 
i gust 2'). and went down in tiie Cliiiia 
! .Sea. l-"ifty-two liv(.s were lost, only 
two being savrd uf the entire crew. 
On I). .CI inber Ii, two .Iapane.se vessels 
were lost, the casualties being given 
as .'laO. 'I'he steamer Oiiisel Mara went 
down off the cotist of Jajian, December 
2, seventy being lost. In the wrecks of 
the steamers Haiiliok and Tiiisli Maru, 
ill the China .Sea, lilt were ih'owned. 

Undoubtedly the worst disaster of 
IDOS on this coast was the wreck of 
the ..\merle,-in cannery bark Star of 
Bengal off Coronation Islaml, Septem- 
lier I'O. Ill this lUsasler 111 lives v.-ere 
saeriliced, a majiu'it.\- of tliein Chinese 
.'ind ,Tai)aneBe, l';:arl.\' in .laiiuary the 
Jh^itlsli ship Harllield went to ]neei!S 
off the co,-ist of \'aneouver r.'iland, not 
a survivor living to tell the tale. Thirty 
lives were lost. On .Tanuary 14 the 
ste.-imer Island I''l.\-er was lost on Puget 
.So\inil, tbe ileal li list being given as 
fourteen. 

.laiiu.ary's record in the Pacific Is 
Incomplete without mention ot the loss 
of the American ship Eclipse, which 
foimderod north of tho Ha'(vallan Is- 
lands, while bound from Newcastle, 
Australia, to Snn Francisco. This oc- 
curred on .Tanuary lit. threo of the 
crew being lost, tho others eventually 
iiuddng till- Island coast. In February, 
the unlucky thirteenth, the American 
ship Emily Reed went ashore close to 
tho mouth of the Columbia river, and 
ten unfortunate sailors wore lost, tho 
i-thers succeeding in making land, fin 
Mav 1, the steam scliooner Minnie .v-:. 
Kelton went ashorp In heavy weather 
off the southern Oregon coast and 
eleven men went to a watery grave. 
On March 7 the codtlshing schooni r 
.Tolin F. Miller was driven ashore in 
the Aleutian group and ton men were 
either drowned or frozen to death. 

There wore many otlier %vreok3 in 
all parts of the world. In Januar.\- 
two iinssongor steamers wore lost oft 
the :\Iorocco coast with a casualty list 
of tlilrt\-. In February the stoiimer 
St. t'ullibert burned nt sea, llftccn men 
being lost. Tho British cruiser Gladi- 
ator was sunk off the Isle of Wight, 
April -jr., with a loss of thlrty-slx. Tbe 
list also ineluiles the fidlowing:

As stated 
iibove, the record Is made by means of 
a mirror and a horizontal glass scale, 
on which is redectod the light of the 
lamp which is attached. An electric 
current Is jirodnccd liy means of one 
or more cells, or sometimes merely by 
placing one hand of the subject upon a 
zinc plate and tho other upon a carbon 
plate, tho contact alone affording uuf- 
liclent current. 

The subject rests each hand easily 
upon the plates and the electric current 
runs through his body nnieh tho same 
as does an ordinary current when u 
physician gives his patient electrical 
.shocks with a battery, except that 
there Is no shock, because the current 
is sa minute.

John D. Rockefeller is next among 
tlie giving, with a total of $2,934,000. 
Of this amount tlie L'niverylt>' of Chi- 
cago received $2,191,000 and the Rocke- 
feller Institute of :\ledieal Research 
$500,000. Mrs. Russell Sage gave a 
total of $1,559,635. Among her large 
gifts wei'c: Princeton University, $250,- 
OOO, American Bible Society, $200,000, 
gift of Constitution Island to tho Unit- 
ed States, $175,000, branch of Bcrea 
Ctillege.-$250,OpO, F&r Koekaway Pres- 
byterian Church, )2S0,00O, public 
sdhdols, $2B0;00O and Long Island Itail- 
road y.M.C.A., $100,000. J. P. Jlorgan 
grave a total of $192,000. Of this $100,- 
000 was given for rebuilding Episcopal 
churches in San Francisco.

Queen Alexandra has recently tnade 
one or two Interesting additions to her 
collection of fans of all ages and na- 
tions, of which she has now (Uici of the 
largest collections In existence. One 
of these Is ,1 handsome lare and silk 
fan that at one time belonged to Mario 
Antoinette, while another is a tnnsnlh- 
cent s]ieelnien of seventeenth centui'y 
I..OW G<"rman work. The last named 
was discovered a short time ago by 
the Gernian Kmpre.ss who. knowing tho 
Queen's partiality for tliese articles, 
purchased it and prej^ctUcd it to her. 
The fans, which now amount to three 
hundred of all kinds, are mostly kept 
at Sandrlngham. Another great hobby 
of Queen Alexandra Is the collection 
of anything that belongtd to tho un- 
hajipy .Marie Antoinette. Prominent 
among these relics are tlio shoes she 
wore when led to tho guillotine and 
several chairs that came from the 
Petit Trlnnon and other palaces of the 
Queen. Queen Alexandra, by the way, 
has often been approached by her more 
Intimate friends to allow some of her 
treasures to be displayed on behalf of 
some charity or another. Hlthwto, 
however, she has consistently declined 
to do this; but the Princess of Wales 
hopes for better fortune next year, 
when she proposes to give a great 
bazaar for a charitable institution In 
u'hich both she and tho Queen are very 
greatly Interested. 

The fifteenth century and tho twen- 
tieth rubbed shoulders curiously one 
day at Cawdor. King Edward arrived, 
sure of his welcome under a provision 
made by King J.ames II. of Scotland, 
and, stepping from his luxurious Dlntn- 
Icr, was received by Lord Cawdor and 
his sofiH at the gateway of tlio ancient 
drawbridge lli.at forms th^ only en- 
trance to the castle.

Time stands 
still at Cawdor, and there has been no 
change In the interior since the reign 
of Charles 1., and but little change In 
grounds and gardens Kince Dr. Samuel 
Johnson cast Ills admiring eye over 
them In 1773. From Cawdor the King 
went to May Kail, where more modern 
but even more romantic hi.^tory en- 
chained his attention. The Mackintosh 
of Mackintosh and his guests look out 
over the melancholy plain of CuUoden, 
anil the castle contains the most poig- 
nantly interesting collection of Jacob- 
ite relics extant. King Edward stood 
Itmg in front of the bed where Prince 
Charles Bdward spent the last night of 
his youth ^nd glory and hope, and who 
shall say wbat thoughts crossed his 
mind? Queen Victoria bequeathed a 
deep and generous- reverence of her 
Stuart ancestors to her-chlldren, and 
the King h.os imagination eiioush to be 
touched by the memory of that black 
ending for him who started life the 
noblest Stuart of them all.

Work Well Done. 

The work under his charge is being 
done, he believed, as economically as 
it could be under contract and lie be- 
lieved that the city is getting better 
value. As a rule the working men 
are giving u fair day's work, though 
there are cases where It was impos- 
sible to get a pro|)er day's work from 
some 01 the men, but these casea were 
\-ery few. There could be no dmibt 
but that if all the work could be done 
In the spring and fall it would not 
prove as costly. 

Mr. Prceee was convinced that the 
only proper method of putting the 
streets back Intcj proper condition 
after the work of mahi-laying was 
completed was to liave It done by the 
engineer's department and charge the 
cost to the w;itc;r dejiartment. There 
was no ti-uth In the statement that in 
some places two trenclu.'!; had been 
dug for a main when one would iiave 
done Tho old mains, unlike the new 
(mes now being installed, were not run 
on a straight line, but oiten turned to 
one side several feet, espeelally wb.i're 
ruck was encountered, in such a case, 
.and there; were many, two trenches 
had to he dug, one tar the new main 
and the other iii order that the old 
main might be removed. In making 
connt'ctlims, too, it often hapiiem-d that 
a short piece of extra trench would 
have to be dug, hut In ever>- case 
whertt two trenches were dug. theri> 
was anii)Ie reason for the extra worl;. 

Mr. Adams, the water expei-l. had 
advised against i.d.iclng the new mains 
nearer than three feet from the old 
main though this distance wa.s con- 
sldeder too great, a sit would have 
greatly Incroasod the co.st of the work. 
There had been no money wast(!(l on 
the work. In fact the mains are ijelnjj 
laid one foot deeper than at lirst jiro- 
liosed. anil yet the worl; Is being done 
well within the estimate of cost. 

In fact. Jlr. Preece decl ired (jiiit 
while people might comiduln of slack- 
ness in the methods employed, he 
found that his hands wore pretty full 
In keeping track of all details." fio 
d(,-clared that the statement that the 
cost of the work on the waterworks 
system was twenty-flve per cent, 
more than it should be, and that that 
pi^r centago Is being merely wasted 
u as absurd. On tho contrary the work 
Is being done In a moat economical 
manner. In fact, hn was certain that 
not a contractor could undertalto the 
work, porform It ns v.'ell, at as I'eo- 
nomlcal a ligure as the city Is doing. 
It Is true that some ln<;onvenlenee had 
been occasioned the cltlz(>ns, but that 
could not be helped. In a l;irg(> work 
of this kind being executed on the 
public streets, It was Inevitable that 
Inconvenience to citizens .should re- 
sult. 

No Basis for Complaiht 

Frederick Stevens, foreman of tho 
gang engaged in laying the water- 
works main on Store street, asked If 
the slatoment that a trench had boon 
dug only to bo lllled in and dug out 
a.gnln, were true, slated that it wna 
quite erroneous. A trench had been 
dug at the foot of Chatham street 
where a connection with the twelve- 
Inch mnin was to be made, but delay 
occurred and the connection could not 
bo made right away, so ho had put In 
timbers and illled In with earth (or si 
sliort distance below tiio i-oad level, in 
order that tlie heavy tralllc , niong 
Store street should not be held up. 
Wh'on the time came to make the con- 



nection it took but -a very short time 
to clean out the earth and tho support- 
ing timbers. As to the charge that 
working men employed on trench work 
had thrown up the earth In audi a 
position that the.' .water pipes were 
covered and that .-before the pipes 
could be used the" earth had to be 
again moved, Mr. Stevens declared 
that he knew nothing about- It. But 
it was the case, that somo of th«- pipes 
to be used in tho laying of the sftlt 
water high pressure system • were 
! covered. These pipes had tioen laid 
I on the roadway iilongsldu the water 
I pipes, but when tlie latter had been 
I Installed and the earth put back In 
j the trench, the high pressure pipes 
i were uncovered. And this had hap- 
I pened in one or two Instances. The 
j men under his control had never re- 
i fuHCd to tp.ke their tools to the tool 
I box wiien the day's work was ended, or 
j refused to do so unless given time for 
so doing. 'i'liey had worked right 
I through to the limit, and when he 
I blew the wiilstle he stood beside tho 
, tool box and any workman not bring- 
ing his tools to the box had to go buck 
lur them and In addition every shovel 
had to be cleaned b.\- the user before 
being placed in tin; blx. 

Nails Misstatement 
William II. Clark, superintendent of 
sewer construction, denied the state- 
ment made recently by Mr. i\lorley 
that on OUphant stn>et a sewer hail 
been laid under the sidewalk and later 
torn uii. Such was not the case Tho 
by-law authnrl/.Ing the sewer was 
liassed and had the sewer been con- 
structed as llrst intended It would 
have been under the sidewalk. The 
trench was dug for about 150 feet, but 
before the jiipes were iiut In tho plan 
of subdlvisiim was changed, altering 
the street lines. When he found out 
that there was a change he did not go 
on with till' worlv. .\'o jjipe waa laid. 
'i"he work of tllifging th(! trench nccu- 
Iiled one day. .l.-i to the sewer being 
htid under the sidewalk there was no 
sidewalk on that iiortiou of tho street 
at all. 

There was no disadvantages other 
than wliat any contractor might ex- 
perience that he had encountered In 
tile course of. his work of sewer lay- 
ing. As to the (piestlon of cost under 
the du.v lalior and tile contract sys- 
tems, lie lielieved that the sewer 
work in this city Is being done at the 
smallest possible cost and certainly 
cheaper and more properly executed 
tlian it would .be under tlio contract 
system. A lltUe over eight and one- 
half miles of so\ver had been laid. In 
the course of which :1, 7,00 yards of rock 
work had to' be done, and ninetj'-threo 
man-lioles, forty-seven venta and 
fifty flush t.inks put , In. All -material 
Is kept on hand and thero had been 
no delay In getting it. There was no 
dimculty In gtittlrirf q,-falr day's work 
from the mei}'.»;'J;}?osb,'yH6 did not do 
their ptbi5er:5v4^ICjw^r$ hot retained. 
MatUr ;bf ' Notes ' 
Tho foreman should liavc a free 
hand and to a certain extent they 
were given it. Ko man had been 
forced upon hhn. Sometimes, though 
rarely, men had como to him with 
notes from the mayor or aldermen, 
asking that the bearer be given work 
If there was -any to be had. He told 
of one man whom he had discharged, 
turning . up for work, thp next morning. 
When again told .to- quit tho Job, the 
man had presented a. note signed by 
the mayor ns evidence that.ho wafi to 
be retained. Mr. Clark thought this 
was somewhat strange and investi- 
gated, with the result' that he dis- 
covered that the man had retained 
possession .of the. nptfe^ }v,hlqh had been 
given to him by the ' rria'ybr.-bof ore ho 
was tak<>n on in tlie first IhSl'^nce. 

-Mderman Fullerton cited a case 
where a man had presented, a note 
puriiortlng to be ^^Qd by hhn when 
he had' given no note or order at all. 
"I nvver gave any notes or orders," 
declared Alderman Henderson. "I 
don't believe In It." 

Mayor Hall stated that he had never 
signed any orders, but It had liap- 
pened that men had cornf to him and 
told a hard luck story and he had sent 
them to the foremen wltli a note 
asking that If there was any work 
available to give the man a chance to 
make good. 

"That Is quite right, too." declared 
Alderman Gleason, who believed that 
there was no reason to suppose that 
n man put on In that fashion would 
not prove an elllrlent workm.'in. ' 

Mr. Clark had experienced no dif- 
ficulty in getting capable men and liad 
, not had any trouble about tho men ro- 
I fusing to take theih tools to the tool 
; box. Every article used on his work 
i was kept track of. 

Cheap nnd Good Work 
I'^oreman Taylnr. In rhargc: of the 
I plank sklewalk construction and maln- 
I lenan<'e work, had had men who did 
' not do their work and ho had dl.s- 
charged lliem. ills gang could lay 
lilank walk at tho rate of three cent.s 
a foot which was much cheaper than 
could be -done by contract. 

Alderman Cameron askod by Whom 
had the sidewalk opposite the cemetery 
been moved. Mr. Taylor believed it 
! was the B. C. Electric company. The 
1 walk had been moved before he liad 
'known anything about It, until after 
the work had been st.-irled. He had 
ino\-i'd some of th(> new sidewalk 
furtlior along, but the com]iany had 
j been charged for th(j work. The ])iece 
I moved by the company Is old and will 
I have to be replaced next year, 
j :Mr. Taylor stated that he received 
his instructions from the city engineer 
but la small repairs he does them lllin- 
self without Instrucl ions. 

li'orenian .lones, in charge of tlie 
cement gang In .sidewalk work, had 
been appointed by Mr. Topp. In case 
of property owners asking for private 
crossings all those who signed the cir- 
cular sent out by the olty before a 
sidewalk wds commenced were accom- 
modated but sometimes tho ■ owner 
while wishing for a cros.sing failed to 
notify the department. When In need 
of material he had always reported to 
Mr. Warwick and had always got hlH 
stuff promiitly. He had the right to 
disch.argc men but he .always reported 
such cases to Mr. Warwick, flo had 
tried to get some crushed rock from 
IJolmoiit street on one occasion, but 
he did not gel It from the store there. 
Mr. Warwick told him ho had askod 
Mr. Pusoy for the rock but tho latter 
had refused to give It. 

Mania for Lamps 
Foreman Green, in charge of one of 
the cement sldowalk gangs, and Fore- 
man Lawrence, In oliargu of the laying 
of the .salt watpr maihs, were also ex- 
amined. The lottor claimed that every 



precduttoin was taken to safeguard tho 
public ' when trendies were laid. A 
man Is emplcfyed^to set. out;the , lamps 
about 4.80. o'blook'ln the'tafternobn. Ho 
goes around about 8 . 'o'clock In the 
.evening and In the morning about 7:30 
.o'clock. Tho trouble waa tho repeated 
thefts of lamps. At one spot on Gov- 
ernment street on Now Year's eve, 
four lamps were stolen. Ho believed 
that tho salt water system work is 
being done as economically as possi- 
ble. In many casea in laying the 
mains other mains already laid liave 
to be dodged. Were' the work being 
done under contract,- he had no doubt 
but tlint thorp would be a lino long bill 
for extras. 

At the conclusion of Mr, Laivrence's 
tostlmbhy,. 1 the- -., tji'cietlrig,. adjourned. 
Whether thero will lie another meet- 
ing and 'what shall be done with the 
evidence secured has not yet been 
decided. There may be a proper ro 
port prepared setting forth tlie llndlng 
of the coun.;.l based on the facts se- 
cured during the hearing. But this 
has not yet been decided upon. Should 
there be a report it will bo submitted 
to *.he Incoming council.

If the police commissioners adopt 
tho suggestion which has been made, 
the three eight hour shifts which the 
members of the police force now work 
will be changed so that each will 
commence ah hour earlier. The mat- 
ter has not yet "been brought to tlio 
attention of the commissioners, but it 
has b^en discussed In a tentative way 
by the force. At present the shifts are 
timed so as to start at 8 a. m. and 
continue until 4 p. m.; the second 
shift running from 4 p. m. until mid- 
night, and the third from midnight 
until 8 a. m. As things are at present 
the men coming off duty at midnight 
arc unable to catch the car and in tho 
present brand of weather, and indeed 
all through the winter months, many 
of them have to walk conalderalDlo dis- 
tances. But If the change wore made 
the night shift would come off duty 
at 11 p. m., thus giving tliein an oppor- 
tunity of changing and catching the 
car. As the force switches over every 
two weeks tlie benellls would bo en- 
Joyed by all. It la jiolnted out that 
the suggested change has been adopted 
in Vancouver and some other cities. 
It does not in tlie slightest affect the 
work of thl3| -force or its efllclency, 
wliUo it would prove a boon to the 
men. /

HERE A_ND THERE 

The prol)leni ot ))rovlding fitting ac- 
eonunodatloii for .single working wo- 
men Is a ijrcasing one In all large cit- 
ies. (;)n account of the low wage.s re- 
coivoil i)y the majority, living at .a 
good boarding hou.se Is an impossibil- 
ity. In almost every oociiiiatlon there 
are some situations which are well paid 
and the wages ot some cla.ssi/s of wo- 
men'H work la higli enough to enable 
those engaged In It to live where they 
pleaso. But la the groat majority of 
cases, women-workers have ffreilt dif- 
licuit.N- in i)r(jcurlng suitablu board and 
loiiKi'nK at a price within 'tliolr 'means. 
Philanthropic people have tried tho 
expedient of providing home for those 
girls where they can live cheaply. The 
buildings havo been paid for and fur- 
nished by these charitable associations 
and tho food Is furnished ut as near 
cost as possible. 

In ino.st of these Homes there aro 
rnjeH '.■.iiicli the girl.s are expected to 
observe and some of tliem are con- 
ducted by some religious organization. 
'I'liei-e are numy women Who object to 
living in tiiese Institutioua on this ac- 
count, ljut there are more who would 
rather suffer an\- privation than bear 
Ihe stl.;;nKi of eharil.^' which attaches 
!o life in tliem. lndei)endence is still 
sweet lo girls, no mattei' bow care- 
fully tlie\- may have to live to main- 
lai)i it. There are, hnwf.vir. business 
men and women who lielleve that lio- 
lels can be run on a pa.vlng l)asls 
\vliicli will furnish girls with a com- 
fertahle home at a price within the 
means of the a\'erage wa.tre -ea rncr. 
'I'his In New York is fl) a week. The 
aim (if tliose who have the Interest of 
tlu; girls at licart is to supply room 
a!id Ijoard at ?:iriO a week. if this 
could, lij- (lint of ec(Un)ni>- of labor, bi: 
acconiidlshcd the bcnellts wajiild bo 
great. There are few women who 
would not bo benelUted rather than In- 
jured by keeping their own rooni.s In 
order and performing: such other ser- 
vices as a jrlrl living In her father's 
house usually does for herself in ad- 
dition to her work outside. If a girl 
can profitable live at home on her 
wages it ought to he possible for tt 
hotel Itcejier to provide for a largo 
number of girls at the same rate. Un- 
fortunately there are far too many 
women working for sums which nro 
not adciiuate for their support. How 
su(;h wages are to he raised is a prob- 
lem of more imiiortance to women than 
m.any others of which niiieli more Is 
heard. If there Is a demand for labor 
the worker should get enough to live 
upon. Meanwhile a large Held for wo- 
men workers Is largely unoccuiJied. In 
Canadii and the United .States tliose 
who engag(; in domestic service nuiy 
oljlain fair wages and good homes. 
Yet the work is disliked so much that 
girls would rather do almost anyLlilng 
llian engage in It. 

For many days the attention of the 
whole world has been dir(>cted to the 
So\itli (jf Italy, where the earthinuiko 
luis wrought such terrible destruction.

On the opijoslto side was anollier 
roek. .Vt the toi) of this crag under 
tlie shade of a great lig tree dwelt 
l.'liar.\lHlis the daughter of Neptune 
and Tellus, who according to tlie 
ancient mytli swallowed the waters of 
the seiL three times a day and thrice 
threw them out again. It wna said 
that she had stolen the oxen of Her- 
cules and as a punishment was hurled 
Into the sea. There was a 
whirlpool here which 1' the un- 
fortunate mariner. In his effort 
to escape the clutches of Scylla, pas.s- 
ed too near, he would be drawn into 
the vertex or thrown against the 
rock and crushed. 

It was In this neighborhood that 
tlu.' Sirens dwelt on a hoauliful Is- 
land. The earliest representations of 
tlu: Sirens gave them above the waist 
the .^bape of a lovel.v woman. I'Vom 
the waist downward they bore the 
shape (if a. great bird, with claws 
and legs (.■(i\ere(i with heavy scale.-:. 
In latei- times they were iiictured as 
the inermaius of the childrun's fairy 
tales. The Sirens lured llie sailors 
to their Island where If he listened, 
and few were able to resist, he left 
(Ills vessel a sb.attered hulk and his 
own bones were part of a bleaching 
heap, piled up amid the blooming 
llowers of the lovely Island. 

The Sirens were, however, not al- 
ways able to luro men to destruction, 
line of the Incidents of the voyage 
of the Arg(jnauts under .lason in their 
search for the (Jolden l''leeee. Is the 
story of how Orpheus turneil bis l.vii! 
and drowned the songs of the sirens 
liy singln.g liymns in praise of the 
Cods. The vessel passed in safety 
l)ut Hutes, one (if the sailors was so 
entranc(.il b.\- the song.i of the three 
sistei-s th.at lie tlirew hinis(df Into 
till' S(.':i, in his efforts lo reach them 
and swam to his destraction. 

In the Odyssey the stiu-y. Is told 
of how n(l\sseus after tlie fall of Troy, 
escaped from the wiles of tlu! god. less 
Circi! who, ehangiui by her niy.HtIc 
.spell all who drank of her cup. Into 
tlio form of swine. fire warned 
tho adventurers against the Sirens and 
Odysseus, having stopped his sailors 
ears with wax caused himself to be 
bound to the mast sd that he could not 
N'lelrl to their seduction. The sailors, 
deaf to the music, steered their course 
sefely between .Scylla tind Charybdis. 
Odysseus .strained to break his bonds 
but hi.s men, only drew the cords tho 
tight( r, and the vessel passed safely 
on Its w;iy. 

luce the day.s of Odyessiis the Sirens 
song litis been heard no more. Tlie 
sisters, bafllod and desparlng threw 
themselves into tho sea, so fulfilling 
the prophecy of Cassandra, tho 



daughter of Prian of Troy, that when 
a shli) onco passed safely through the 
straits they would be transformed 
into rocky islets. Long afterwards 
I'arthenope, Lencosla and Llgea in the 
Hay of Naples, some two hundred 
miles away bore the names of the 
Sirens of Messina. 

In tho Aeneld there Is a passage that 
shows that the ancients had a tra- 
dition which told of a still more awful 
catastroplie than that which has ho 
recently taken place. 

But when the wind shall to SIcllla's 
coast 

Direct your course, and strait Pelorus 
shew 

Its narrow passage, by a circuit wide 
Veer to the left, the left to land and 

sea 

Avoid the right of both. These lands,

Little Boys' Suits 

Small boys' clothes are fascinating, 
both to tho nifithers and to the hoys 
themselves, for they are never, after 
the llrst babyhood days, dressed on the 
same lines as 'ut'o the girls. Little 
trousers aro donnod almost as soon as 
they are large enough to walk, and 
they begin to be conscious of a manly 
sense of superiority, perhaps uncon- 
sciously at llrst.

And so it 
was .lust a grinding, punishing fight 
without any imagery at all, It only 
thrilled 'lecauso it told of the razor- 
odged keenness of the players; lliero 
was Httlc or no try-we,avlng combina- 
tion; none of the sparkle that comes 
from purposeful hand-to-hand combina- 
tion. 

The Welsh Kome. the true Welsh 
game. Is artistic, subllo, a magnificent 
spectacle, but tho men who carried the 
Principality to the very fortunate vic- 
tory at Cardiff could not typify their 
country's football. They luid to for- 
sake all the niceties of the game; the 
halves wero afraid to trust their three- 
quarters, who, as a line, were no moro 
than ordinarily clever, and thoy pan- 
dered almost wholly to the forwards. 
And It must bo said that tho Welsh 
pack in that they niannged to hold the 
bail tight wore splendid. They alono 
propped up a team that told a story of 
tt lean Welsh season. Many yearn have 
gono by sineo Wales have had to rely 
for success on their forwards; It was 
all so very contrary to tlie country's 
game. And tho crowd Wi-re not pleased, 
Tim victory did not give? any great joy;

HEROIC ATTEMPT TO 

RES'CUE A SHIPMATE 



Further Advices of the Perilous Voy- 
age of Danish Bark Havila From 
Tacoma to Falmouth 



llall advices" from England ftlve fur- 
ther details of the perilotis •voyage of 
the Danish bftrk Havila ffom Tacoma 
with wheat for Falmouth. Twenty 
per cent, reinsurance was paid on the 
bark owing to her long passage. The 
run to li''aImoiith occupied 192 days, 
tho average time being 110 days, and 
considerable anxiety had been felt as 
to the fate of the vessel. 

After lpa\'ing Tacoma, the IlavIKi 
experienced light winds, but on Oct. 
15 she rail into u snow blizzard wlilch 
was iicoompanled by terrific seas. Dur- 
ing the storm a tremendous wave 
swept the bark's deck and washed 
four of the crew overboard, but two 
o£ tho men were washed back again 
by tho same sea, Lifobuoyk -were 
thrown overboard, and a third sailor 
was hauled on board by his comrades. 
The fourth, a young German, named 
Taoklenburg, 17 years of age, lost his 
life after a desperate struggle to get 
on board the Havila again. He caught 
hold of one of tho ropes and got along- 
side the bark when one of his com- 
rades, in his eagerness to save him, 
caught hold of ()in< of his sea boots. 
To his horror the boot sllpixul off tho 
young fellow's foot, and lie fell back in 
the boiling surf again. A Banish sea- 
man, named AVinther, fastened a life- 
line around his waist, sprang over- 
board, and tried to reach his comrfido, 
but the young fellow was never seen

The Norwegian shiji Ilovdlng, Capt. 
H. J. Hansen, ivhlch finished loading 
lumber iit Everett for Delagoa bay, 
South Africa, was seized by tho sher- 
iff on a writ of attachment. Tho 
amount Involved is about $400 and is 
alleged to be due Sims & Levy, ship- 
ping agents at Port Townsond. Capt. 
Mnnsen Is alleged to have violated ti 
contract of three years' duration to 
take sailors at ?35 each from the 
boarding house maslijrs. 

Capt. Hanson, after signing the con- 
tract 'had an opportunity to get men 
for $12 each, it I.s said, and upon the 
a(lvlc(^ of the Norwegian consul en- 
gaged the cheaper men. Capt. Han- 
sen went to .Seattle today to arrange 
a seltleinoiit of the difficulty. 

Preliminary stei.s have been ttiken at 
Seattle by tlie siieclal harbor commis- 
sioner appointed by Gov. .Mead, to 
creuto a Port of Seattle which shall 
be similar to the Port of Porthtnd. 
This would mean the estjLbllslimeat 
of a port district, and the aiipointinent 
of port offleer.M, who would lirive charge 
of all harbor improvements. The 
members of the commission appointed 
a committee to draft a bill, which will 
bo prcsenled to tho logi/ihiture, jiro- 
clding for the appointment of port 
commissioners, and the cstabllahmont 
of port dIstrictB, by all the siJaport 
town.6 of tho state; 



Through tho energetic efforts of the

firms of chartered accountants, tp be 
appointed by the committee of Lloyds, 
obtaining a certificate to' that effect 
from tricso accountants, that the funds 
represented by balance of premiums 
In hand. Including investments and 
amounts owing bV insurance brokers, 
plus the deposit with the committee, 
are sufllclent to provide Cor till out- 
standing liabilities, such liabilities in 
the case of each underwriter or grou]) 
of underwriters, being ascertained on 
the basis of the e.xiierlence of the three 
preceding years. 

There Is no more honorabe and 
esteemed body of commercial men in 
the country than Lloyd's underwriters. 
They belong to a community formed 
by a largo number of private Individu- 
als who act Independently, but are 
controlled liy .a committee. Before 
being admitted as an underwriting 
member of Lloyd's each individual 
hiis to prove his linanclal status lo 
tho satlsl'actlon of the conimlttee, and 
he has to nial:e a deiioslt under a 
sjiecial trust deed of from £ 5,000 to 
£S,000, which can only be aiijilled to 
the payment of his liabilltios in con- 
nection with marine Insurance. This 
system was .a very good one when In- 
augurated, and U]! to the iiresetit has 
worked with every success, but the 
<'xact position of each underwriting 
"name" ;it Lloyd's was unknown to tlie 
publli' lie\ond the fact that they liail 
••i margin of .Cr),00n to £8,000 to lose, 
which was practically their undei-writ- 
ing cajiltal, in adiiltioii, of co\nse, to 
any private means they jiossossed. 
Although some of tlio individual 
• names" are very wealthy, others are 
not, and the amount' deposited with 
the committee was the only dellnlto 
anion nt of protective security that the 
liisnrliig public could absolutely de- 
pend upon. 

Ccmditlons In marine insurance, as in 
everything else, have very much al- 
tered l«j the progress of years, atid 
whereas the trading deposit referred 
to may have been sufficient In bygone 
days, it Is comparatively small lor 
underwriters transacting largo busl- 
lu-Hs, linless they have built up sufll- 
ident reserves out of their ordinary 
trading to meet ordinary liabllltfes. 
The weakness In thp system was that 
neither the Insuring public nor the 
committee of Lloyd's Itsidf ever knew 
tho exact financial position of an in- 
dividual "name," and It was possible 
for .-m underwriter to trade for many 
ycuvi at a heavy loss without unprollt- 
;ibl(j results being discovered. 

There is no doubt tliat tho new re- 
gulation i.s a very excellent one, and 
will do much to |)ut tho whole marine 
In.surance market on a sound footing, 
the result lieitig that each mi'iiilier of 
Lloyd's will be entitled to trade onl.\' 
to an (ixti'Ut justllled by the amount of 
Ills caidtal. Xo underwriter can afford 
to conthuK? losing money for many 
years running, as In tlie past, unless 
he Is ])i^epared to sink mon; cajiital In 
Ills buHin(\ss when the limIL of lil.s <ie- 
jioslt has Ijeen excet'ded. 'J'he mere 
fact that evei^y nudei^wrlter knowfi 
that. h(.' iiitisl prove each >ear to Ihv. 
committee that any lo.ss on his trad- 
ing, allowing for all oulHtandiiig lia- 
billtios, has not exceeded the ;unoiiiit 
of i.Money which he has de|)oalted with 
their; will of Itself Iiavi' a great effect, 
and will go a long way lowarils steady- 
ing tho market and putting it on a 
sound .and proper basis. 
It ,l.s clear that under this system 



any underwriter who loses money, and 
attoniiits by reckless acceptance of in- 
adequately rated business to make up 
his loss, win bo checked from such 
rash speculation before he can do any 
great harm either, to-hls fellpw- undor- 
writers or to .the t'lnsiirlrig 'ptibllCijv.'i.:.

Washington, Jan. 8. -r President 

Roosevelt tonight made public the de- 
tails of an Investigation, by postolllcn 
inspectors and secret .service agents' of 
Senator 'I'lUman's connection with an 
alleged "land grab," In Oregon. As 
he presented the evidence to Senator 
Hale in response to the latter's re- 
quest to the heads of the various 
executive departmenLs tor !l state- 
ment of the o|)eration8 of the .secret 
stTi'ice, the President undertakes to 
-sliow "that Mr. Tillpjan used his in- 
lluence as a senator In an oltort to 
force the government to .compel a 
railroad corporation to relinquish con- 
trol of land grants from the United 
States In order that his family and 
his Secretary. J. B. Knight, might pro- 
ill tlirougli the purchase of some of 
the lands. 

"That the Senator used ills govorn- 
nuiu franking privilege in some in- 
stances for the conduct . of private 
business." 

Comparatively few senators wore 
favored with the ojjportunity of 
reading the president's report to 
Senator Hale, but those who did read 
the report took a serious view of It, 
although most of the senators re- 
fused to believe that- Mr. Tillman had 
ever done anything in violation of 
his oath as a senator. 

.Senator Tillman did not permit the 
fact that tile President was giving I 
out tlu^ charges against him to alter I 
liis iletcnniiKUlon to make no state- I 
mi'nt until .Monday. I 

lie said lie could not make lii.^ re- 
ply Ko complete as lie would desire 
fur tomorrow's papers, and that he 
would therefore withhold whatever re- 
marks he might have to make until 
ilonday, when he would make a state- 
ment to the senate. No effort was 
i made by him to conceal the fact that 
wlieii he had learned th(' facts con- j 
corning the rallroiul grunt he luul ■ 
made uu effort to obtain portion's of 
the land in the names of himself and 
members of his family, but ho de- 
clared that, an at the mi^st he could 
get possession of but a few J^undrcd 
acres, his efforts were, after all '. In . 
behalf of the public and not especi- 1 
ally in his own Interests. ! 

Immediately after the conclusion ofj 
the chaplain's prayer on Monday, Mr. i 
Tillman will ask the recognition of 
the chair on a question of personal t 
privilege. Departing from l>Ia cu.s- 1 
tom of extemporaneous speech, he will 
read Ills statemonti thus Insuring more 
careful adherence to tvhat he desires, 
to say, than he would be able to give j 
in a speech. 

The communication to Senator Hale 
Is very long, and in addition .. there 
are appended numevous exhibits. In- 
cluding copies of letters written by 
Senator Tillman and his agent, "Wm. 
E. Lee, showing that they did make 
an effort to secure several quarter 
sections of the Oregon land, and the 
reports of the ppstoftlce Inspectors 
who Investigated tlie alleged interest 
of Senator Tillman which was brought 
to light, and fatefully it appear.s that 
it was at his instigation ifio inquiry 
was begun, ■'; , • 1 



Heavy weather which prevailed as 
the year closed and early In the New 
Year In the North Atlantic, particu- 
larly on the American side, has much 
disorganized ■ liner tralllc between 
Canadian and United States ports and 
Kurope. Tlic, biggest liners of the 
Hamburg-Amt;rika, North German 
Lloyd, Cunard, and White Star com- 
panies, hound west, have been con- 
siderably dela>ed. Such boats as 
these consume several thousand 
pounds' worth of coal and stores jier 
day, and, therefore, from this point 
of view alone, a delay of 48 hours 
means loss for the owners, whilst, the 
loss of time to passengers, and the 
delay of 'the mails are also serious 
matters. Two days' delay has bten 
quite a ususir occurrence, during the 
past -week.; In such weather as has 
provailedi there Is no 'possibility of 
accelerating the Journey, for, if driven 
at top speed, these vessels, steaming 
at over 20 knots per hour, and facing 
a gale, would certainly suffer severe 
damage, whilst the strain on the 
engines would ■ -very likely mean a 
broken tallshaft. 

Considerafoie' anxiety is now being 
felt In Lloyd's for' the safety of a 
number of vessels 'making voyages be- 
tween Kurope and America. No news 
has been heard of the steamer Stickle- 
stad. which sailed from Glasgow on 
November 23 for Sydney (Cape 
Breton), although she was expected 
to arrive In under twelve days. 

No news has been received of the 
t-teamer iXeuslrla, which left New 
York on Detober 27 for Marseilles, and 
thcrt: a|ii)(ars In br every rea.son to 
suppoMf that Ihi: vessel must have 
foundered in the gah^s with all liniids. 
She is uninsurable In IJo\-d's, even at 
!12 i)er cent. U was (lullv Inipiisslblo 
to insure .steamers on tlie North 
Atlantic voyage at normal rates. 
Practically every boat likely to en- 
counter the weather was marked up 
as an overdue. 

The gales caused the los.s on the 
Irish coast on IJeceniber 21 of the 
Irada, a fine steamship of 12.000 tons, 
belonging to Mi-hhv^. J. il. Welsfonl & 
Co., of Ijlverpool, which was wrecked 
on the north .side of Clotbane IsUiml, 
on the south-west coast of Ireland, 
near Crookhaven. Five lives were 
lost. Including the stewardess and tho 
captain. Several men were injured, 
but not s'erlously; "The Irada was en- 
gaged in the North Atlantic trade, con- 
voying cargoes of cotton from Qnlves- 
tqn. U. S. A., to Liverpool. She 
carried a- crew of . 69, under the cap- 
taincy of . Artliur W. Roberts, of 
Southport, who was formerly chief 
offlcer -of the . VWhlte Star liner 
QcCfinic. The . stewardess was Miss 
Janet Maxwell, o/ Seftbn Park, near 
Liverpool, Two of the missing men 
are M. Connell, of Repent road, Liver- 
pool, and Frederick Deacon, of LIs- 
card, Cheshire. There Is a doubt as to 
whether the fifth man missing Is .1. 
Fletcher, of Liverpool, or Lawrence 
Matthews. 

The ship left Onlveston on December 
G with a cargo of about 22,000 bales of 
cotton. Thick and foggy weather wa.s 
experienced for a.hoiil eight days, and 
on Monday . night tlie weather was bad, 
thcrp being, a dcfi,s5i fog and a lieavy 
sea. Shortly aftj!r .'(nldnl^ht the vessel 



struck at a spot which has been tho 
Hconc of many wrecks. Tho captain 
and nrst.olllcer were both on. the 
bridge at the time, and tho captain 
Immediately ga\ o orders for the boats 
to be launched. The crow aucccodod 
In launching one boat, but tho sou was 
so heavy that It was dashed on the 
rueica and the occupants had to 
acramble ashore as beat thoy could. 
The nlglit was exceedingly dark and 
the shipwrecked crew had to cling to 
tho rocks, upon which thby' had only 
u bare footing. 

.\11 night lung thoy wore buffeted by 
the waves, hut at eight o'clock the next 
morning thoy were discovered by tho 
men connected witli the new fog signal 
.station which Is being ■erected on the 
island. Hopes wore lowered from tho 
top of the clllfs and the half frozen 
survivors wore hauled up. Many of 
tho crow had n-.lraculous escapes. 

The lo.ss of tho Irada will hit tho 
underwriters at Lloyd's heavily, for 
she was fully insured together with 
her cargo for .C 300,000. This Is the 
biggest loss at sea suffered by Lloyd's 
this year. Her sister ship was the Ill- 
fated Bates liner Ismore, which was 
lost in St." Helena Bay in 1890, with a 
valuable cargo of artillery for our 
troops In the Boer war. 

Another casualty reported in yester- 
day's malls was the stranding of tlio 
steamer Queen Mary, which has gone 
ashore near tlie entrance to the Kllx.', 
whilst outward bound from Hamburg 
for Charlostown, U. S. A. She belongs 
to the Dunlop Steamship Company, 
Limited. A salvage arrangement has 
been fixed up to refloat, remuneration 
on "no cure, no pay" terms to be set- 
tled by arbitration. The Queen Mary 
Is of 3564 tons gross register, built in 
IS 97, and including cargo interests, she 
represents a value of about £50,000. 
The Queen Christina, which was re- 
ported totally lost last week after 
being ashore near San l'>ancisco for 
thirteen months, belongs id tho same 
owners. She had no cargo on board 
at tlie time, and the loss in her case 
was £40,000. 

News was also given of a collision 
between the Sunderland steamer Dag- 
hestan nnd the London steamer Cata- 
lone. The former vessel, which was 
bound from New York for Marseilles, 
received extensive damage, and foun- 
dered shortly after the collision. Tho 
creW have been saved, but the vessel 
herself lies in deep water, and cannot 
be raised.

The church, massed with flowers and 
plants, held many guests: and music, 
a bishop to olllciato, a guard of honor 
of the Sth Lancers, and an arch of 
swords were among the features that 
stood out. Tho bride, given nsvay by 
her father, wore a Prlncesso dresn of 
rich brocade, while six bridesmaids of 
various sizes, but identical dres.si.s of 
white decorated with gold, and a tiny 
kilted boy compoaod her retinue. Wed- 
ding and reception were graced by no 
fewer than, three CounteK.sos of Har- 
ri>wby, and Lord Harrowby lent San- 
Jon Park f6r'(0i<^ honeymoon. . - ; 



Advices were brought by tho Em- 
pres.s of India from China yesterday 
j that some severe punlshmenti have 
Ibeen meted out at Petcin to Qhlnesc 
who have been guilty of Infraction of 
the regulations for mourning owing 
to tho death of the Empress Dowugor 
and Emperor, several hundred being 
fined and Imprisoned for shaving their 
foreheads. A store clerk was Im- 
prisoned for life with liard labor for 
playing a Clilnoae banjo. LI Lien 
Ying, the chief eunucli and former 
power bolilnd the throne, has announc- 
ed that he will shave off his hair and 
become a priest spending tho remaind- 
er of his life praying that the soul of 
the Empress Dowager may .speedily 
transmigrate into the body of some 
wetl-b6rn infant. 

The Pekin Tlentsen Times of recent 
d^te . describes the* scones at the 
Chinese capital during the mourning 
perlod'as follows: 

"The Chlneso city Is filled with tho 
signs of mourning for tho deaths in the 
Imperial household. The mo.st part 
seems sincere for tlio people have a 
deej) and abiding reverence for the 
Imperial govornincnt. Tho .signs on 
shops and names on residences having 
either red cliaracteis or a red back- 
ground were speedily chungeil to blue, 
as also were all red decm-ations in 
geniiral. The police and students' uni- 
forms have the usual colored trim- 
mings covered with wlilte. Ofllclals 
are going about without buttons or 
plumes on their hats, and with lamb- 
skin lined robes, the white being turn- 
ed out instead of in, a.s usual. Per- 
haps the most noticeable change Is tho 
substitution of blue for red buttons 
on tho caps of tho populace. Pro- 
clamations are posted decreeing no 
music, no theaters, no shaving, etc., 
for one hundred days. That these are 
not empty pioclamatlons is shown by 
tho fact "that recently shaven he;ids 
are being ai costed and warned on the 
streets Ijy the iiollee. Barber shops, 
ordinarily with half-a-dozen or more 
workmen, now have only one, In 
the west part of the city a shop clerk 
was arrested and sentenced to hard 
labor for life for playing on a. Chin-, 
(■se banjo. For ofllclals the period of 
mourning is one hundred days, while 
to the common people some relaxation 
will be permitted after twenty- seven 
days have passed.'?

For people who take 
a light breakfast It la almost essenttal 
that they feel tlie need of a good 
s(iuaro meal in the middle of the day. j 



A"' secbna'dlnnef 'does ; nbtfappeir^Trtinlght 
and the only thing is; tea at ' 5 and 
supper in tho evening. •rOIt-'ls.. on al- 
luring meal, and one is liable' to bo 
tempted into providing all sorts of 
nishtmaro dlahos; that Is the chief ob- 
jection. It has less formality than a 
"dinner" and the scope iH-much wldnr 
for tho 'nousewlfe. A great thing in its 
favor for famllle.s with a small staff 
of servants Is that many dishes can 
bo laid at once in.stead of having the 
on.slavlng rules of elearlng tbo courses 
before the next Is allowed to appear. 
All people who have evening engage- 
ments to meet will welcome tho'LSUpper. 
ninovatlon, for to dine 'in the evening 
comfortably ancf arrive at a concert In 
time is next to impossible. Tho sup- 
per should bo a particularly dainty 
nieal, and if that is tlic character of 
tho meal, tho old adage "after supper 
run a mile" will lose its Signiflbohce— 
If, Indeed, It over had a^iy— foir, . fiiB- 
corUIng to all reports, our well-fed an- 
cestors ato heartily, not to say greed- 
ily, of tlieir suppers and then botook 
tlioniseives to bed. 

With inforinul and a few guests 
two courses arc all that Is required 
for supjicr. The joint which has been 
used before, if tidily out away, may 
appear iigaln, or If hot dishes are used 
the meat can be minced with perfect 
propriety. Htewed cliicken is an appo- 
tlzing supper dish, and with chicken 
available, nothing Is more easily pre., 
pared. If a little more elaborate mertn 
Is desired, soup opens the supper and 
Is dellciousiy grateful In cold weather. 
An old dish Is tomato soup, made by 
heating a tin of tomatoes wlUi equal 
quantity of milk, a little butter and 
pepper and salt. ChocMo, biscuits, or 
pullPd-bread toasted, with a .ilt of 
crisp lettuce or fresh cross w'.jen in 
scaaon will send the guests away feel- 
ing that tlui world is .a nlec place to 
livo in. As savories, nothing Is over 
more popular than the savory or an- 
chovy .eggs. 

One Is often asked about, refresh- 
ments to be served at young people's 
partli'K. Tho unpretentious supper 
served from a long sideboard Is cap- 
able of ykading the most satisfactory 
results;, sueli a supper should be almplo 
in character, and, above all, not 
"messy." Stuffed eggs, all kinds of 
sandwicbos— ragalu avoiding tho mossy 
ones, such as tomatoes, no thick jam, 
or cueumbi.'r— Bavarian creams, fruit 
Jellies, all are easily managed. Salads, 
etc., are delicious, but call for rather 
elabor.iti' provision in the way of 
Iilntes, scrvli-ti.s. Ijnives, and forks, and 
even linger bowls, if true comfort Is to 
be realized. Itusslan tea, made by 
browing tho tea some hours earlier, 
straining, swi'etening, and putting In 
cooler, is always appreciated, and usual- 
ly preferred to hot drinks. ' 

Suppers at "at homes" or Inilhiport- 
ant social functions, are very Informal 
affairs .served from a long table at 
one end or down the centre of tho 
room, the gentlemen guests attending 
to tbo ladles, who sit or stJind, ac- 
cording to the room and number of 
Koats provided. .Sometimes both ladies 
and gentlemen stand at tho side of the 
ta'jle. and hcl)) themselves. That is 
the delightful excuse for the revival of 
tile supper fashion — it lends itself to 
all occasions and can be made a suc- 
cess, no matter If served as as the 
humblest or grandest of meals. The 
lack of pomp need not suggest the lack 
of funds. lior impair tlie enjoyment. 
Most people, nowadays, own .a chafing 
dish, and thoy who do not, should not 
hesitate one da.v Iqnger before doing 
so. In them omelettes may bo made, 
mushrooinK done to a turn, lobster 
ncwburg and oysters turned out In a 
trice; potatoes creaniod and a million 
other delicacies manufaotur«id -■ibeforo 
yeUr very eyes — a pastime' with a'. -sub- 
tle charm. — Weekly ■ Glo'oe. •'^ • .■

The o.xpemllturo 
for December increased by $933,031,

•170, due In the mala to Ihc l.-irge ex- 
penditures being made on the trans- 
continental rallwa^■. 

The total revenue for the niiio 
months to December :!1, was $02,298,- 
"isa, a decline of SI 1,1 .'i7,;!75, compared 
with the sann; period in 1!(U7.

tained by tho Capital City municipali- 
ty. The Mayor's appointment was 
subsetiuently conllrmed by; a unanlni- 
vote of the city boaru of Iruatecs. 
The central labor body of Sacra- 
mento, In 1900, urged tho establish- 
ment of a free labor bureau. The 'ob- 
jects of tho labor bureau are to bring 
tho ompioye^r and the unemployed to- 
gether without expense to either, uiid 



to relieve, the taxpayer of: thtiibiirden 
of supporting tho improvident classes,

There will be a meeting of the Hall- 
way Employes' Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, which 
was Instituted at the Denver conven- 
tion, in Chicago on the second Mon- 
day of January. At this mooting a 
constitution and by-laws will be 
adopted. H. B. Perham, president of 
the Order of liailway Telegraphers, Is 
chairman of tho new department, and 
P. J. Flannery, president of the Inter- 
national Association of Freight Hand- 
lers, is secretary. 

Of tho total membershl)! of the pres- 
ent United States Congress four were 
olected on labor platforms, and were 
nominated in opposition to tho candi- 
dates of the two older parties. 
The men are McDerniott, of Chicago; 
Carey, of Milwaukee, Ijoth telcgniphers 
NIcoIb, a coal miner from Scranton, 
Pa., and Wilson, another coal minor, 
from Blossberg, Pa. Three others el- 
ected to ('oiigre.Hs have union cards in 
their jiockets but were not olected as 
rciiresentatlves of union labor.

Within less than a decade there has 
been a lurgo Increase in the amount 
of Mexican labor employed In the 
United States, but more marked even 
has been tiie Increasing range of its 
distribution. As recently as 1900, im- 
migrant Mexicans were seldom found 
more than a hundred miles from the 
border. Now they are working as un- 
skilled laborers and as section nands 
as fnr east as Chicago and as far 
north as Iowa, Wyoming and San 
Francisco. The number of different in- 
dustries In the Southwest which are 
■dependent upon Mexican labor Is In- 
creasing. In some occupations Jlcxl- 
cans are rapidly displacing Jajianese 
and Greeks, and even Italians.

The success attending the installation 
of the lirst reduction in the iron trades 
agreemoiit Is a source of .satisfaction 
to those concerned.

The first number of the Americ.in 
Photo-Engraver came to hand during 
the week. U is a well printed sixteen 
page booklet, with a four page cover, 
and will be Issued monthly. Interna- 
tional President Matthew Wolf Is the 
editor. Samuel Gompera contributes 
a paper on "The Trades Union Move- 
ment and Labor Press." On other 
pages appear craft news and special 
articles of Interest, and, judging from 
tho initial number, the .success of the 
Photo-Engraver Is assured. 

Tho British government has propos- 
ed a permanent court of arbitration to 
settle — or endeavor to settle — trade dis- 
turbances. The Government's plan, 
embodied In report by Winston 
Churchill, a member of tlio Cabinet, 
declares that Government Intervention 
at the request of disputants has been 
repeatedly successful, so much so as 
to justify the hope that u permanent 
arbitration of court may vastly help 
111 the maintenance of Industrial peace. 
Tho plan calls for (1) a neutral chair- 
man; (2) one or two employers' rep- 
resentatives; (3) one or two men's rep- 
resentatives; (4) an expert assessor 
without a vote. 

After selecting New York as the next 
place of meeting, the annual cimven- 
tlon of the Seamen's Unkm of North 
.\merlca, representing 50,000 American 
sailors, was brought to a close last 
Tuesday night wltli the election of tho 
following officers; .\ndrew Furuaeth, 
San Franck-ico, iiresldent; C. J. Har- 
rington. San Francisco, first vice-pres- 
ident; V. A. dander, Chicago, second 
vico-proaldent; Edward Stock, Bufi'nlo, 
third vice-president; H. P. Griffin, New 
York, fourth vice-president; B. O. Gill, 
San Francisco, fifth vice-president; 
William H. Frazler, Houston, secretary 
treasurer. Andrew Furuaeth, William 
H. Frazler, and Walter Macailhur form 
the executive committee. 

In England the proportion of men 
to women Indoor domestics Is as one 
to three or four. In EVance the re- 
verse is tho case, parlor maids being 
unknown, the one femme de ohamhre 
b( ing lady's maid as well as house- 
maid. The housework — sweeping, 
dusting, etc., — mainly falls upon the 
men servants. One element entailing 
much extra work for domestics in Eng- 
land Is absent in tho French home. 
This is tho staying guest, tho succes- 
sion of visitors. Outside of private 
hotels and In the Itandsomo flats of 
fashionable quarters, there is, Indeed, 
no room In Parisian households for 
friends. The expressions, "dine and 
sleep" and "weelv-end" visits have not 
found their way Into French diction- 
aries, nor have "dine and sleep" or 
"week -end" guests yet become l^'rcnch 
instltutloiiK. It Is easy thus to under- 
stand why three or four domestics suf- 
lice In J'Yanco, while In lOngland a 
dozen would bo necessary for people 
of similar mcuns and position, and 
where three or four maids ore kept 
In England only a general servant is 
kept In France. 

The revenue of tho American Foder- 
ntlon of Labor Is derived mainly from 
a tax levied on each union at tho rate 
of one-half of one per cent iier month 
from each member In good standing of 
international iinlons. of 10 cents per 
month from each member of local and 
federal unions liaving no Internationals 
live cents of wiilcli Is ajjplled to a de- 
fence fund, and of n tax of $2.50 jior 
quarter from each city nnci state body. 
The exccutlvf! council also has power 
to levy assessments on all affiliated 
unions, to sustain unions engaged In 
industrial conflicts; tho levies not to 
exceed one cent per member per week, 
and for not more than 10 weeks In 
each year. Tho officers of tho Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who also net 
as tho executive council, arc elected at 
each sosslon of the convention, and 
consist of a president, eight vlco-prcs- 
Idcnts, a secretary, and a treasurer. 
The president and soerelarv devote 
tiieir whole time to tho American Fed- 
eration of Labor and receive a fixed 
annual salary of $3,000 and |2,500 re- 
specllvoly; the trcnaurer also receives 
a salary of ,$200 per year for lila ser- 
•vlces. while tho vlee-presldenta are 
paid J4.50 per day, with traveling and 



iiotel expenses, whieri attendlnfe council 
meetings. •

It has long boon known that certain 
trades or occupations are dangerous to 
healtJi. As early as 1070 Professor 
Ramazzlnl, a noted Italian scientist, 
made a study of certain trades -and 
the health rates provalUiig among 
thoso working in thorn. This was 
probably the first study of tho kind 
made and uttTacted much att((ntion, 
being translated into French and Eng- 
lish and widely circulated. From that 
date to the present the subject of in- 
dustrial di.ieases ha.s received more or 
less attention, and is aHuuming more 
and more importance as its tiearlng 
upon human life and longevity be- 
comes better understood. It Is known 
that among thoso who work In dusty 
occupations there Is a high deatli rate 
from bronchitis, pneumonia, and tu- 
berculosis. It is also known that min- 
eral dusts are more lialile to produce 
Injury to the lungs and air passages 
than are vegetable dusts. This is why 
the death rate from diseases of the 
respiratory organs among stone and 
Iron workers Is much greater tluin It 
IH among workers In flour mills and 
grain elevators. 

* « * 

Nineteen hundred and seven, despite 
the business depregslon, was u period 
of marked progression so far as the 
trade union movement in Canada was 
concerned. According to the last tab- 
ulated report of the Department of 
Labor In Ottawa 232 new local unions 
were chartiirtd and 58 were dissolved, 
a cle.'ir gain of 174. This record has 
only been surpassed once since tho de- 
partment has been In the business of 
collecting statistics, namely, 1902, 
when 275 locals were formed. A 
movement that continues to increase 
Its membi-rship so materially during- 
a period of severe business depression, 
with its accompanying drawbacks, is 
eert.llnly showinc: vigorous signs of 
health. Tlie attacks of Its enemies 
during tlie good time were responsible 
for bracing its imorgies and building 
up good treasuries that have enabled 
it to weather the severest storms. Tlie 
'ttiiadlan unions iiavo fought and fought 
hard to maintain their organizations 
and what a man has to fight for he 
values correspondingly. It Is the bat- 
tles thot It has had to fight that have 
Imparted lite and vitality to the grow- 
ing cause of unionism In tho Dominion.

London, Jan. 8. — American alTairs 
are given a great deal of pronilneiice 
in this moriiing'.s newspapers, and es- 
pecially attention is paid to llie con- 
flict between President Roosevelt and 
congress. 

The Dally Mall, in a spirited editor- 
ial, under the caption "America's Bid 
for Canada," says It Is convinced that 
if a treaty of reciprocity is concluded 
between Canada and the United States, 
it will involve nothing less th'an the 
gradual absorption of Canada by tlie 
United States and "end al! of the nobit 
dreams and aspirations in wl.lcli tin- 
largest minds of our race have in- 
dulged." 

The newspaper appeals to Canadian 
patriotism to have further patience. It 
says the period of suspense is fast de- 
clining to a close, and that the Impos- 
ing structure of free trade Is receiving 
a succession of shocks that will soon 
leave the way clear for a closer com- 
mercial understanding of the colonies 
with tho Mother Conntrj-. 

The Daily Telegrapli, in an editorial 
on Chinese affairs, thinks that the re- 
cent conclusion of an agreement be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
was far more significant that the dis- 
missal of Yuan Shi Kal. "The agree- 
ment," the Daily Telegraph continues, 
"signalizes the triumph of aanltv and 
recognizes the wise truth that It Is ad- 
visable to leave the remote future to 
grapple with its own problems, to let 
the dead, past bury Its dead."

The story of the search for the Queen Char- 
lotte Islands caribou is most interesting, as are, 
indeed, many of the incidents in the lives of 
those who spend their time in the cause of 
natural history. For years there has been in 
the museum at the Parliament buildings a- 
skull which was considered the "type speci- 
men" of this caribou. But there was no sure 
proof that this relic was authentic, and, in- 
deed,; one eminent' naturalist alloweci ■ himself 



dercd unnecessary by the news that two cari- 
bou had been shot by Indians near Masset, 
Queen Charlotte Islands. Thus the long- 
sought specimens were provided. 

The existence of caribou on Graham island 
has long been suspected, and as vehemently 
disputed, as the Indians kne;^; nothing, of . any-' ' 
animals of the deej tribe ort any of the isiisiMs ' 
of the group, j\ran3r ' yeai:s3gb a.,specin)en„i 
was brouight'-ddwh^^rdWi Masset which is -stilT ' 



in the provincial museum. It was said to have 
been shot in 1882 and was shown to Mr. Seton- 
Thompson. That eminent naturalist imme-" 
diately got busy, and from the skull and one 
antler promulgated a description of a new 
species which he named Rangifcr Dawsoni, 
ter Dr. Dawson, the great geologist. This des- 
cription is now to be found in scientific works, 
but it was, of course, pure guess work, and 
now unfortiuiately turns out to be almost en- 
tirely wrong, especially as to the color of the 
hide, which Mr. Seton-Thompson said was 
mouse color. Like the smaller of the two 
specimens brought down recently, the head 
which he saw also had but one antler. 

However, no more were found, and in the 
absence of any proof that the solitary skull 
mentioned was actually shot in Masset, many 
authorities thought that the new species was 
prematurely announced, though Mr. Harrison, 
of Masset, has always maintained the fact and 
is now extremely anxious that the new caribou 
be named after him. Unfortunately it has al- 
ready been baptised, and it appears to be con- 
trary to scientific precedent to repeat the pro- 
cess. 

Two years ago Mr. Kermode asked the of- 
ficers of the Shearwater to make some investi- 
gations when in the vicinity, which they 
agreed to do. They saw no caribou, but they 
did find some tracks, and they brought back to 
the curator a shed antler which they picked 
up, and some droppings. These presented 
clear proof that the animals did in point of fact 
e.xist, and this year Mr. Kermode made a trip 
north. Unfortunately he was unable to get a 
boat to take him across from Prince Rupert 
during the time at his disposal, and while he 
was waiting there the three specimens were 
shot. He intends to go up again this year and 
observe their habits. 

The Smithsonian Institute of New York, 
hearing of the find, has been trying to secure 
a specimen. Those already oi)taiiicd, however, 
will remain the propert)" of the Province, and 
as an order-in-council has been passed pro- 
hibiting the caribou being shot, it is likely that 
the big New York ttistitution will have to 
possess its soul in patience for some time.

A Glance at Austria 




HE EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH, 
who the other day celebrated the 
•sixtieth anniversary of his accession 
to the thrones of Austria and Hun- 
gary, is not only one of the most dig- 
nified figures on the great stage of 
European |)olitics, but also a personality of 
many endearing cjualitics. The welfare of his 
people and the peace of the world lie very near 
his heart, for to him who has gone through 
such bitter experiences war, with all its atten- 
dant miseries, must be especially abhorrent. 

He has been spared, it would seem, scarcely 
any tragedy that can befall a man. His dear- 
est brother, Maximilian, went to Mexico, 
tliinking to cstaljlish a Hapsliurg dynasty as 
emperor of tiiat country, l)ut, left to his fate 
I))' Napoleon III., he was shot down l)y revolu- 
tionary insurgents. y\nother brother, the Arcii- 
Duke Ludvvig Victor, lost his reason, and is 
kept in close confinement in a chateau near 
Salzburg. His only son, Rudolf, already so 
popular and so promising, and to whom he 
hoped one clay to hand over the succession, 
committed suicide in the prime of his youtli 
and strength in circumstances i^eculiarly tragic. 
His wife, the Empress Eiizai^eth, fell stabbed 
by an assassin's dagger a lew years hater. 

These are only the most conspicuous mis- 
fortunes of a life remarkably sad, but calculat- 
ed to force sobriety of thought on any man 
and cause him to shrink from the responsibil- 
ity of inflicting on others the evils, miseries 
and horrors which war brings in its train. 

If, niorcvcor, in his private life the Eni- 
])cpjr Francis Joseph has been peculiarly un- 
fortunate, it must be admitted that he has 
been no less so as a monarch. 

When he ascended the throne as a mere 
boy of eighteen, in 1848, after the abdication 
of the Emperor Ferdinand — called "The Good- 
hearted," for he had no other claim to remem- 
brance by postcrit}' — Austria and Hungary 
were in the iinocs of revolution, and the youth- 
ful euipcror was obliged to give his consent to 
many executions, and even to invoke the aid of 
Russian troops for the subjugation of the Hun- 
garians, before, he could consider himself es- 
tablished, on his throne. A period of ten 
years* calm ensued; but in 1859 Napoleon wan- 
tonly declared war, and, after inflicting several 
defeats on her arms, seriously lowered Aus- 
tria's prestige in Italy, , 

In 1S66 Prussia struck her great blow at 
the Hapsburg dynasty, and a short but decisive 
campaign deprived Austria of her preponder- 
ance in Germany and of her fair Italian pro- 
vinces. 

In internal affairs tlic Emperor Francis 
Joseph has been more kindly treated by fate. 
Although keenly jealous of his prerogatives, lie 
has in the end always yielded to the just de- 
mands of his peoples, and has earned a 



reputation for keeping faith wiih them, since 
once a concession has been granted he has al- 
lowed no attempt at any withdrawal or re- 
striction of its benefits. 

He fought long against the Hungarian 
demands for self-government, but wlien it had 
been granted, observed its )M-ovisions Io}-all\-. 
.Since Austria has been giveu a constitution 
he lias acted conscientiously as a constitu- 
tional monarch, as that term is understood in 
Austria, where, it must he admitted, really 
self-governing institutions on British lines are 
unknown, and, indeed, possibly beyond the 
average intelligence of her citizens. 

f-'rancis Joseph has never been known to 
show partiality for any one of the many na- 
tionalities com|)rised in his dominions, and 
altliou.gli a stanch and almost bigoted Roman 
Catholic, he has shown himself just to the ad- 
herents of all other religions. In the early 
nineties, for example, after much heart-burn- 
ing, he ultimately gave his consent to the 
present civil marriage laws of Hungary, which 
permit marriage between the followers of dif- 
fering religions, and no attempt to upset these 
laws has ever been countenanced by him. 

It is fair to say that the emperor has never 
willingly broken a pledge that he has once 
given. 

This assertion can be maintained, in spite 
of wdiat has iiai)pened dining the past few 
weeks, by one who understands the circum- 
stances attending the inii)erial proclamation on 
the annexation of Bosnia and llerzegovina. It 
is unjust to throw on the ICmpcror Francis 
Joseph the responsibility for this affair, which 
has revived the worst trriditinus of .Austrian 
diplomacy, is creating a feeling of unrest 
throughout luiropc, and still .seriously threat- 
ens her peace. 

Though still active, healthy for his .age, 
and with fair prospect of some years of life, 
the burden of his seventy-eight years begins 
to weigh on the emperor, and he is now almost 
imconscionsly led to do things whicii he 
would certainly ne\'er have done on his own 
initiative. He has never been, perhaps, a man 
of great determination, and though still em- 
peror and nominally all-])owerful he has, dur- 
ing the last few years, lost all his old and 
trusted advisers, and has become gradually 
surrounded by men wlio render him lip-service 
only, and whose eyes are already turned to- 
wards his successor. 

Baron Beck and Baron Bicncrth, the last 
two prime ministers of Austria, have both 
been of the Archduke Ferdinand's choice. So, 
too, :ire the new chief of the general staff 
Hotzendorf and liaron Aehrenthal, the min- 
ister for foreign, affairs of the dual monarchv, 
who withholds .from the emperor's knowledge 
the real extent of the v, displeasure which 
Austria's action has aroused in Europe. 



Thus we have the' main features of the 
aged monarch's character — simplicity, straight- 
forwardness, devotion ,to duty, absolute and 
unswerving loyalty to engagements, even 

those entered into against his personal in- 
clination. Now he stands near the close of 
his life, a i)athetic }'et noble figure, looking 
forward into a future darkened by many j)rob- 
lems, by new and conflicting policies, by 
omin.ous rumors and disjiiitcs. ^^'hat of that 
futuie? What will be the part in it for Aus- 
tria to play? 

The actual position must cause every 
diplomatist to look anxiously into the future. 
Happily the plan for inducing Francis Joseph 
to ^■acate his throne i^rematurel}- by abdica- 
tion on the occasion of his jubilee was frustrat- 
ed, mainly owing to the personal unpopularit)- 
t>f the Archduke Ferdinand; but humanly 
speaking the day cannot be very far distant 
when the emperor will cease to reign. What 
will happen then it is difficult to foresee. The 
archduke, if he snceeds, will no dotd)t assume 
the name borne by Francis I. and aim at fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of the absolutist mon- 
arch, whose reign was a succession of wars 
;!g;!!nsi Napoleon 1. He will govern with a 
hand of iron undisguised l)y any velvet glove, 
and will press forward relentlessly an aggres- 
sive policj'. 

The entire organized forces of Rome will be 
behind this new emperor and will guide his 
hand, while the Jesuits will be omnipotent in 
the Holfburg at Vienna, aided b}' the Arch- 
didce's morganatic wife, who owes to them the 
lirescnt emperor's sanction to her marrrage. 

What will follow then? Will Austria and 
Hungary separate as it has so often been pre- 
dicted. Will the German and Italian portions 
of the empire attempt to break away? Who 
can tell? The Hungarians will certainly not 
tolerate unconstitutional interference from 
Francis Ferdinand; but the conditions at'c dif- 
ferent in Austria. 

There an effectual obstacle to the dis- 
memberment of the Austro-Hungarian empire 
from within will be offered by the bureaucracy, 
which from sheer nund)ors lias grown into a 
j)owcr to be reckoned with in the State, and 
rigorously chokes the arteries of popular life 
in Vienna. However discontented the people 
may grow, revolt against established authority 
is not likely to meet with much success in these 
future days, while the power of this prepon- 
derant bureaucracy, backed by a highly dis- 
ciplined army, is vast and increasing. 

Yet the time may come when the statesmen 
of Fiiropc will wonder whether Bismarck really 
had so much foresight as he was credited with 
when he coined the phrase "If there had been 
no .Austria it would have been necessary, to in- 
vent her."

;\V ])eople realize the extent of busi- 
ness done through the mails in the 
United States, made possible by Un- 
cle Sam's excellent service and the 
advent of the rural free delivery 
system. This and the repeated per- 
sonal appeal to possible purchasers by a series 
of letters, known technically as the "follow-up" 
sj'stem, have — with the practice of circulariz- 
ing professions, trades, social lists, and special 
interests — taxed to the utmost the ingenuity 
of those engaged, cither for themselves or 
others, in preparing and sending out the enor- 
mous mails ot the present day. In the evolu- 
tion from the old-time, individually prepared 
letter the gelatine method of reproducing la- 
boriousl}-, and vnth many ink-stains, hand- 
\\Titten communications was perhaps the first 
stej) ; then various ingenious ideas, rapidl}' 
tiuplicating fac-simile typewritten letters, ap- 
(leared, and lately some cleverly conceived ma- 
chines have been put on the market. They are 
in themselves a miniature printing press, and 
turn" out thousands of neatly typewritten let- 
ters each hour. The next step which involved 
the most labor and time was addressing the 
envelopes'. Here again the laws of supply and 
demand came into phi}-, and a number of de- 
vices exist for rapidly addressing envelopes. 
Some use small stencils; others rubber type in 
a small form; others again an embossed plate, 
and yet another .system pinholes the address 
on a special typewriter. All these provide for 
the arrangement of these addresses into a ma- 
chine, wdiicli automatically feeds them in con- 
tact with the envelopes. To affix the postage 
stamp by machine was the ne.xt successive 
step, and with it some devices to fold letters, 
and others combining i^rinting and folding, or 
sealing and stami) affixing, appeared. All 
these operations required still much hand la- 
bor, and the minds of experts have for»xears 
been looking for the Moses who .shainfead 
them out of the overwhelming mass of printed 
matter by creating an automatic machine to do 
all these things in one operation. 

It remained for Barton S. Molyneux, a 
resident of Buffalo, to perfect various ma- 
chines, now in successful oi:)eratioii, which 
seem to fill the desires of the mailing room 
chiefs. A small, nervous, quick eyed man of 
Huguenot tlescent, inheriting inventive talent 
from a long line of creative Normans, one of 
whom devised the compensating balance in 
watches, he has been engaged for many years 
on the problems of automatic mailing machin- 
(M-y. The usual discouragements and setbacks 
v/hich attend 'he creation of things new 
have been with him, but toda}' hit: name is 
iiksscd by many and Fortime smiles upon 
liim. Curiously enough his attention was first 
called to the need of some automatic mailing 



machine on account of the great number of 
l)ostage stamps received in payment for mer- 
chandise, which accumulated in the treasury of 
the large mail order houses, and \vhich the 
latter Avere forced to sell at a discount. A 
Congress committee was at the time investig- 
ating the question in order to find some suit- 
able mail order currency, and Molyneux, who 
was then perfectnig a mail sorting machine, 
which unfortunately is still waterlogged by 
patent litigation, got his inspiration from 
these circumstances, and began to design 
vthat is today known as the Molyneux auto- 
nialic envelope closing machine. His idea was . 
that if the cost of sending out letters or circu- 
lars was grcatl}' reduced, the postage received 
in payment for merchandise could, at least in 
part, be used to secure more business by direct 
solicitation. The necessity also of catalogue 
distribution led him to conceive his automatic 
newspaper and magazine machine, Avhich is 
described later. 

The basis of the Molyneux system is a 
machine which at one time addresses the' en- 
velope, affixes the stamp, opens it and enclose.^ ^ 
from one to six pieces of printed matter, tucks 
in or seals the flap, and, b}' a prearrangemem; 
of stencils, assorts for immciliate delivery to 
the postofficc at a speed of 3,000 an hour. The 
apparatus, operated b}' electricity or steam, is 
somewhat in the shape of an ordinary oval din- 
ing table and works with the precision of a 
clock, A mechanical hand, at the exact mo- 
ment, reaches out and giasjis the envelope, 
which is passed along to have the stamp af- 
fixed. Then the address is printed by the 
Molyneux ,s3^stcm, or by utilizing, as may be 
desired, the address stencils now in the mar- 
ket, which will appeal to those liaving c.xcnsive 
lists already stencilleil for the present style of 
addressing machines. They are passed then 
on to a contrivance which deftly opens the en- 
velope and transfers it onto the first insert, 
where a folded letter or circular is placed 
therein. The machine provides for six inserts, 
any or all of which may be used as desired. 
From the last enclosure the flap of the envel- 
ope is either neatly tucked in or skips those 
mechanical fingers and goes to the sealing de- 
vice. Thus the labor, of over one hundred 
people, Molyneux es'timates, can be done by 
Ills invention, at a cost of about 25 cents a 
thousand, instead of the present lowest: rate ' 
for the work above described of $3 a -thbusahdl

They have' returned 
completely disiliu- 
sioiicil. They found 
little or no employ- 
men tj no destitution, 
and no complaints. 
They found workers 
better treated in the 
factories,' living hap- 
pier lives at home, 
provided with more 
comforts, and assur- 
ed of . sick pay, pen- 
sions,i;and all those 
other,| ideajs^ which 
wdrkitilri In Eng- 
land look to a hap- 
pier era to produce. 
And the solution of 
the mystery is that 
the textile trade is 
protected by a sys- 
tem of tariffs. The 
secretary of the com- 
mission gives the 
following record of 
his own personal im- 
pressions. 

The commission 
went to Germany 
with the preconceiv-. 
edx notion that .the 
textile operative 
there works harder 
and longer than the 
English for less 
money. They found 
that, whilst he docs 
stay at the mill on 
Saturday afternoon, 
he works very little 
overtime, and that 
he goes about hi.";

able to work (whether he is J5 or 60), and 
]n-ovided with an old age pension when hi.s 
working da}s ;ire o\er. The "poor, hcavil}'- 
taxcd" German 15 actually paying less money 
in municipal and im|)erial taxes and to the 
sick, invalid, and old age pension funds than 



trade 'were ruined. The fii-st surprise we , 
met with was the entire absence of 
"hustle" in the factories. The German 
worker, on tlie average, does less work 
than an employee in the Heavy Woollen Dis- 
trict of Yorkshire, by 10 or 20 per cent.' A 
greater number of hands arc' placed on' the ma- 
chines than in North of Ei^pland factories, and 



attention, a, .special census shows that only 1.3 
of the po])ulation arc out of work. 

That the position of the German textile 
worker has undergone a great change for the 
better we arc able to testify. In some cases 
his hours of labor have been reduced to 59 per 
week, wages have risen, and the standard ^bf 
comfort has materially increased. The factory 




is allowed to fall into a destitute condition. 
Every provision is made for the protection ■of 
life and limb in the factory, hygienic laws arc 
enforced, and when the wrbrker 'falls sick .no . 
expense is spared in order to bring about his 
restoration.to healtli. In the German factories,^- 
in nearly ey6ry case, there is far more working 
space for the employees than in our Yorkshire 
mills. The people

. over the world on religious matter.'', a great In-eaking 
away frcjin old derinilious, a marked disposition to 
question all ei'i'lesiuatieal autliorily. Accompanying 
this there Is d(;vc'loi,ing a broader charity. This re- 
volt against autliority and ijrecedont is by no means 
confined to religious matters, but is apparent in other 
directions. A recent writer has protested against an 
adherence to the principles of tlie Common Law, 
<^aimins that It Is unreasonable to attempt to regu- 
late society In the Twentieth Century by principles 
accepted and precedents established in the FItteentli. 
This i)reaui)posos tliat the rules of right and wrong 
have changed witii the improvements brought about 
Ijy iiumau iugenuitj' — a proposition which cannot be 
sustained. Neitlier can it be successfully maintained 
tliat till! true iirinciplos of religion are in any way 
different to what tliey were at any previous age Of 
the world; but just as the Common Law has been 
■broattened by precedent so as to make It fit new so- 
cial conditions, so It seems to be evident that religious 
dogmas must be varied to conform to the better 
Itnowledge of material creation and the wider dis- ' 
semination of learning. Kach generation will inter- 
pret religious truths in its own way, just as each 
gtmeration adapts Die Conihion Law to its own re- 
<juirements, and as the subtle mind of a trained law- 
yer can trace the evolution of a legal principle, so, if 
^vc could eliminate sectarian prejudices. It might be 
possible to trace the evolution of religious thought 
and And no flaw in It. , 

Tlie tendency of religious thought today Is towards 
the simplification of statements of belief, and to get 
closer to the literal moaning of the teachings of 
L'ln-ist and His apnstles. Accepting the New Testa- 
ment narrative as substantially correct in all essen- 
tial details, it seems very clear that the Apostles ac- 
cepted what Christ said literally, and expected what 
they said to . be accepted literally. They made no 
attempt to. InWiicet, "spiritually" teachings, which on 
the face ' appeare'd to mean exactly what they said. 
<;hrist taught that they could do certain things by 
faith; tlio Apostles exercised their faith and did those 
things. If none of us can do those things now, the 
change must bo in us, for there can be no change in 
ttie principles of truth. Hence the nearer \vc can get 
to the view point of the Apostles the nearer we will 
come to; realizing '^tbe meaning of Christ's teachings. 
The trend of moderri' religious thought seems to be In 
ifiat dircicUon, and hence such thought ouglit to be 
encouraged,- .aii^'b© directed, rather than opposed, by 
those who make the religious guidance of their fel- 
lows a profession. 

ilucli has been said recently of church union, byt 
tiiere appear to be insuperable dldiculties In the way 
of a union of organization, althougii in what are re- 
garded as essentials there is already great harmony. 
The variations between the tenets of religious bodies 
are due to the sahle causes as bring about a diver- 
gency of opinion 'In other departments of thought. 
Strong men reach certain conclusions and tench cer- 
tain things, and they are able to attract adherents 
and hold them together in the form of religious or- 
ganizations. This is the case in all branches of the 
( Iiristian Church. It explains the existence of the 
Koman Catholic Church, the Greek Church, the Ang- 
lican Church,, the Lutheran Church, the Presbytorlan 
Church, the Methodist ' Church, the Baptist Church, 
and all the other less prominent religious organiza- 
tions. None of the.se differ niatcri.-illy upon the vilai 
I>rlncipies which Clirist laid down as the rules of 
human conduct; perhaps it may be said that they ilo 
not differ at all. Hut the human mind cannot bo 
shackled. Men, if they think at all, will accept those 
teaohing8..,wlilch commend themselves most to their 
intelligence.' ,lt does not follow from this that they 
tlKierore condemn what appeals to the Intelligence of 
otheis and not to theirs. A demand for freedom of 
thought for ourselves necessitates that we shall ac- 
<'cjr(l a like freedom to others. Honco In discussing 
topics lii'aring upon roligious tiiemes tl5& utmost 
charity towards, the views of others ought to be ex- 
ihlblted, .a,nd nothing approaching levity or unkinduess 
ought 'tb be indulged In. 



WHEN IT FIRST WAS COLD 

Did It ever occur to you that there was a time in 
'the history of mankind when cold was unknown? 
AVhile- no one can sny he is absolutely certain on this 

point, the weight of evidence is undoubtedly to that 
effect. Cercainiy there was a time In the history Of 
tlic world when tin; tcuiperaUire never reached the 
freezing point. X\ni only open ciui'stion being \vlietli(;r 
at that time mankind lived upon tho earth, and tli(n-(; 
is very strong evidence that he did. 'I'liose, wlio have 
followed what ^as been said In regard to the Glaclul 
Period In these columns, will recall, perhaps, the rea- 
sons cited in favor of the contention that this was 
nut at .such a remote point in time as was at One 
time tlKJuglit and they may possibly remember the 
allusions that li:i\-o tx'on made to facts, which np- 
liarently demonstrate that men Uvi^d before the Gla- 
cial Period. Accepting this as established, It follows 
that at the time when it first was cold there were 
(men to observe the unproccdented phenomenon. One 
might without any very great stretch of the iniaglnu- 
tion conceive of the surprise' felt by human beings 
when It became necessary for the first time to seek 
■means of producing warmth, when first foliage and 
Jlowers withered "with the north wind's breath," when 
llrst a thin coating of lee was found upon the pools 
of- vvater and when the flr.s^ snow-Ilakos wnc. noA^n 
in the air. If the change was gradual men would 
'have by degrees, accustomed tliem.selves to It; but 
there is 3bme.ev;id6noe to the effect that it was not 
gradual, liamoiy ' the ''existence of the mammoths in 
the .Siberian ice, their flesh in a perfect state of pre- 
.servatlon. This Indicates a sudden fall in tempera- 
ture. On the whole, however, the evidence seems to 
bear out the theory that the refrigeration was gra- 
dual, and continued to increase in intensity until a.s 
far south as, the ,50th degree of latitude, that Is the 
latitude of Londopi the climatic conditions were about 
the. same as'tHe^l'ar^ today in North Greenland. Pre- 
vious to this chari'gfo In climatp, the conditions pre- 
vailing in lilgh nojUiel-n latitudes was utterly, difter- , 
ent from those now obtaining there. The thickness 
i)f the ice-covering of the northern lands makes any 
thorough examination of the rocks Impossilile, yet 
In Greenland in 70 dog. N., 137 species of plants 
have been found, including 3G spoelos of cone-hearing 
trees, besides beeches, oaks, pojilars, maples, walnuts, 
iiiiics, magnolias . and .others iipw found only In sub- 
tropical regipnV'f The fruit of; vuch of those plajils ua 
bore fruit hhs 'bepn'found In" all stages of maturity, 
t!'|owing that the plants grew wliero^ their 1'ohhII re- 



mains liavc been found. A similar number of .species 
of the, same nature have been found in Spitzbergeu, 
and the discovery of a vast coal deposit 30 feet in 
thickness in latitude SI deg. N. testifies to the exlu- 
tonce there at one time of a very abundant vegeta- 
■ tion. Says Archibald Geikie, Director-General of the 
(Jeologlcal Survey of Great Britain: "In addition to 
these terrestrial trees and shrubs the stagnant waters 
of the time bore water-lilies, wliilo their banks were 
clothed with reeds and sedges. AVlien wc remember 
that this vegetation grew luxuriantly within S deg. 15 
niln. of the Pole, in a region which is now darkness 
for half the year, and is almost continuously buried 
under .snow and ire, we can realize the difficulty of 
the problem in the diHtrlbutlon of climate which these 
facts present to tlie geologist," 

V/hen the cold once began, it probably was not 
continuous. The evidence rather is to the effect that 
It was interrupted by iieriods of moderate tempera- 
ture, nevertliolcss the fact may be eonsidered as es- 
tablished that a period of prolonged cold occurred not 
very long before the beginning of historic times, and 
tliat the traditions of nuinltind extend back to It, 
and even behind it. No satisfactory e.vplauatloii of 
this great climatic change has over been suggested; 
but then no satisfactory explanations cjf (he changes 
In temperature, which occur at the iireseiu timv can 
be offered. It is easy oncnigh to un<ier.staml why it 
should be cold in the winter and warm in the sum- 
mer. The inclination of the earth's axis explains this. 
Why wc should have severe cold spells one year, and 
in a corresponding period In other years should have 
moderate temperature is a question which meteoro- 
logical science Is yet unable to solve. 



MAKERS OF HISTORY 

XL. 

The two events, which more .than any others In- 
fluenced the history of the world during the Nlno- 
teeuth Century, were the battles of Trafalgar and 
Waterloo, since Capt. Mahon, of the United .states 
navy, wrote his famous book on Sea Power in His- 
tory, 11 has become the fiishiun to regard Trafalgar 
as thi- more imiiortant ul these conflicts, and hence 
to exalt Nelson to the highest place as the savior of 
Europe from an all-powerful autocracy. But the vic- 
tors in both battles were Britons, and however foreign 
writers may feel called upon to weigh their relative 
claims to glory and to the gratitude of the world, we 
who la some measure can call their fame our own 
and who can feel an equal pride in the achievements 
of both of them, need indulge in no .speculations as 
to which of them the more is due. We shall eonskler 
Nelson finst because his greate.U achievement pre- 
ceded that of Britain's greatest soldier, not because 
It Is to be regarded as either the less or the more 
important. 

Horatio Nelson was born September 29, 1758, at 
Burnham, Thorpe, .Norfolk. Ho was therefore eleven 
years of age when Napoleon flrst saw light. He be- 
gan his naval career at the age of thirteen. He fell 
at Trafalgar, October 2l8t, 1805, his life thus extend- 
ing Just a little over forty-seven year.s. 'fhe deter- 
mination of matters of policy never fell to this great 
sailor. It was his part to give effect to the policy 
adoiited by others. Only In tlie manner of giving ef- 
fect to such policies was he at liberty to use his own 
initiative. He did not both plan and execute, as did 
most of those whose careers have been -sketched in 
this series, but it sometimes happens that the respon- 
sibility for the success of a policy rests more upon 
the man of action, who I's chosen to carry It Into ef- 
fect, than upon the statesman who plans it. If ever 
this were 'true of any man, it -^vas of Nelson, for in 
more than one critical hour hl.s courage and resolu- 
tion, which seemed almost jiruplietic, led to rcsult.s, 
the influences of which are felt to this day. Tills re- 
markable auality was first exhibited in a conspicuous 
manner at tlut liattio of Cape St. Vincent, when in 
direct disobedience to the orders of Sir John Jervis 
he executed a daring and dlfl|cult manoeuvre, which 
made that day one of glorious success for the British 
fleet. At the Battle of the Nile he violated all naval 
precedents and achieved a victory, which In point of 
completeness stood unrivalled until Togo gained his 
wonderful victory over tin; Uussian fleet. The two 
achievements cannot b(! compared otherwise,' for the 
.lapanese victory was only the result of exceptionally 
good target practice, while Nelson's victory was won 
by unequalled genius and unsurpassed daring. The 
same quality was shown at Copenhagen, whore lie 
was second In command to Sir Hugh Parker. On this 
occasion he risked his fame, his standing in the nav.\ 
and his whole future career upon an act of direct 
disobedience to his superior oflleer. There was some- 
thing more than chance or rasl-.ne.ss In \iuch acts a.s 
these. Tlicy show the apiireeiation of a critical hour. 
If he had not foreseen that the destruction of thi: 
French fleet at .Vlioukir was necessary to the com- 
plete overthrow of Napoleon's plans he would hardly 
have risked the unprecedented movement by which 
he accomplished this result, for although two of the 
enemy's ships escaped, the, naval power of Franco in 
the Mediterranean was to all Intents and purposes 
nnnlhillated. If the victory had been less complete, 
tile history of .Southi>rn Europe, Northern .\fric;i 
Eastern Asia niiglil havi^ been very different. NuLson 
by this viet(n\\- comi)letely thwarted the most ambi- 
tious of Napoleon's designs. At Coijenhagen hi-3 
glorious disobedience broke the .si^a-power of Don- 
mark and prevented a coalition of that power with 
Sweden and Norway. If this had been consummated 
and the fleets of the northern khigdoms had acted 
In co-operation with those of France and Spain, the 
chances are that there would have been no Trafalgar, 
and oven If Britain had escaped invasion, the Heriiu 
decrees, whereby Napnleon sought to crn;)li tlie e(]ni- 
merco of the Uniti'd Ivingdoni, might have been eff,,.e. 
tunl for tlioir i)urpose. Therefore, it we leave his last 
great victory out of the story, wo see that Nelson 
by the daring of his genius Influenced the whole 
course of history. 

There is no need to toll the story of Trafalgar. 
On that memorable day Nelson set the crown upon 
his own glorious record and destroyed the naval 
power of France and Spain. Hi.s heart i:ea;;eil to beat 
in the very moment of victory, Init he left to his 
country a legacy of naval supremacy, which for moro 
tlian a ccmtury lias remained nn.-iurpussed. If wo 
think for a moment upon what this supremacy has 
meant to the world, we will surely not hesitate to 
ascribe to Nelson an honored place among the Mak- 
ers of History. 

V Of the personal character of Nelson it is not ne- 
cosBury to say much. Ho was sicitly and his physical 
weakness undoubtedly had Its influence ujion his 
whole nature. Me was extremely sensitive and in 
certain resijects deeply rellglou.s. No one attemiits 
ti) defend his treatment of his wife or to justify his 
relations with Lady Hamilton. The be.st that can bo 
said in this regard is that the remarkable adven- 
turess, who so completely enthralled him, was a wo- 
man of powers of fascination quite beyond the com- 
mon.. . Her, life story, while It can hardly be .?iild to 
afford an '.oxcuso. for Nelson's conduct, at least affonis 
an oxplariotion of It. with all his courage, he wa.s 
among the most gentle of men; ready to taiie .-ind lo 
expect those under him to take any risk In the hour 
of battle, he wa.s on other occasioiiH considerate of 
his subordinates to the iiolnt of arfectlon. .Ml who 
knew him loved lilni. 

Nelson's titles were Baron Nelson of the Nile and 
Duke of Bronte, tho latter having been conferred up' 
on him by the King of Naples. Ills popularity with 
the people of England was unbounded. 
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THE GERMAN'S EARLY CIVILIZATION 

In the year 100 \i. C., long before Rome had at- 
tained the power and opulence that latei- made lier 
mistress of the world, the population of tliat country 
was composed of fugitives from other parts of the 
globe. They had formed a republic after, thti plan of 
the republics of Greece,'and the mixture of the dif- 
ferent peoples had resulted in a race liardy and 
strong. Nevertheless they stood in great fear of the 
northern barliurians as they termed the German 
tribes, lioldliig the wild huntsmen in super.ititious 
dread, believing them to liave superhuman powers, 
and to possess a strength almost omnipotent. When 
two tribes, the Somonos and the Boil entered Italy, 
attracted by the geniality of the climate, the Romans 
wore perforce content to allow them to remain un- 
molested as long aa they did not take the offensive 
against them. This Instance is the first that German 
liLstory reconls of any contact between these savages 
and a civilized la^ople. The old story Is worth re- 
jieatlng. A reiiresent,".; 1 ve of the sunii.v clime, laden 
wltli a delicious cargo of grapes and other fruits, had 
in travelling along the upper Danube met with some 
members of the two border tribes. He gave them the 
fruit and described in such glowing lenns the charnLs 
of his land, that, his stories being repeated, the bar- 
barians knowing no will beyond their own, and tak- 
ing no thought except to gratify their desire, de- 
termined to possess the wonderful country to the 
south. They chose as their leader one iJrcnnus, ii 
man of enormous strength and stature, and, elevating 
him upon their shields as was the custom, inarched 
towards tlu^ land of desire many thousands strong. 
They crossed the snow-clad Alps, and, seeing the 
smiling country below tliein, descended upon the fer- 
tile plains In the valley of the river Po, singing and 
shouting In a delirium of joy. Here they settled, 
revelling in the luxurious climate, and for some time 
had no inclination to wander in search of adventure. 
Their iintamod danger-loving spirits, however, prov- 
ed too strong an incentive to action to allow them 
to remain in sweet Idleness for long. In the course 
of their travels the lighting men led by Brennua 
came upon Uonie, the Inhii bltants of which, stricken 
with terror, begged fnr peace. Brennus readily 
granted their wish, having no desire to take part iu 
an .unequal contest, but'-jvhen the Bomans treacher- 
ously' broke their , oath and. lrt the peaoofulnesa of the 
night fell upon the unsus&otirig Germans, the latter 
bi came savage with ragi^/abd returned the attack so 
severely that the Roma.'ns"'werc Ignomlnluusly beaten 
and they saw their city devoured in flames before 
their eyes. Only the capltol hold out, and Manlius, 
wlio commanded it, bought the departure of Brennus 
and his trluiniihant warriors with a thousand pounds 
of gold. 

Satisfied for the time, the barbarians retired to 
their life in the fertile valleys. But gradually in the 
absence of all strong physical endeavor, they became 
slothful and effeminate, loving ease and having no 
taste for the warfare or the chMei When Rome, 
having recovered from the devastation wrought by 
them, sent forth an army to drive the invaders out of 
Italy, after a long and bloody combat the Romans 
were successful, almost completely annihilating the 
two German tribes. What few members escaped be- 
came citizens of the country of their conquerors and 
gave no further trouble. 

But these two conflicts were only the beginning 
of long and seemingly endless scries of battles be- 
tween the numerous German tribes and the Roman.s. 
For live centuries the struggle for supremacy lasted, 
the offensive being taken first by the one people, 
then by the other. Every few year.s the Germans, 
spurred on by lust of lighting and a desire to possess 
a land of so many admirable tiuallties, would leave 
their forest fastnesses to encroach upon the borders 
of Italy, whore they woul(;l kill and destroy whatever 
Impeded their progresdi They usually failed to follow 
u]) any advantage, however, and returned to tholr 
own land, leaving terror and desolation behind. In- 
furiiited and exasperatcHl, the Romans, rapidly grow- 
ing into a powerful nation, would march their woll- 
dlHclpllned troojjs into tlie wlld3 of the north, there 
to wreak vengeance upon the barbarians. In the 
latter encounters the Germans were no match for 
the well-drilled soldiers. Thoy scorned strategy, lov- 
ing to fight only in the open with the time and place 
.'ill iirearranged. Fierce and blOOdy wore the en- 
counters, for the Romans never spared them If once 
they had them at their mercy. 

It Is told of the Clmbrl, a mighty tribe from the 
.N'orth Sea, that It was only their frankness and their 
coiilidence in thiMr oiiijonenls' lienor that was the 
i-au.se of their annihilation. This horde of Germans had 
tra\'elled across nian.\- miles of country and reached the 
Alps, wliose snow-peaks ri.'Uiliuled them of the home 
they had liM't, where their great delight had been to 
slide down the glaeleis ujion their shields. Like the 
.Semoiies and the Boil tliey desired to dwell In the 
land of plenty that lay within sight of those, pleasant 
reminders of tholr home. But the Ronians were of 
another mind and gave them battle under the leader- 
ship of the renowned Marius. It w.a.s a terrible and 
an iineiinal conflict. .Marius took advantage of tint 
enemy's lovi> of fair iilay. The Clmbrl wen; all killed 
(U- taken iirlsoners. When tin; Iloman.s descended 
upon tile women wlio guarded the wagon.s, the sol- 
illers. Inflated with success and drunlt with carnage, 
showed no dlspusitiun to spare the defenceless, and 
railier than lose their honor the Gorman women 
killed tholr children lirst and afterwards slew them- 
selves. In the year 03 B, G. ocourrefi in Italy that 
terrible insurrection of slnve.s, consisting mostly of 
Gormnn.s taken In war, Uw Clmbrl among them, and 
led by the famous .Spartacu.s. 

Historians loll us that the Romans became great- 
ly imi)rc:.-ised with tln^ bravorj- of the Germans tilid 
honored them even though they dared not spare them. 
lOven then it was foretold by the prophetesses that 
their empire should one day fall at the hands of 
these men of the north. The prophecy proved only 
too true, but not before Roino had made the Influ- 
ence of her civilization folt upon the savage hordes, 
and the great empire herself, from having reached 
the very pinnacle of In.'r glory, had begun her gradual 
anil pitil'iil downfall, when her citizens, a prey to 
their own immorality, iiad become weakened and 
debased, and her soldiers found no inspiration in un- 
worthy leaders. From this time dates the amalga- 
mation of the numerous Gorman tribes Into Uie groat 
German nations, the Pranks, AlemannI, Goths and 
Saxons, which leaguing together was probably In- 
duced by the necessity of combining their strength in 
order to subdue the Romans. In recording their 
achievements, Meiizel, tln^ Gorman historian, tlius 
comments upon the result: "These half-naked tribes, 
after tlie longest and most glorious struBgle for llli- 
erty chronicled In tho annals of mtuiklnd, after crush- 
ing ilio mastorH of the world and shattering their 
boundles,< empire, now' -.form -a groat 'and jiowerfui 
nation, while the very name of Roman Is vanishing 
from, tho earth,'! • , '.' ■v-.e. *•' ■ ■

.X is quite impossible for the Cana- 
.dian to fully comprehend the mcan- 
ing- of the terrible disaster that has 
overtaken three ill-fated cities in 
Southern Italy and Sicily. Press 
despatches have informed them 
that the victims of the earthquake 
will number 200,000, and that the 
prope^t)^ joss will be. six milliards 
of -lire, which is about a billion dollars in our 
■ currency. But these are large figures, and it 
is hard for us to grasp their meaning. 

Those who have travelled in Italy and 
Sicily and who arc familiar with the beauties 
of the country and the historical significance ■ 
of such cities as Syracuse have another regret 
to add to that from the humanitarian stand- 
point. In the ruin that snuffed out the lives 
of thousands of human beings, there were de- 
stroyed also the monuments of the Old World 
era that nothing can replace. The. city of 
Syracuse, with its famed ruins and undying 
history, suffered tremendously, and many of 
its great historical relics have passed from hu- 
man ken forever. 

The daily reports have followed the disas- 
ter from the first day up to the present, and 
the salient facts have in this way In on 
thoroughly covered. It will onlj' be necessary 
here to cull a few of tlie incidents of human in- 
terest that are associated inevitably Avith a dis- 
aster of such magnitude. 

The King at the Ruins 
King Victor lunnianiicl g"a\'e his best ef- 
forts to rclic\'ing the dislress at [\cggio and 
other points. Me traversed the ruins !rom one 
end to the other, comforting tiie sufferers and 
cheering the rescuers. At one point he came 
upon a man buried up lo his waii'.t in de!)r!s. 
The King encouraged tlie unfortunate while 
the soldiers were digging him out. In the 
niidst of the efforts at rescue the man cried : 
"Sireyl.can wait for deliverance, but for God's 
sake give me food and drink." 

Meeting a group of photographers engag- 
ed in taking pictures of the sad scenes, the 
King chided them for their occupation. "You 
had much better turn 3'our efforts to succoring 
the afflicted," said he. 

The Duke of Aosta spent several days at 
Palmi, aiding in the relief work. In one of the 
streets- he stumbled over the body of a dead, 
man,' whose" stiff fingers gripped a quantity of 
bank notes and other money. Later the Duke 
came across another man who was dying. He 
tried to lift the man and carry him to a place 
of. safety, but he died in his arms. Tiic King 
appointed a royal commission to act in place 
of the Oilayor and the ^vlunicipal Council, who,! 
are believed to have perished. 

A Chapter of Incidents 
At i\Iessina the stories related l)y tlie sur- 
vivors in the hospitals and at the food supply 
^stations where rations were issued twice a 
llay, all reflect the horror of the fateful 28th of 
December. There were many miraculous es- 
'capes, but the cases of bereavement are with- 
out nund>er. 

A cobbler named Francesco Mcsianro re- 
lates that immediately after the first shock he 
and liis wife and children rushed out into the 
street. ]'"ircs were breaking oul all arourul 
them. Hearing groans irtjm a pile of debris 
near by the cuhljler niadc a hurriod examina- 
tion, lie found two girls dying. Tiie lieatl of 
one was split open, while the chest of the 
other bad been crushed in. The cobbler pick- 
ed up a baby, but it e.\pircd in his arms. 
Seized with mad terror the man fled toward 
the sea. 

An old man who had lost all of his family 
was seen going about llie ruins vainly asking- 
for food. ' lie suddenly called out: ".Xs no- 
body helps me, 1 will die!" anil with these 
words he threw himself into the sea. A sailor 
dragged him out. 

Signer \'idala, the jjroprictor of a local 
newspajier, was superintending the printing 
of an edition when the .shock came. He man- 
aged to get out to the street before the build- 
ing collapsed and groped his way to the Place 
Caveria, which had been transformed into a 
huge crevasse. He made his way to his home 
and found his family under the ruins. 

A countryman who came into the city after 
the disaster found his brother dead. He car- 
ried the body on hi.s shoulders back to his na- 
tive village and buried it. 

The I\rarquis de Semolla wa.s buried in the 
cellar of his hcjnie. lie found a larder and 
kept himself alive until extricated. 

An actress named Flora Farina, while ly- 
ing half buried in wreckage, heard the voice of 
a Lieutenant of artillery close at hand. The 
man had- recognized her, but his plight was 
worse than her own. "Signorina, for pity sake 
save me. Sail for some one to rescue us. 
Don't leave me. I was at the theatre last 
night and I ap])!andcd your singing. I have a 
motlicr; don't leave nie to die." The woman 
.w-as eventually dug out and led her rescuer to 
where the lieuten;int was pinned down. lie 
also was saved. 

A major of infantry \vas disintcrrcfl with 
the greatest difficulty.' Il;dl of his body h.-id 
been freed when darl^ness came and the major 
told hi.s rescuers that he was all right and that 
they could cOme back in the morning. This 
they did, and the man was freed next day. 

All infant clothed in a little night shii-t was 
.rescued- well- and iminjurcd, after liri\-ing lain 
for''',four'd<iys on a st)n;ire ya.rd of flooring in a 
iiouVc that was othe-wi-e entirely demolished. 

These are only a few Of' the terrible inci- 
dents, chosen at random from, the mass of 
press intelligence, but they well serve to illus- 



trate the horror of the scene. The .relief of the 
world is now pouring into Italy,' and, although 
no relief might serve to wipe out "the suffering 
from the calannty,' hTuclrWiir bfeVdb|ie^^ 
at any rate, the specf acle of ,fhe jsvptl^ rus^^ 
to acts of charity, serves to.give a refreslijng 
commentary^bh "times and matinei;s.'' •.

But if one thinks backwards, how far can 
one go; Certainly as far as" 735 B. C, when 
Theocles founded Naxa. This is the most 
glorious and certaiidy the most important 
period in the island's history — ^then took place 
the foundation of its principal cities — the 
building of its temples, the destruction of the 
great Athenian expedition at vSyracuse — the 
first Punic war, and lastly the invasion by the 
Romans. During their occupation of the 
island took place the visits of St. Paul. The 
Syracusians still show the spot where he 
preached, and the crypt in one of the monas- 
teries where he i5tayed and prayed. All up the 
centuries following, partly with European his- 
tory, come its different epochs — Vandals, 
(joihs, Saracens, Xornians, Angervins, Spanish, 
.Austrian, Spanish-lionrbon — this last dynasty 
continuing until Garabaldi united Sicily to the 
Kingdom of Italy. 

But to come back to the present — to the 
immediate past week v.ith its terrible death 
roll — the trembling land not yet stilled from 
the terrific earthquake shock.s — the contorted 
straits — v;ini.'-he(l islands — gajMng chasms, and 
last, but not least, desolate towns and cities — 
it is difficult to i;iiaginc this, ;nul not to see a 
fairer scene — a scene of only a year ago, one 
that greeted the traveler's eyes at every land- 
ing-place — the happy contented faces of the 
people, their pleasant smiles and easy man- 
ners, pictures()ue dress and handsome dark- 
eyed beauty. ^Vho could help falling in love 
with the little peasant children perched up in 
the brightly painted carts of all colors and with 
gaudy decorations of saints and virgins, aiid 
jingling with a hundred tiny bells. 

"The Sicilian himself takes life easily, as a 
rule. He is a slumbering fire — contented with 
little, . and this land supplies all his needs.

It is in 
the seat of a most volcanic district, and from 
time to time these terrible disturbances have 
interrupted its history and devastated its 
streets, buildings and environments. Still, iu 
spite of all these horrors, the city has been 
built arid re-built — and now, finally, itdies'onc 
great mass of ruins and horror — so great,- so 
gigantic, that the human mind far removed 
from danger of the kind, can neither grasp nor 
fathom its enormity.

A BRITISH UNDER-SECRETARY ON 
PROGRESS 

Herbert Samuel, M.P., the Under-Secretary 
of vState foi the Home De[3artment in the 
British Government, who has just secured a 
great \'ictory by the passing of the Children's 
r.ill. recently gave an address to the Ormesb}- 
Jirotherliood, Middlesbrough, which the 
Methodist Recorder reprints at length: 

"Sixteen or seventeen years ago Froude 
was appointed Regius Professor of History at 
Oxford, and delivered there his inaugural lec- 
ture. I well remember hearing it. lie dis- 
coursed in a gloomy vein on the tendencies of 
modern life and contemporary institutions. 
"You talk of liberty and progress," he said, 
"what is the purpose of your liberty, what the 
goal of your progress?'' In/imitation, perhaps; 
he set . himself to deprjecate. all the strenuous 
social effort of the time, to paint it . as...'the 
striving of blind men to reach an unknown" 
end. 

"That lecture of Fronde's taught us little 
or nothing, but at least it set us to a review of 
our ideas as to the ultimate object of the 
. movements, social, political, individual, of the 
day; and perhaps it is Avellv that from time to 
time some voice should.ask us to corisider, not 
the best way of carrying on the activities in 
which we are engaged, for that we are always 
discussing, but the essential purpose of those.; 
activities. 

"I look to the future, and I can imagine, 
indeed, a population richly endowed with ma- 
terial and ])hysical advantages, working with 
great technical skill for short daily hours, en- 
joying ample supplies of comforts and luxuries, 
■ but speeding seUJshi. aimless/:U^^^ 
perfected means of locomotion t.o' wander pur- 
poselessly from place to place^ taking their 
chief delight in the pleasures of the table, 
wasteful, unintellectual, but quite self-satis- 
fied, with characters much the same, in fact, 
as those of many of our idle rich today. I can 
imagine such a race, wdnch had subjected to 
itself the forces of Nature, and turned all mar 
■terial things to its use, but in itself -was ig- 
noble. 

"I look at the past, and I see, on the other 
hand, over 2,000 years ago in Greece, Socrates 
and Plato and their friends, living lives of 
cpiiet thought and fruitful action; or, a few- 
centuries later, I see the founders of Christian- 
itv, caring only for things Divine, preaching 
a still higher ethical doctrine, wandering over 
the world, regardless of hardships, singing for 
joy at the winning of souls, singing equally in 
their martyrdom. These men traveled in no 
express trains at sixty miles an hour;. they had 
no bicycles, nor electric li.ght, nor halfpenny- 
daily papers?." Their houses were small, their 
clothes were simple, their lives were rarely 
jjrolougcd. Of material progress their age 
knew little. Their setting was poor and 
simple, but these men -were blazing jewels, 
which have shone like stars for all the ages 
since. .•■{.•. 

"If our progress, then, were to be only ma- 
terial progress, it certainly would not satisfy 
us. It must be a bettering, not only of the 
trappings and the tools of life, hut of life it- 
self. It is what we are and do that chiefly 
matters, not what we have and use. 

"I sug,gest to you that the .goal of progress 
is a state of society in which the average men 
and women live <it a high level and are con- 
tinually ascending.' And by living at a high 
level I mean, first, acquiring, for ourselves a. 
wide knowledge and keeping our minds in tune- 
with loft}' thoughts, and then spending our 
years in many-sided useful activities. A com- 
munit}' where such is the usual standard can- 
not fail to be a fruitful matrix, a fertile soil 
for the production of those individuals of strik- 
ing- genius on whose existence the lustre of an 
age depends, but wdiose appearance no hu- 
man provision can . ensure. 

"So we come back to the old conclusion of . 
Ai-istotlc, that for men to live well is the pur- 
pose of .society and the end of progress. "Tliis 
is the .goal, and all our politics, our charities, 
our social work, our educational systems, our 
material chscoveries, are various paths towards 
that one end."

■investigations made by the police shows that 
there are S4,.389 cats kept in Osaka, a city of 
1,500,000 people, the families where cats are 
kept numbering 48,222. In addition there arc 
5,696 homeless cats. It is noteworthy that in 
certain parts of the city, recognized as more > 
liable to plague, no cats are found, ' " - 
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NAVAL STAND A 





!HE standard of naval strength adopt- 
ed by Great Britain i.s a matter that 
has been discussed and rcdiscussed, 
but by no means threshed out. Lord 
Cawdor, late First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, who is the author, of- the 
formula officially adopted by the British 
Government, -presided, at ' the Royal United 
Service Institution on the naval standard. 
Some of the discussion at that meeting will be 
Riven in this article. Speaking of the event 
tlie London Times said : 

"Lord Cawdor's formula is that the stan- 
dard of naval strength to be maintained by 
this country is to be represented by a prepon- 
derance, of lo per cent, over the combined 
strengths, in. capital ships, of the two next 
strongest Powers. The meaning of it is that, 
in the event of war, this countrj^ must be su- 
preme at sea, and intends to be supreme at 
sea. The rationale of it is not that we are ex- 
pecting to liave to fight the two strongest na- 
ya.\ Powers, nor aii}' other two Powcr.s, nor 
any single Power, for that matter, but that, 
war being a contingency which no nation can 
ignore or neglect to prepare for, 'our sea su- 
premacy must be so secure that wc may con- 
front without misgiving the combined assault 
of the two strongest naval Powers in the 
world. The .contingency of our having to 
fight three great naval Powers without a 
single ally is so remote that it need not enter 
into the consideration of practical statesmen. 

Further, the standard implies no hostility 
towards the .t\vo; Powers in question, or any 
other Powells in the -world. Neither docs it 
involve any ;'coiisideration .whatever pf the de- 
gree of friendship' which • subsists, or rtiay at 
any time subsist, between ourselves an'd any 
other l^owcr. It is, as Mr. Asquith has called 
it, "a workable formula." Its rationale is 
simply this, that, if wc are strong enough at 
sea to confront without misgi\'ing the com- 
bined assault of the two strongest naval Pow- 
ers in the world, wc must be stronger still 
against the assault of any other two Powers, 
and' strongest of all against the'' assdult of any 
single Power; . 

The Formula Defined 
: *'These- are', sbrnq of the necessary implica- 
tion's of Mr. Asquith's fratik> acceptance of 
'the itwo-PowefistSndard.as defined'^^ the late 
iFirst Lord of the Aldmiralty/ l*he Prime Min- 
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ister has explicitly declared that "under exist- 
ing conditions and under all foreseeable cir- 
cumstances" the jihrase "two next strongest 
Powers" must be taken to mean the two next 
strongest Powers, wiiatever they may be, and 
- wherever they : may be situated. . ;; VV^.e. hav^ 
. thus got rid once for all, and, let us liftpe,^ foi* 
e\'cr, of the mischievous and even pernicious 
doctrine that in determining the two-Power 
standard we ought to take into account our 
existing relations, wiietlier cordial or strained, 
Avith either or both uf the two Powers in ques- 
tion. We arc, tliereforc, a very long way 
from the treatment and definition of the two- 
Power standard which found favor with the 
late Prime Minister, and apparently, for a 
time, satisfied his colleagues. "When you 
talk of the two-Power standard," said Sir 
Henry Campl)cll-Bannerman, in the T louse of 
Commons in July, igo6," after all, "you can- 
not quite keep out of your mind who the two 
Powers arc. W hen we lia\'e elaborate calcu- 
lations as to what France and Germany are 
building, is it really a very likely combination 
that France and Germany should be allied and 
should go to war with us? . . , This is a two- 
Power standard of almost a preposterous 
kind." This "stand.-ird ut almost a preposterous 
kind" is now, we rejoice to think, the settled 
and accepted [policy of the nation. The lead- 
ers of the Opposition have always accepted it, 
and now it is accepted by the Government. 
There is no other "workable formula," none 
which can be automatically applied, none 
which can be imderstandcd and approved of 
the people. At the same time, its application 
andvembodimcnt in terms of naval force need 
Jiot stjind, and, perhaps, ought not to stand, on 
a purely numerical basis. 

"Now, of capital ships of the prc-pread- 

nought period, still qualified in all respects to 
take their place in the first fighting line, the 
])rcponderance in numbers of this . country 
over any two other Powers is incontestable, 
as is also its vast preiionderance in aggregate 
displacement. Sooner or later, however, the 
balance stands to be redressed in no small 
measure, in respect of displacement, as the 
Dreadribught period gradually comes into full 
development, while at the same time the.pra- 
Dreadhbught ships arc gradually withdrawJi 
frorii the first fijarhtiner line. For this reason 
it woul(l, in our judgment, be extremely dan- 



gerous to give any undue consideration to the 
factor of aggregate displacement in the deter- 
mination of the two-Power standard and its 
embodiment in terms of, .naval force. . For the 
present, however, and for a very few ' yeairs 
still to come, it would be unreasonable rndt to 
give some consideration to it. At least 'an 
cqliality in numbers, irrespective of aggregate 
displacement, would seem to us, for tactical 
and other cogent reasons, to be indispens- 
able." 

The Dreadnought Defended 

At the meeting referred to above Lord 
Cawdor said that within the last few weeks 
the position of the country, so far as the two- 
Power standard was concerned, had been ma- 
terially altered for the better. For some years 
thcrc' had been a considerable divcrgenc of 
opinion, sometime^ .clearly expressed, somc- 
tiines merely a veiled vindication, respecting 
that standard by those in high' offcie. That 
had made some of those who hold closely to 
tiie two-Power standard feci very uncomfort- 
able. Within the last few weeks any feeling 
of the kind, certainly so far as he was con- 
cerned, had disappeared. They all welcomed 
the clear, unfaltering, unqualified declaration 
of the Prime Minister of his adherence to the 
two-Power standard as most of them had al- 
ways wished to interpret it. That got rid of 
all excuse for part'y feeling with respect to this 
all-important question. He accepted the 
Prime Minister's statement as being one made 
with a full sense of responsibility and as mean- 
ing that what he said should be carried out. 
not only in the letter, but in the spirit. We 
had always accepted the twO-Power standard 
as a battleship standard, and, as such, it was 
of great value, because thej-battjeship standard 
w?is one that cbulcl',be>iinde'r3t6bd by the man 
in; the .street. But thejf-e^', \te'.suf?ly ai great 
deal behind it. It 'was' the ' utmost fblly" to 
suppose that that standard was of any value 
as an efficient fighting fleet by itself. They 
had to look a good deal further, They had to 
look at all those accessories which were quite 
as important as the battleship itself. Those 
accessories included cruisers and other ves- 
sels, the necessary stores, reserves of guns, 
the.jpersomiel, and; lasife ljiit not leiast, th&,im- 
pbrtaht" matter of .doclcs. j " All' •fhe,se"7'thmgs 
were.-..closely interwoyeiiii;With the-Jtwo-Pbwcr 
battleship'standard; -/t:' 



Sir Gerard Noel said that since the late 
I,ord Salisbury's administration a change had 
set in with regard to the navy which was a 
matter of. serious concern to naval,men. , J'he 
Dreadnoughts which we be^ari had caused a 
great delay in all battleship building, and, af- 
ter all, what was a Dreadnought? She was 
no better than any other battleship. Cruisers 
of a ver^- large type were also begun, but 
where were the smaller cruisers? Torpedoes 
of enormous speed, and costing an enormous 
sum of money, were laid down, but what was 
their armament? It was no better than that 
of the smaller vessels. He did not blame the 
Chief Constructor, who had to obey orders. 
Where was the use of the Swift, costing one- 
eighth of a million pounds? The result of all 
this was that the Naval Estimates were very 
high without our getting an adequate return, 
A serious matter was the very large reduction 
of our coast defences. He spoke particularly 
of the East Coast, which was under his care 
(juite recently. The Thames and the. Medway 
(Icfences were very much reduced and the nor- 
thern parts also to a certain extent. All seem- 
ed to tend in the direction of making the North 
Sea more dangerous to us. 

Mr. Arthur Lee, speaking as a member of 
the late IJoard of Admiralty, said that he could 
not help' expressing his surprise at Sir Gerard 
Noel's statement that the Dreadnought was 
no better than any other type of battlesliip, 
and that the torpedo-boat destroyers now be- 
ing built were no better as regarded their arm- 
ament than formerly. He had been inform- 
ed that the armament of those destroyers Avas 
considerably greater, and that the Dreadnought 
was, in most fighting respects, a more efficient 
t\q)e of battleship than its predecessors. PIo 
condemned the suggestion which had been 
made, in certain quarters that the Prime Min- 
ister, iri^makihghi^'declara the .other day 
with reference to thb two-Power standard, did 
not mean what he said with such admii'iable 
lucidity and firmness, but that he was deliber- 
ately deceiving the House' of Commons by 
kcej)ing up his sleeve .some reservation with 
regard to this or that foi-eign .Power. He be- 
lieved those suggestions were insulting to the 
Prime Minister, and that they had not a parti- 
cle of justification. The country, he had no 
doubt, accepted and understood the effects, 
financial and otherwise, of the standard which 
had been adopted. There were some who said 



that we could not afford to keep it up on these 
lines. We must' do so. Other extravagances 
we might hive to give up, but the two-]?ower 
standard we- c6j.ild not. ; .^^^ 

Sir Nl' Bbdweri-Smith said that he.did'.fnojt.. 
believe that at the present time there "\vaS':^iiy'„ 
■ground for the cry of "Wolf" with regard^ -to 
our ships, whatever might be the case in a 
year or two. As to the distribution of the 
Fleet, we had now to face a new position. "We 
had the greatest military Power in a feverish 
haste to build a great navy, and wc knew that 
she had a large, number of fine transports. 
All that force was congregated in the North 
Sea, and so we were compelled to concentrate 
the greater part of our Fleet around our own 
shores. If the two-Power standard was faith- 
full)' maintained and we had 500,000 Terri- 
torials that could be mobilized in 48 hours, we 
should be secure, but if we were not to have 
a real Territorial Army he did not believe a 
two- Power standard would be sufficient in 
the future. He considered that during the last 
three or four years the administration of our 
Navy had been carried out with great ability 
and great courage.

ENGLISH DEER PARKS 

"A park without a deer," wrote Richard 
Jeffries, "is like a wall without pictures," and 
it is something to know that in England there 
are 400 parks containing deer ; that they aver- 
age many hundreds, and spme of them thou- 
sands of acres, atid that Yorkshire, Glouces- 
tershire, Staffordshire, North Hants and Sus- 
sex have more enclosed, lands given up to deer 
than any other counties. 

There is something peculiarly national 
about our deer parks, for soon after the Con- 
quest:the barons began to enclose parks within 
the forests and to include within them all the 
wild; animals that could be thus secured. .Of 
th ese the 2,500 :acres .pf , park at Eridge'-is ' .the ..

In that now scarce book Shi'rley's' "E)h|fiish 
Deer Parks," forty-eight parks arc mentioned 
which no longer contain deer; but since that 
book was published in JS67 several parks 
have been stocked which did not then contain 
deer, and there are others in which, the deer 
liave been given up.— From .the ;l^bndon 'Daily *

e Wild White Men of Australia 




UMAN beings, like domestic animals* 
are kept up to a standard that per- 
mits them to survive by the con- 
stant selection of the capable and 
the weeding out of the unfit. Let 
that sDlection be for a time inter- 
mitted or removed, and the individuals sink 
back to the lower level from which they had 
been raised. From plrilanthropic motives, 
Capt. Cook left in New Zealand a number of 
pigs, intending that they should serve the 
needs of the indigenes or of future immigrants. 
The indigenes used them — they use them to 
this day — but many of them ran wild, revert- 
ed to their primitive type, and now furnish 
the dangerous sport known in Europe as boar- 
hunting and in India as pig-sticking. 

Horses and cattle in Australia have escap- 
ed to "the bush," and in a single generation 
they have lost the fine points scientifically 
bred in them, and resumed the old life of the 
species. In both countries domestic cats take 
to the forest and soon reacquire their daring 
• and predatory habits. Cultivated plants are 
blown into inhospitable places and forthwith 
lose their graceful forms, their bright colors 
and their luscious scents. 

It is not otherwise with h.umrin l)cings. 
Wherever men have gone among savages, 
some of them hax'c .sunk to or below the level 
of their degraded associates. They a.ssunie 
their manners, wear their costtime, and carry 
their weapons, eat their food, assimilate their 
sentiments, and speak their language. Some- 
times they forget their mother tongue and lose 
all recollection of thejr past. In a few years 
they roll down the steep ascent their ancestors 
had taken fifteen or twenty centuries to climb. 

Old New Zealand was an omnium gather- 
um of all the ruffianism of the South Seas. At 
the annexation of the islands in 1839 it was es- 
timated that there were 150 peketias, or half- 
wild men, scattered chiefly in the north island. 
Some of them had gone inland and were living 
as Maoris. Yet none of these were i)ro]jerly 
"wild men." Under a veneer of barbarism 
some ait least of them were civilized English- 
-men at heart, who led sordid or maimed, but 
?: •■i'libt savagie, lives. . 

The Three Australian Convicts 

Very different from most of these, and truly 
li .wild men, were three Australian convi()ts. In 
'■1833 a party of Tasmanian settlers who .had 
shortly before landed on the "Victorian coast, in 
in the neighborhood of what is now Melbourne, 
were startled by the approach of an aboriginal, 
as he seemed. He was a giant (six feet five 
inches without his boots, as was afterwards as- 
certained) ; not black ; it soon appeared, but 
browned by exposure; with long matted hair 
and a patriarchal sweep of bearjd. He carrjed in 
his right hand-two spears, and ' in his - left a 
v;\W?i.ddy and a, boomerang; and he was clothed in 
%i<aiigarbb;^kiiis.. He sat down among his fel- 
lo\v-countrymen, for such they were; They 
spoke to him and questioned hinij but no word 



of answer could be got from him. He remain- 
ed in a kind of mental stupor, the brain refus- 
ing to act. Not till after ten days did the 
long-closed cells of si^cech and memory begni 
to unlock and yiekl their secrets. l'",\-en then 
but little could be extracted from him. Part- 
ly from himself, but mainly from his black 
"gin," a few confused details were learned. 

His name was William Bxickley. Born /at 
Macclesfield in 1780, he was drafted frpni the 
militia into the Fourth Infantry Regiment. 
With it he served on the Walcheren expedi- 
tion and at Gibraltar. There he was accused 
of miitin}', and transjiorted to Botany Bay. 
From New South Wales in 1803 he wa.-; de- 
ported to Victoria, whither a hand of convicts 
was sent under Judge-Ad\-ocate. Collins. Very 
strangely, a little bo}' named Pascoc Faulkner, 
son of a convict, was also with that party; he 
is now honored as the founder of Victoria. 

One of Three Lived 
Buckic}', with two more convicts, escaped 
into the bush. Buckley's physiciue ; enabled 
him to survive hardships that killed the other 
two. For a year he lived on shellfish in a cave 
at Queenscliff, now known as Buckley's cave; 
then he was tracked by blacks. The critical 
moment of his life had come; Buckley proved 
c(|ual to it, not by cuiming or force of charac- 
trr. for he had neither, Init by sheer slolidit}--. 
",\rt: \-ou Chief liarwon!'''" the\- cried to him, 
naming a tlead chief whi:)ni they helievetl to 
lia\'e come to life again in Buckley. He 
nodded, ami grunted ■ assent. He answered 
further questions with the same inarticulate 
affirmation. They were satisfied, and ac- 
knowledged him as their resuscitated chief. 



For thirty years he lived among them in all 
ways like themselves— in all ways; but one. 
He was joining in a feast after a victory of his 
people over another tribe, when his stomach 
and feelings alike revolted at the roasted flesh 
of the captured blacks. He left his associates 
and wandered away by himself, taking with 
him a girl and a blind boy whom he had 
adopted. 

Eventually, he returned and resumed the 
old life. A black girl to whom he had been 
married proved faithless,, and (to his grim de- 
light) was speared with.lier lpvcr,'by the . tribe. 
He married' a second tinrp; but had no children 
by cither wife. Twice or thrice at the most did 
the opportunity of escape present itself when 
ships touched at the bav, but each time he was 
baffled. 

Thirty-two Years a Savage 
Nearly thirty-two years had rolled away 
when Buckley learned that a party of whites, 
who had landed on the coast, was about to be 
attacked. He made a two days' . journey to 
warn them, and thus' foiiirid his cbuntrymen. 
When Gov. Arthur soon' after granted him.a. 
free pardon, the shock was .so great as for 
some time to paralyze his atrophied faculties. 
At length he took service with an officer of 
the regiment he had once belonged to, which 
had been sent to .Australia. This he tired of, 
and he i);issed over lo Tasmania, where Sir 
John Iianklin found him somcthin.g to do. On 
the .-trengtl; of a pension of £12, given him by 
the Government of Tasmania, and another of 
£10, given by the Government of Victoria, he 
mart'ed a third time — a (white) widow, with 
a daughter. He was to be seen in Hobart 



"pacing along the middle of the road with his 
eyes vacantly fixed upon some object before 
him, never turning his head to either side or 
.saluting a passerby ; and seeming as one not 
belonging to the world." Little information 
about his past or the savages he had lived with 
could be gleaned from him. His faculties harl 
been hopelessly clouded by his long sequestra- 
tion from civilized life. "A mindless lump of 
matter" was the account given of him. He 
died of an accident in 1856. 

Wild whites were usually convicts. In 
i8?5 the head, of .the, convict settlement at 
Moreton Bay (now , Brisbane, Queensland) 
was a sterp old Peninsular officer, Capt. Lo- 
gan, who governed it as it would have been 
dangerous to govern a herd of placid animals. 
Many of the maddened convicts escaped, find- 
ing the horrors of life among the blacks less 
terrible than Logan's merciless rule. In 1859 
it was decided to try to recover some of these 
absconders. Andrew Pctrie, one of the many 
Scottish explorers of Queensland, was sent to 
the- north on, a joint mission of discovery and 
recovery. ■ ' 

Getting into the neighborhood of one of 
the fugitives between Brisbane and Wide Bay, 
he sent a letter to him by a friendly black. 
The simple device was successful. Brace- 
bridge, whose native name was W^andi, came 
running eagerly toward them. He was indis- 
tinguishable in appearance from his native 
companions. For a time he was unable to 
speak. Tears rolled down his face. Then, re- 
membering the horrors he had escaped from 
he asked whether punishment awaited him at 
the convict station. His joy was unbounded

Of all tile (juccr rhihs thai exist in the 
world you will find some of the (|ueerest in 
Lancasiiire, (Jne of these is called the "Hen- 
pecki;d" club. .As the title indicates, the mem- 
ber.4 are all males, and you can come across a 
club in every Lancashire low^n of any size. 

The meetings are held as a rule in some 
bar parlor, and the discussions are about mem- 
ber.s, and very often non-members, who have 
the reputation of being henpecked. When 
evidence has been brought lo show that a par- 
ticular man has allowed himself to come un- 
der his wife's thumb, they tax him with it in 
the place of meeting, The president delivers 
a lecture on the danger of a husband ])ermit- 
tiug his wife to usurp his position as master; 
and when, the others have indorsed his re- 
marks the person to whom the .speeches are 
addressed is warned that if he continues to 
stand the hcnpccking he will be made the sub- 
ject of a demonstration. 

The .amiouncement that a "henpecked" 



clul) demonstration is to take place is received 
in the district with mixed feelings. The men 
applaud it and the women condemn it, and the 
hjcal i}olice, recalling similar displays that led 
to trouble, became a little anxious. On the 
evening appointed the members of the club 
meet at a public house, where they arm them- 
selves with all kinds of household utensils; 
then, led by concertina players or a tin whistle 
band, they start out and march along the 
crowded streets of the district. 

One man carries a broom, another a swab, 
a third a shovel, or a coal scuttle, or a fender, 
or poker. Fire tongs, blacklcad brushes, wash 
tubs, buckets — everything used in the home, 
in fact, is carried shoulder high. As they 
march along to the music in front and the di.s- 
cordant clanging of their baggage they sing 
snatches of songs, in which the name of the 
victim occurs often. 

The mission of the verses, which .have 
been specially composed for the occasion by a 



local poet, is to hold up the henpecked one to 
ridicule, the rea.sou for the demonstration 
bearing the household goods being, of cou'-^c, 
t.- remind him that having fallen under petti- 
coat government quickly he will become the 
slavey. 

When they reach the cottage where their 
victim resides they form a circle in front of 
the door and sing and clang their fenders and 
coal scuttles more loudly than ever. 

The man inside is invoked by the president 
during a halt in the programme to "be a man" 
and join his brethren. Sometimes if he looks 
upon the affair as more of a joke than any- 
thing else he does their bidding, and the}.- re- 
form and march to headquarters with him at 
the head. Usually, however, his wife appears 
instead with a bucket of soapy water, which 
.she promptl}' throws over the demonstrators, 
or she quickly causes a clearance with a hose- 
pipe. 



when he was told that transportation was at 
an end. 

Bracebridge was used as a de<:oy to recap- 
ture another man ' residing witli a tribe at. 
Wide Bay. When they arrived at the spot, 

Bracebridge was sent forward to meet the 
other, Davis, or Durramboi. Apparently in 
the native language, he explained to Davis 
that the station was abolished, and that Petric 
had come to_ take them back to Brisbane. In- 
stantly, Davis's suspicions were aroused. He 
passionately accused Bracebridge of con- 
cocting a falsehood that he might entrap him.,. 
In a moment Bracebridge was again trans-- 
formed into the black fellow, and angrily sang-- 
a challenge to Davis. The two stood there for ■■ 
a while, each the sport of contending natures 
in him — those of the black and of the white 
man — perhaps as striking a concrete example 
of the conflict between the good and evil prin- 
ciples as has been witnessed. In poetry, and in 
fiction— in Tennyson and Kingsley, Ahrirtian 
vanquishes Ormuzd. It is not always so in 
reality; happily, it was so now. The white- 
man conquered first in Davis, the last re- 
claimed, and he ran off to Petrie's party, soon 
followed by Bracebridge. Petrie's words are 
too vivid to be weakened by substitution or 
paraphrase : 

"I shall never forget Ids (Davis's) appear- 
ance when he arrived at our camp — a-wdiitc 
man in a state of nudity, and actually a wild 
man of the woods, his eyes wild and unable, 
to rest a moment on au}- one object. He'' 
had quite the same manner and gestures that 
the wildest blacks have got. He could not 
speak his 'mither's tongue," as he called it (the 
Scottish dialect.) He could-not even pronounce 
English for some time, and when he did at- 
tempt it, all he could say was a few word.s, and 
these often misapplied, breaking off abruptly 
in the middle of a sentence with the black 
gibberish, which he spoke very fluently. Dui'- 
inj the whole of our con-versation his eyes and 
manner were completely wild, looking at us as 
if he had never seen a white man before. In 
fact, he told us he had nearl}' forgotten all 
about the society of white men, and had for- 
gotten all about his. friends and relations for 
years past and had I or some one else not 
brought him frbrn vainongj^these - savages he 
would never have left* tlieni' '' - ^ '^-'^^^^^^ ' ' 

Fifteen or twenty years ago Davis,WliO,*j' 
was the son of a blacksmith in Glasgow,'-- w'aS'J*' 
still living in Brisbane, where he kept a small'" 
crockery shop. His strength had been broken*"^-- 
by the hardships of his life among the blacks, 
so that he looked ten years older than he 
actuall)' was. His reserve about his past was 
invincible. 

A tragical case was that of a professor 
of classics from- Columbia; Cpllege.v New York, 
who lived in » savage isolation - iii' Northern ': 
Queenslaild. There, twenty-five years ago, he 
was .speared by the blacks. F'ew. countries have; 
witnessed such awful man-wrecks as Aus-. 
tralia, 
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,HE term "Canadian airship" is a mis- 
nomer.

found in the fact that it is to arise from tlie 
water — on a platform supported by two power- 
ful, liit^h speed motor boats lashed together.

The Bell Aeroplane 

With everything in readiness at Daddcck, 
Nova Sc6tia,:for the initial flight, of; Alexander 
Graham Bell's new aerodrome, it is hoped that 
some significant results will be attained with 
this most novel of aerial craft ere weather con- 
ditions compel the abandonment of experi- 
ments for the season. The "Tetrahetlron," as 
the inventor of the telephone terms his latest 
creation, is but an elaboration of Prni. Bell's 
former sky craft, constructed on the.tetrahedral 
kite principle, but the present maoliine. .exem- 
plifies for the first time such a kite structure 
working as a flying machine under motor 
power. 

The interesting experiments at Baddeck are 
under the direction of the Aerial Experiment 
Association — ^undoubtedly the most important 
organization of experimenters now working 
conjointly to promote the procuress of aviation 
on this continent. Fov all that Dr. Bell is so 
energetic mentally and physically at an ad- 
vanced age, he is a great believer in youthful 
enthusiasm, and accordingly his associates arc 
youni^ men. The membership of the Aerial 
Experiment Association now consists of Prof. 
Bell, F. W. Baldwin, J. A. D. McCurdy and 
Glenn H. Curtis — the latter famous as the in- 
ventor of the motor for the U. S. Dirigible No. 
L and other important airships. The late Lieut. 
Thomas Selfridge was a member of the Asso- 
ciation up to the time of his death in the aero- 
plane accident with Orville Wright at i'ort 
Myer, Virginia. 

The common object of Dr. Bell and his co- 
workers is the construction of a ])ractical aero- 
drome or flying machine driven through the 
air by its own motive power and carrying a 
man. Already the Association has fostered 
two successful aerial craft, Lieut. Selfridge's 
"Red Wing" and F. W. Baldwin s "W bite 
Wing," tests of which were made at llain- 
mondsport, N.Y., the winter liea(l(|uarters of 
the Association. Nov/, as the third contribu- 
tion to aeronautical science, comes .Alexander 
Graham Bell's unique Tetrahedron. 

Last year Prof. Bell's operation ])rogresse<l 
to the point of constructing a large tetrahedral 
kite known as the "Cygnet," which in Decem- 
ber, 1907, successfully carried Lieut. Selfridge 
up into the air to a height of 168 feet above 
the waters of Bras d'Or Lake. At the conclu- 
sion, of the flight the Cygnet alighted gciuly 
on- the surface of the water and floated lliere 
uninjured. Prof. Bell, his theories confirmed 
by the success of this machine, set to work 
early in the season to construct a larger tetra- 
hedron, and this aerial craft is now complete. 
Jt has 5,000 tetrahedral cells, whereas the 
Cygnet had but 3,39,^ tetrahedrons. Moreover, 
the new airship will not have to be towed on 
the, - kite principle heretofore adopted by. Dr. 
Bel.i injiis experiments, ;but will be able to 
navigate the air under, its own motive power. 
.^A'.Spaceiaboilt .six feet, square in the centre of 
thsi-.aerodrom.e; provides space , for the . niotor 
and. the ■aviator. < • ' ' - 

The Bell Tetrahedron, Ukc the Wright 
Brothers' machine and almost all successfiil 
aerial craft thus far designed, requires a flying 
Start. The approved plan for the trials at Bad- 



indeed, Prol. hell in all Ins aeronautical experi- 
ments, has been most conservati\'e on this 
score, and would never countenance any trials 
that involved the remotest chance. of endanger- 
ing life. 

The tetrahedral form rif airsliii) construc- 
tion of 'which Frof. Bell's sky craft is the initial 
important exponent, has the advantage of em- 
bodying the only plan wherein the weight of 
the structure does not increase with the size, 
out of all proportion to -the .increase in the 
amunt of sustaining power. Prof; Bell: claims. 
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that the tetrahedron is steadier in the air t.lian 
any aeroplane; has decidedly more liead resis- 
tance, and, can be kept afloat at a much slower 
speed than the other type of machine — this lat- 
ter advantage presumably being important in 
military observation work. 

The motor for the Tetrahedron was built 
by Glenn Curtis. It is a fifty horse power ma-^ 
chine and weighs about 170 pounds. There are 
two propellers rotating on the same shaft. 
Thus if one propeller is disabled, ;'.s in the 
iiieiHorable accident to the Wright machine, 
the reduced jjower applied will be in the centre 
line of thrust, and will not endanger the bal- 
ance of the machine. The Tetrahedron is ap- 
jjroximately 50 feet in length at the top and 
40 feet at the bottom, has a width of 12 feet 
and is 12 feet high. The propellers are eight 
feet in diameter. 

The Life of Dr. Bell 

Canadians take a special interest in the ac- 
complishmcnls of Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, 
not because he may be classed as a Canadian, 
but because his greatest experiments have 
been carried on in this country. If Dr. Bell is 
not Canadian, certainly the Bell telephone is. 

When Prof. Alex.ander Melville Hell left 
Scotland for Canada his son, Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, •was-twcnty-:tl)r.ee years of age. The 
son had be.en attending London University, and 
later the ,whole (family moved to Brantford. 
This explains the Canadian connection. 

The careers of father and son arc still more 
intimately connected. The father had invented 
what "is known as "visible speech" for the use 
of 'deaf -mittes, and had done considerable ex- 
perimenting' with the human voice. The son 
became interested in the father's work and his 



youn.ger mind went further. The transmis- 
sion of the lumian voice by electrieitv became 
the object of his study and ambition. It was 
the study of the human voice which caused 
the younger Bell to receive the appointment as 
J'rofessor of Vocal Physiology in Boston Uni- 
versity. Part of his time was spent in Boston 
and part in Brantford, but the experiments 
with the telephone were confined to lirautfor I 
for obtious reasons. When he had succeedeil 
in making a machine which would transmit the 
human voice, his Inisincss instincts told him 
that the great field for his invention would be 
the United States. .Accordingly we find him 
taking out his first United States patent in 
iiS/U, in time to i.xb.ibit his invention at the 
Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia that 
year. It soon became apparent that if he was 
to realize any great profit from his patents it 
would be necessary for him to live entirely in 
the United Stales, and accordingly we find 
him taking up his residence in Washington in 
1881. 

There were many years of fighting, and 
more than a dozen. men tried to share in the 
glory and profit of the tele|)hone. The Supreme 
Court of the United Slates decided that .Mr. 
Bell v.-as the inventor of the first real tele- 
phone, and when thai decision was made liis 
troubles were over. In reality the invention 
of the telephone was only an incident in the 
life of Dr. "Bell.' He is 'riot a man of one idea, 
neither docs he work in a narrow field. AVhen 
the ]'"rench Academy granted him the Volfa 
Prize of fifl}^ thousand francs for his telei)lione 
invention he founded the V'olta Bureau in 
Georgetown for the study of problems involved 
in the education of deaf mutes. He invented 



an electric dexiee for the location of the bullet 
which look- President Garfield's life, and for 
Ibis' invention received the honorary degree of 
M.D. from Heidclburg University. He has also 
taken a great interest in geographical work, 
and has been president of the National Geo- 
graphical Society. The Smithsonian Institute 
owes much to his interest in its work, and for 
.some time he has been a regent of that body, 
liesidcs bis interest in educational and geo- 
graphical work, he has done a great deal lo en- 
courage Dr. I-angley in his exi)eriinents in 
aerv)'d\ naniics, and was present when he inadc 
his fir.sl aerodrome ascension in 1896. This lat- 
ter interest probably led to his experiments 
with kites and flying machines, which have 
been conducted at his Summer home at Bad- 
deck in Nova Scotia and in New York State. 

j\lr. Edward \V. Byrn, an authority on in- 
ventions,, says the 'Clectro-magnetic telephone 
"stands alone as a unique, superb, unapproach- 
able triumph of the nineteenth century," and 
also points out that it was the direct outcome 
of persistent experiments in the direction of 
electric transmission of speech. In other 
words, it was no accident, as so many inven- 
tions and discoveries have been. The work of 
the father and the work of the son proceeded 
in an (nderly mannerj through the long suc- 
cession of experiments in- connection, with the 
human voice,; and- becaiisei' pf this, Canada, the 
United States and. the world in general owes 
much lo these t\vo men; and Canada jsspccial- 
ly has reason to be proud of the fact that many 
of the the experiments, and no doubt the most 
important of them, were performed in Ibis 
country. She has also reason to be. proud 
that Dr. Bell resides a portion of each year in 



the Dominion. When the history of the past 
twenty-five years is finally written thpi*e isino 
doubt but that Dr. Bell will be credited ' with 
having been one of the greatest men of ' this 
period, even if the historian finds diffictilty in 
deciding Avhfether he was a Scotchman, a Can- 
adian, or a United Stdtes citizen. • ; 

There are many people in Brantford who 
remember the first public exhibition of 'the' 
telephone made by Dr. Bell. These people 
still tell of the wonder which was caused by 
the invention. The Hon. George Brown used 
to tell how he could have bought a big interest 
in the. patent for a small sum. Mr. H. P. 
Dwight, president of the Great Northwestern 
Telegraph, had the first telephone in Toronto, 
one receiver in his office and one at his house. 
He says everybody thought it a toy, and none.' 
dreamed of its great possibilities. Next week, ■ 
Dr. Bell's own prophecy of 1878 will be re- ■ 
printed. That he should foresee the develop- 
ment of the last thirty years is proof of his al- 
most prophetic vision.

After Wilbur Wright's extraordinary per- 
formances at the Anvours camp, aviation is 
emerging from the realm of theory and is on 
the point of taking its jjlace in the realm of 
sport. So it behooves us to ask how much 
fun can be derived from the flyers wc now 
possess. Si)ort is but another name for nmusc- 
ment, and huge amusement is undoubtedly 
jiiovided by the aeroplane. The few passen- 
gers who have gone aloft with Wright are loud 
in their praise of his new mode of locomotiont 
MM. Painleve, Henry Deutsch and Bernheini 
and Mines. Weiller and O'Berg arc unanimous.. 
Delicious is the sensation of soaring upon air. 
Lovely is the feeling of absolute security. 
Even the most sceptical go wild withi.eii'tHusi- 
asm. 

W'hat mailers the rest? Expense Is no ob- 
stacle; to sj^ortsmen. 'IMiey are generally men 
of wealth who gladly devote their revenues to 
the satisfaction of lhcir desires. Besides, a 
flyer costs no more than a racl/ j automobile. 
The 'Voisin brothers ribW'biiild^aeroplanes it" 
five thousand dollars apiece'.',' Thiey are in fact 
nothin,g but frames of iron piping with oak 
slats and covered with canvas.

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DANGERS OF THE WOODS 

A Trick to the Tenderfoot. 

i^i PEAKING of cold snaps reminds 

me of the first winter I put in in 
the counLi'y, and a Httlo p.xperi- 
ence in the backwoods of West 
Kootenay." Thus the tender- 
foot. - '.'That was one on the 
tenderfoot alright that 4,inie .when you all got 
skunked on the banks of the old Kootenay, but 
listen to this little story. I don't want to boast, 
I)ut I like to get my own back occasionally, 
and the tenderfoot species do not always de- 
serve quite all the ridicule some of you old- 
timers are sometimes so lavisii of. 

''I was, I suppose, as green a chcchaco then 
as the average, though I must say 1 never 
packed around the small arsenal of your other 
friend, and, knowing greenness as far as 
woodcraft was concerned, I had a proper res- 
pect for the superior knowledge and experience 
of the old-timers, and never missed an oppor- 
tunity of listening- to their words of wisdom. 

"Having spent the summer pro.^pccting, and 
located one or two claims with the hel]D and 
supervision of a genuine old-time miner who 
knew his business if anyone did, and having 
formed a close friendship with my older part- 
ner, I was quick to agree to put in the winter 
with him trapping in the hills some miles be- 
liaw Nelson, and- made up my mind to ha've a 
taste of the genuine Canadian Avintcr life which 
I had read about before leaving the old land. 

"The place we chose to build our cabin 
was about four thousand feet above the lake 
level, as far as I could judge, and the winter 
snow started before we had the roof on, so that 
we did not have an over and above comfortable 
time finishigl^Jthe habitation which was to be 
our hom^ iihtil the thaw came in tlie spring, 
but that is not the story that I want to tell^ as, 
although that meant considefaBle harclslitp and 
discomfort, it could not be said to involve us 
in any danger. 

"Suffice it to say that we eventually got the 
cabin finished and made as snug and comfort- 
able as possible, and had our line of traps out 
before the snow had fallen to a depth of more 
than about a foot, so that it was possible, 
v^hough not easy, to make the roun'd of the 
traps without snowshpes. We had already 

■ •<|iught quite ;a^^^^ good skins too, 
" when,' as tHe snow coritiriued to fall practically 

Avithout intermission, my partner thought it 
about time that we were provided witii snow- 

■ shoes; why we had not provided tiiesc in the 
first place I do not know, as I left all these 
details to his superior wisdom, but I presume 
it was because he did not expect the snowfall 
to^come upon us until a little later, after the 
cafiihjWas completed. ^My suggestion , (tender- 
foot-like) was that we hurried out to town be- 
fore the snow became any deeper and bought 
some, but this did not seem good lo the old- 
timer; he informed me that tiic clear thincr 
for the mountains were ski, and that he was 
quite capable of making a couple of pair for 
us, wiiich he ccrtainl}' was, and whicii he pro- 
ceeded to do with considerable skill, especially 

■ considering the limited number of tools he had 
to work with. 

"While he was making them, and while [ 
was practising on them, the snow was con- 
tintiing to fall, and you know the way it does 
snow in the mountains of the Kootenays. Have 
you ever tried to ski? It is a fascinating p:\<- 
tiine, and, when you first start in you will find 
it exciting enough on a hillside trying to dodge 
the trees and keep your nose out of the deep 
drifts; they are magnificent things when you 
get_ a little used to them on a down grade 
which is not too steep, provided there are no 
obstacles in the way, and you can keep your 
feet together and counteract the curious form 
of magnetic attraction which appears to draw 
them irresistibly one on each side of every 
tree which appears in the path, and. also pro- 
vided you arc able to stop yourself when you 
want to, a feat which I usually accomi^lished 
by a windmill-like exhibition of acrobatics. 

"However, to be brief, after a few days of 
practising under the tuition of the manufac- 
turer of the things, I managed to get on fairly 
well on tiie level or a down grade which was 
not too steep, and my guide, philosopher au'l 
friend decided that I was sufficiently advanced 
to accompany him on the trip to town for 
mail and some few necessaries which had been 
left out of the outfit. 

"The distance was about six miles through 
the woods to the track of the Nelson-Robson 
branch of the C. P. R., and from there about 
seven miles along the track. I got down the 
hill alright without breaking any limbs or any- 
thing more serious than a few dozen falls into 
the nice wet snow, hut while on the join-ncy f 
was doing some tall thinking about the pos- 
sibility of climbing uphill again on these seven 
foot long pieces of concrete slipperiness. 

"Having arrived safe in town and got our 
mail and; the other ictas, I had the temerity 
."tp'.suggest that I thought it would be a good 
scheme to invest in a pair of "bear-paws," the 
webbed snowshoes of the mountains, to take 
back with us, as 1 feared thai; to climb a steep 
mountain-side on ski, for nic at any rate would 
be a physical' impossibility. I\Ty suggestion 
seemed to hurt the feelings of my companion 
and hurt his pride-— the pride he Inok in the 
manufacture of the infernal things ; he assured 
me that it was the ea.siest thing in the world to 
iclinib: on them if they were only muffled with 
¥^(clcmgf;-'s9; reluctantly and with so.nie mis- 
givings, the tenderfoot bowed once more to the 
superior wisdom of the old hand, and we start- 



ed forth for the return journey, accompanied 
by a French-Canadian friend • of his with, a 
pair of prairie snowshoes, \vho though^^he 
Avbuld like . to. pay us a yisit ^n^d; s#e.-:OU^ 
• cess' with' tiie, traps. . ■ ■'^/ry-'^. *■ JT'-'A^'-r'- 
"i,uckily' for us there was an early morn- 
ing train which landed us at the foot of the 
mountain trail at about ten a.m. That left us 
about six and a half hours of daylight to 
make the five to six miles to the cabin. 

"The first short hill 1 negotiated success- 
fully but slowly — crab fashion.- After that 
there was quite a long stretch; pf almost level 
country which would liave'bVen coinjiaratlvely 
easy to an expert. My ankles were, however, 
getting more and more tired, and I found it 
increasingly difficult to keep pushnig along at 
a pace to keep up with the others; at last, as 
they were obviously growing impatient of the 
slow progress I was making I begged them to 
push ahead and leave me to follow at my own 
l)ace ; I felt sure that I coidd get there, some- 
how, in the trail they broke, and told them not 

■ to be at all uneasy about me, but to go aheacl 
and get- the fire gPing, ajul I would follow be- 
hijul as fast as I Avas able. If I did not 
turn up until after dark they were to come 
down the trail again to meet me with a lan- 
tern. 

"After a little show of reluctance, they yield- 
ed w my jjersuasnr.s ani' . con forged ahead 
of me; as soon as they Avere out of sight I tuok 
counsel with myself and abandoned the cause 
of my misery at the first little slope, and left 
them sticking up in the snow in case I ever ielt 
like coming back to ter^n them at some future 
date. After that I ploughed along in my own 
primitive fashion on my flat feet slowly but 
surely ; even though the trail Avas broken more 
or less by those in front it Avas a hard grind, 
though I Avas free from the irritation of slip- 
ping back one foot at least for cA'ery tAvo for- 
ward as I had hitherto been doing. 

"Crossing a creek Avhich was.not yet com- 
pletely frozen over, a drink of ice Avater \vas a 
jEine refresher and put new life into me, better 

■ than any whiskey (the Avorst thing possible to 
indulge in on a trip of this sort— it goes to 
your legs every time and does no good at all 
in the Avay of'putting new life in you) — and 
a slow and monotonous plug brought me at 
last to the foot of the last long climb at about 
three o'clock in the afternoon. After another 
drink here I girded my loins for the last great 
effort and started up the hill ; on the first 
bench I spotted sofnething sticking up in the 
snoAv at the side of the trail Avhich did not 
look quite natural to me, and Avhen I came up 
to it, I Avas amused and I must confess rather 
pleased to sec that it was a pair of ski — my 
superior in Avisdom and experience had evi- 
dently also decided to abandon them and ti'ust 
to. his ordinary means of locomotion to carry 
him to the top of the hill. . • 

"About a ^hird of the Avay up, when I Ava.s 
still going comparatively strong in knee-deep 
snoAV, I heard voices ahead of me to my in- 
tense disgust; here, I thought, were the other 
tAvo coming back to meet me, and I felt quite 
capable of making to the end of the journey 
before dark and without assistance. It riled 
me to think they were coming to help mc 
when I needed no help. 

"As the voices came nearer I shouted to 
them asking what' they were coming back for, 
I was alright and they need not Avorry, but go 
back and keep a good fire going. The reply 
Avas less polite than forcible, your old-timers 
are certainly artists in language. Coming 
back nothing (imagine the ornamental re- 
marks, Avhich are imprinatble), they were still 
going up ; all very well for me to get fresh and 
funny about it, they had been breaking the 
trail for me, all I had to do Avas to follow. 
NoAV that sounds all very Avell, but I can as- 
sure you that in that kind of snow the man 
breaking the trail on good snovvshoes cer- 
tainly ought not to have a harder time, to put 
it mildl)% than the man Avho follows him in 
ordinary footgear. Be that as it may, Avhcn 1 
reached them, I found the ski expert just 
about all in, incapable even of bad language, 
and desiring nothing but to be allowed to sit 
down and rest. .The French Canadian Avas a 
little better, but had had about all he wanted, 
and it was up to the tenderfoot to miake a .su- 
preme effort to save the situation. 

"The procession changed its order: first the 
chcchaco on his flat feet breaking the (rail for 
the native-born on webs, followed slowly and 
painfully by the slci expert, also on his flat feet. 
I do not Avish to ]3ile on the agony or hold my- 
self up as a hero in any way, but merely to 
shew )-ou that sometimes the despised tender- 
foot scores an occasional trick. 

"The story has often been ti)ld of the per- 
suasions, entreaties, objurgations, and even 
stronger measures that ha\'e often to be re- 
sorted to to get a man along in the snow when 
the tlicrinometer is away down in the depths. 
AVe used them all ; Avlien Ave were still a con- 
siderable dist;ince from camp, darlcness over- 
took us, and I had in iilaces to feel for the 
blazes on the trees. At last the cabin door 
Avas readied and Ave staggered in; it Avas the 
tenderfoot Avho lighted the fire; it Avas the 
tenderfoot Avho fetched the water, and it Avas 
not until the tenderfoot had made and admin- 
istered some hot Bovril that the i. visitor, was 
able to bear a hand to help put the ski man to 
bed. 

"lie Avas a good man and a good iiartiu'i, 
and I have no Avish lo rub it in or niak'e myself 
out a liero. But remember, a tenderfoot: may 
not know all about the backwoods; but a man 
who has roAvcd a hard boatrace, played a hard 
football .match, and held up his end in a criti- 
cal moment at play is not nccessarilj' merely 
a 'college dude,' he has probably got soriie 
grit in him, although he does not know it all 
as soon as'he first makes the acquaintance of

FISHING WITH CORMORAN'fS"'iN 
' JAPAN 

Having long felt a keen desire to Avitness 
this interesting sport, I Avas naturally glad 
to seize the opportunity of doing so Avlien 
visiUng;;Jjapan last year. With this idea in 
vicAAT, accdmpanied by my Avife, I went to 
Nagoyavan'd.'.Gifu early in June to await the 
advent <6f -a'' favorable night. At this time 
there Avas a spell of very Avct Aveatlicr, and 
it Avas three days before the flooded and 
turbulent river became practicable for fishing. 
Although the torrential rain had onl}'- ceased 
at noon of the third day, by iiightfall the 
mountain stream h^d almost regained its nor- 
mal size, for, like all the quick-running Jaj)- 
anese rivers, the Nagara very soon rids itself 
of surplus wkter. ' 

The night in cpiestion, June S, Avas intensely 
dark, for the sky remained very much over- 
cast, and the clouds were l)rooding low over 
the landscape. When, therefore, we left oui 
hotel at eleven and made our Avay in rickshas 
through the straggling and dindy-lighted 
streets of Gifu the view beyond the town was 
completely obscured, and Ave could see nothing 
of the beautiful pinc-clad hills and the Avide 
fertile valley through Avhich the Nagara 
runs. But this was well, for on bright, 
moonlit nights the fishermen always remain 
at home, these conditions precluding. all pos- 
sibility of a large <:alch. 

Arriving at the (iua3'side we found a boat 
awaiting us, having been prcviousl}' ordered 
by our Japanese friend, Avho had kindly made 
all arrangements necessary for our conifort. 
This boat prpved to be a large, one,- but, being 
shaped like a broad, flat-bpttonied punt, she 
' drew very fcAv inches of Avater,,J!ind Avas therc?- 
forc eminently suited for the-'navigation of this 
shallow river. Her furniture Avas very limited, 
under the shelter of a canopy a few rugs 
had been spread upon the boards, and upon 
these Ave Avere able to recline at full length. A 
couple of paper lanterns hung beneath the 
awning, and cast a soft, rpse-tinted light into 
the'' pbscurit^; Np^^^^orier had'-\^!e.,taTcen our

, - her into the ^Avift- ctirrefit arid the' next mo- 
merit Ave realized that they Avere forcing the ' 

?' boat up stream by means of poles. At each 
poAverful thrust of their arms the poles struck 
the river bed with a sharp, clanging sound, 
Avhile at the same time the Avater rushed 
noisil}' beneath the bp\^'..'?. In this AA-ay, forever 

'.'hugging the right Bai'ifv.iand fa\'oring. all the 
cjuieter , shadows,- w(? progressed slpwly-ior up- 
Avards of an hour. 1 

'The midsumriier night Avas delightfully s^pft 
and Avarm', but a sulf'i^y breeze just farin^d our 
faces, and could be heard rustling the leaves in 
a distant grove of bamboos. Over the paddy 
fields on the further bank the faint blue lights 
of a myriad firc-flios could be seen twinkling 
like so many stars, Avhile above the murmur 
of the river the loud, musical drone of singing 
frogs Avas faintl\' audible. , 

Our destination was a ]:)oint about a mile 
above Gifu, in daylight commanding a view of 
a long stretch pf watei:, .though -jiqw we could 
barely see the'diin outline of the' hills tOAvering 
aboA'e us. On looking about us avc discoveretl 
that at least a dozen boats had already congre- 
gated at the same place, evidcntl)^ bent on the 
same errand as ourseives. These boats were 
almost exactly similar to our own, ])ut the light 
from their rouncl.rbellied lanterns showed that 
they Avere packed. Avith a picturescpic throng of 
laughing, merry-^akirtg .Japanese, arid..^thc 
so.und;'of their .reveli-y sddn came pleasantly to 
us from ail sides. A passionate love of sight- ■ 
seeing is ah innate characteristic of this race, 
and cormorant fishing, as alone practised on 
the Nagara, seems to especially appeal to their 
sense of the Aveird and grotesque. I am told 
that from the middle of .May to October (wdn'ch 
is the fishing season) a similar concon.rse of 
heavily-laden boats may be seen leaving the 
quay at Gifu every night, and that during 
August, when the fishing is at its best, the 
numbers' are increased ten-fold, v^rhile once a 
year the Mikado himself honors the scene Avith 
a visit. 

The home of the fishermen (who always 
Avork in comj^any) is about ten miles ,-d)o\-c 
the tf)wn of Gifu, and each evening, when the 
conditions are favorable, they drift down the 
river to a point some ten miles loelow, co\-cr- 
ing in this Avay about twenty miles of ground 
They return again at their leisure during the 
daytime. Those wishing to see the perfor- 
mance proceed up stream for rather over a 
mile, where they await the arrival of the boats, 
joining the fishermen as they float down to 
the town of Gifu. This Avas exactly Avhat Ave 
intended to do. 

We had not Avaited long Avhen our Japanese 
friend suddenly jiointed into the darkness. 
"See, they come!" he said. Away to the north 
the night Avas relieved by a faint, ruddy glow, 
at first scarcely jjerceplible, but momentarily 
increasing in bri.ghtness. A fcAV minutes -later 
seven small pin-points of light showed one by 
one round a- distant , curve of the river,, and 
grcAV steadily larger as they drifted toAvards 
us. In a vcr}^ short Avhilc Ave saw that these 
ligbK were really flaming braziers; .great iron 
])ask-ets of fire, standing out about 2 ft. from 
the ijrow of each boat. In the light of these 
glarin.g fires a numlier of dark objects could 
be made out moving hither and thither over 
the water, and at the same time our cars were 
assailed by .strange cries and the clattering , 
isound of oars being knocked against the sides 
of the boats, all this being done to encourage 
the birds in their labors. 



As the bizarre flotilla came more Avithin 
our.,J{eny>yei;sa.vv;y;th%*^^^^^^ -bojits >:were ; 

flqatihgi^.'do.wri strea^rt'^a^ 
ari^li'tha'tjthey each contained:' flirce standing 
merif'one steering and the other "two in charge 
of cormorants. The great braziers, noAV close 
upon us, illumined the darkness Avith a viA'id 
glare, and the wood fires could be heard crack- 
ling loudly as they shoAvered thousands of 
sparks into the Avater. The Avhole produced a 
: peculiarly vveird effect, and one not easilyjfot:- 
forgotten. The head fisherman in ieach boiit 
stood in the forepart of his craft, a brightly lit 
figure against the indigo background. In his 
hand he held tAvelve leads, which Averc attach- 
ed to as many cormorants by collars round 
their necks. As the birds Avere diving and 
SAvimming in all directions, it was quite mar- 
velous to Avitness the dexterity Avith which he 
kept the reins from becoming hopelessly en- 
tangled, as one would imagine would inevit- 
ably be the case, as the birds cris-crossed in the 
water. His hands seemed for ever at work, 
sorting the lines Avith almost lightning rapid- 
ity. The second fisherman, apparently a 
j'oiniger and less experienced man, controlled 
only four birds, and had a much easier task. 

If the cormorants shovA^ed signs of becom- 
ing inactive their OAvners encouraged them 
Avith uncouth cries; but this Avas hardly need- 
ed, for the)' Avere diving every few secfinds, 
and ^vith really extraordinary energy. Judging 
by the success of their efforts, the water must 
have been teeming with fish, doubtless attract- 
ed by the light of the braziers. The gullets of 
the birds very soon became distended Avitii 
the fish they had captured — the collar, of 
course, effectually prevented them from swal- 
lowing their prey outright. When replete the 
birds Avould SAvim idly on the surface of the 
Avatcr, and, noting this, the fislierman Avould 
innncdiatcly haul them into the boat, the birds 
protesting feebly to this proceeding by utter- 
ing sundry croaks of annoyance. Holding the 
bird firmly by the body, he Avould then deftly 
run his fingers along the neck, by Avhich means 
the wrctdied,I>ird Ayas forced to disgprge all its 
fish. ' The ^ cormorant' would thereupon 'be 
thrown back into the Avater to continue its 
Avork. 

During the night a single bird Avill catch 
largo quantities of fish, and, seeing that OA'er a 
hundred birds are used, the Avhole catch is 
very considerable, and brings in a rich har- 
vest for their OAvners, Avhich perhaps more than 
compensates them for many months of en- 
forced- idlferieSs. When "the flight's fishing is 
concluded the cormorants are rcAvarded by a 
meal, and arc given all the small, unmarket- 
. able fish. But by. this time many of them are 
already partly satisfied, for the very tiny fish , 
can, of course, pass through the collar and are ; 
SAvallowed during the evening's Avork. Each 
individual is knoAvn by a name, and, further- 
m,ore, has its OAvn i-ecogriized place on the gun- 
wale of the boat. When fed up they sit quietly 
in- a row, preening themselves and pccasionajly 
exchanging a friendly peck or croak with' their 
neiglibors. They entirely ignore the presence 
of mankind, and are apparently quite fearless. 

The particular kind of fish caught by these 
cormorants is knOAvn as "ai," and is highly 
prized by the Japanese gourmets, consequcntl}' 
it commands a comparatively high price in the 
markets. In size it averages only 6 in. to 8 iiir., 
pcrhaixs less, and hardly ever exceeds 12 in. in 
length. To us it looked, and, indeed, tasted, 
something like a smelt; but I believe it really 
belongs to 'the' family Salmonidae, being 
known to ichthyologists as Plecoglossus altive- 
'-,. Tcmminck and Schlegel. It is apparently 
migratory, atid does not run up from the sea 
until about ilay. It is said to increase rapidly 
in size as the summer adA'ances, so that the 
bigger fish are not caught until the latter end 
of the season. — Collingwood Ingram, 



FRENCH, ENGLISH, AND HUNGARIAN 
l>AfeTRIDGES 

AVith regard to the question now being dis- 
cussed in British Columbia as to whether 
French partridge's drive -out the English birds. 
I can assure readers from my oavii experience 
that there is ho truth in this allegation. In- 
deed, quite the reverse is the case, for I have 
invariably found that the tAvo varieties live 
together-^erfectly amicalily, ami that if cither 
species is inclined to be the aggressor it is the 
English bird. 

If it Avere the case that the French birds 
/irive out the luiglish ones the French part- 
ridges Avould have been shot out in Britain 
years ago. Instead of that, French and Eng- 
lish birds are found together on many large 
estates today throughout the United Kingdom. 
Time and again I have seen both varieties feed- 
ing most amicably together, and at the end of 
a day's shooting taken as many of one species 
as of the other out of the game bag. 

The present controversy in P)ritish Colum- 
bia on the rcsiicctive merits of the two birds 
was thrashed out in Britain some years ago, 
and the principal fault or crime brought 
against Alaster iM-encliman was his A'cry un- 
.ganiey habit of using his red legs instead of 
his wings. This fault brought another fault 
into trie light, and condemned red legs in the 
eyes of. all good sportsmen. - . 
■ :Now, when fresh* blood is "required ift the 
Old Country from the continent the Hungarian 
is preferred and meets Avith the readiest sale, 
not because red legs drives the English nati\^e 
bird out, hut because the Iluugaiian aiKl I'lng- 
lish birds are so much alike in habits, size, and 
plumage, that it is difficult to tell one from the 
other. Like the English bird they "lie very 
.close" to dogs, the covey rising together with 
that fitting Avhirr of Avings Avhich is so attrac- 
tive to all sport-^mcn, but very disconcerting to 
the amatetir. I have more than once walked 



right into the middle of a co\'ey, especially in 
• the/early part o£ the.. season (September),. and 
Jiad thcm,:rise all aroiirid me. 

This the French ' partridge does not very, 
often allow either man or'dog to do, generally 
running, instead of "lying close" and taking to 
the Aving to the nearest rough ground to hide, 
such as in a fence, brushAvood, thick grass- or 
even into a bunch of nettles. ■ '. 

On a hot day Master Rcdiegs is utterly use- 
less for sport, as veiy little running makes him 
as helpless as a duck. Fren.ch ])artridges can 
then be picked up ])anting out of tufts of grass 
nettles and other thick herbage. The keeper's 
retriever-,pn 'Such a;;day will bringuu'iias rmany 
u'nshbt' as sliot'' birds. The second '"fault 
brought to light by the first is that in the first 
of the shooting season, Avhen the coveys arc; 
not broken up and therefore arc not Avild, and 
the Avcather Avarm, red legs is an ideal game 
bird for the poacher, and, out here, the game 
hog. After a day's shooting, Avhen scores of 
tired birds are hidden snugly away for the 
night in fence and other rough cpvejr -the 
I)oachcr, Avith only the assistance of his lurcher 
dog, can make pretty certain of obtaiiling a 
fairly respectable bag before morning, unless 
the keepers are ^continually on the Avatch all 
night; 

Although the French partridges are hand-, 
some, hardy game birds they are not, in my 
opinion, as satisfactory as the English or Hun- 
garian for stocking a new country like Canada, 
not only for the reasons stated above, but be- 
cause ground and Aving A'crmin is excessiA'-e 
everywhere, and protection, strong protection 
. throughout the year, must be given this..t^ird, 
not so much against natural vermin but against 
tAvo legged A'^crmin, knoAvn here as game hogs, 
who, like the poacher, Avill find red legs an 
ideal bird to fill his bag Avith, especially in 
warm Aveather. British Columbia, or any other 
province in Canada, cann'ot give the protection 
required by this bird to insure a j'carly increase 
and ovcrfloAV. If such protection could be 
•given,vl;,see no reason, whyi.the ha^ 
should'noibe inti-odiiced.V,.Bu 
ly protected- the English or Hungarian ' birds 
would^be;th;e most preferable. 

"America's Coming Game Sird" is the title 

of a little booklet containing many particulars 
about Hungarian partridges published by 
Messrs. Wenz and Mackensen, naturalists, 
Yardley, Pa. The future of our game birds 
has given great concern for some years to both 
Canadian and American sportsmen, and the lat- 
ter particularly have made several exi)eriments, 
the most successfiil of- which havei.been with 
pheasants" aqd. Himgari.an partridge. , The 
partridges appear certai'ii to have a great fu- 
ture before them on both sides of the line. 
Their Avhole .history shows them to be suitable 
to American conditions. At first they Averc 
few in number in Europe, but the advance of 
agriculture faA'ored them, and they spread un- 
til that continent is able to give an open- sea- 
son and export considerable quantities^:as';;WeU^^^^^ 
They arc hardy, prolific, a great benefit tP't^^^ 
f .arm i n g comriitinitjr; ' arid --thrive bett'et^i^'urtder 
the protection of cultivation than iri'tlie'-Wilf 
derness. They are twice the size of ordinary 
(piail, and combine Avith the good qualities' 
Avhich have served to make the Bob White 
such favorites, the added ability to Avithstand 
cold Aveather and hardships. The Ayeight of an 
adult Hungarian partridge is about two to tAvo 
and a quarter pounds, the length of the body 
being from twelve to fourteen inches and -they 
measure from tip to tip of Avings eighteen to 
twenty-two inches. It Avill be seen froin thi§ 
that they are more than twice the size of the 
Bob White. Their size and strength play a 
most important part in their adaptability to 
cold climates, because they can easily Avork 
themselves out of deep snoAV in Avhich' cptail 
Avould perish. In their native country extreme 
variations of heat and'cold) are frequent, but the 
]Kirtridges do not seem to suffer from these 
changes. Their size, extreme hardiness, high 
prolificness and swiftness on the Aving, make 
the Hungarian partridge the ideal game bird 
for stocking purposes. Both parents are un- 
tiring guardians of their young, and OAving to 
this care large proportions are reared, so that 
it doesn't take long to populate a Avbole dis- 
trict. The birds feed in coveys in the morn- 
ings and evenings, and tOAvards. noon retireVto 
some secluded spot- to take their, ease and'dtist 
themseU'cs. Partridges are easily pleaded and 
can practically make their living anyAvhcre. 
Few birds so strictly adhere to their once se- • 
lected abo<lc as the Hungarian partridges. 
Even their offspring do not Avandcr aAvay. 
Partridges are sociable, peaceful and affection- 
ate and Avill amiabl}^ share territory with c[uail. 
For sport in the field partridges cannot be sur- 
passed. They are more SAvift in flight than 
quail, and will lie much closer to coven When 
flushed they fly like shot from a shell arid' atl^ 
different angles. It requires a good marks-', 
man under favorable conditions to bag more 
thain two of these SAvift birds on a raise. Hun- 
garian partridges mate in pairs only, and not 
less than twelve i)airs should be planted out; 
in one section. The liberation requires to bo 
carefully done, or the birds Avill' continueiVtb^^^^ 
get as far away from their captor a!s possible-' 
•tijl exhausted: .Tlie /crates in Avhich the birds 
are confined should-'Be So loosened that the 
birds can escape ' themselves, and. if food and 
Avater have been prcAnously placed near by so 
that the birds can easily find the same on lib- 
eration they will almost invariably make their 
home Avhere they found their first feed. Part- 
ridges can be successfully raised in captivity if 
reasonable care is taken. ■ In their Avild state 
they ..are hardly ever subject tO^Jdisease. and 
vi^heri',this occur^ in captiyity 'it slipAA^'s . faulty 
management. A varied diet is recpiTimencIed. 
— Rod and. Gun. ; - '- '-...'. „•;;:, -.

Tills l.s a natural pha.se wltli a child 
of avorase intelli(4-ence, and marks 
tlie awakening and progress of brain 
activity; It is the natural method of obtaining know- 
ledge. ; 

A child wlio.io powers of observation are fully 
awake, and who Ikw a sullicient command of lan- 
guage at lii.s disposal, ni.'ikes enquiries us to the 
wonderful tilings gradually unfolding to his aston- 
ished senses as naturally as a duck takes to water. 

When a child po-ssesalng these conditions floes 
not ask continual questions. It Is a sure Indication 
that there is something amiss -either physically or 
mentally: a lack of health or a lack of Intelllgecne. 
The intelligent child Js an acute observer, little es- 
capes his notice and he probes to the very depths of 
any subject that Interests him. 

Continual "don'ta" tend to stultify a child's nature' 
ho becomes timid or rebellious, according to his in- 
herited tendencies, when Ills psychic reaching out to 
the world Is clieckod. 

But the refu-sal to an.swer (luerios, and the fre- 
(piently rcitcraled coimnand not to ask "silly ques- 
tions" checks the mental effort to expand and pro- 
vents the natural development that at first precedes 
and afterwards accompanies othvn- forms of learning. 

Fortunately for the rising generation the "'good 
old times" when childish attempts at gathering 
knowledge were frustrated at every point ar-c over. 

The :\Ud-Viclorian nui-se or nursery-governess, 
whoso duty It was, under the parent, to train the 
little ones," replied to most questions with the time- 
honored formula that "children should be seen and 
not heard," cu- with the emphatic assertion thg-t she 
was not a dictionary, a convenient phrase when the 
nursery-govern-esB ■stage had been reached, for It 
covered a vast amount of Ignorance on the teacher's 
part. 

Those days have gone by for ever, and an im- 
proved knowledge of psychology and the sclentilie 
d<6velopment of the child mind causes parents to be 
more careful that the dawning intelligence does not 
receive an early "sot-back" by quenching It's thirst 
for knowledge. Still there is room for further im- 
provement, the "eternal why" is still too much dis- 
couraged and the answers given leave much to be 
desired. 

Hero, for a -nomcnt, I ask leavo to digress, to 
make It quite clear to my iniaders that I do not for 
a moment uphold, Indeed I am Very strong in my 
condemnation of allowing a child In any way to 
make himself or herself a nuisance to others by Im- 
pertinent and wholly unnecessary questions, nor 
should a child ever bo permitted to join in the con- 
versation of its elders without lirst asking leavo to 
do so. In this respect a child indeed .should be "seen 
and not heard," and lastly it Is a most annoying 
trick some parents have of allowing their children to 
give their own views on a subject an& talk all the 
older and, wiser people down. No, In these things I 
aiaj^ that, we might copy ' with a great deal of ad- 
vantage the, rules and methods of our grandparents. 
A child should always have due refspcct foi;, the Ideas 
and views of Us pa.rents and elders, but oyery object 
that the lUtte child' sees,' .every- conversation he 
hears; in fact, everything that Impresses any of his 
five senses, suggests a question, and the reply 
should never bo refused. Although a child should 
never bo permitted to break into and Interrupt a 
conversation bvjtween its elders there is no .reason 
why It should not ask qucjtlons afterwards. Indeed 
this should be encouraged, and any "knotty" point 
should bo made as clear as possible. 

There are varied ways of answering thes-o 
"eternal whys." A wise person will take care that 
these answers convey useful knowledg'O impressing 
early truths, and possessing educational value; whllu 
a foolish one will reply In a manner calculated to 
arrest the small qucstlon-er in his search for Infor- 
mation, thereby discouraging brain activity and 
missing the opportunity of giving a valuable le.sson. 

A'ery young children are naturally the most cred- 
ulous of mortals. Having had p.o experience to 
help them, they fully accel>t every answer given to 
their questions, and these answers le&ye a lasting 
impression. The great Importance will therefore be 
seen of giving ab'solufely truthful xepliea In simple 
language which Is easily understood and which ad- 
mits of no wrong Interpretation, for when once an 
idea to firmly fixed it Is a difficult matter to "oust" It. 
The eternal -why Is natural, and should never be for- 
bldd"en; but, to return for a moment to the question 
of Impertinent and unnecessat-y questions. It should 
bo guided Into profitable channels. It is for want of 
isuch guidance that questUmlng degenerates, too of- 
ten. Into incessant parrot-like qu-t^rles, and little heed 
is given to the reply. 

The child with an extra spice of mischief In his 
composition, seeing th.'it it annoys, urges a multitude 
of "whys" in season and out of season, rejoicing to 
.sec the effects upon his elders. This state of affairs 
is alike unprofitable to the child and irirltatlng to his 
ciders and should bo avoided and put a stop to at 
once by a very simpl'C method. 

Answers to even the most trivial of fiuojtions 
should be well considered and carefully worded In 
order to leave a lasting impression. Full reasons for 
everything should be given wherever possible and 
the child should be encouraged to enlarge upon the 
matter under consideration from all points, giving 
plenty of time tq a single subject instead of touch- 
ing superficially a.do^en different ones. His atten- 
tion should not be allowed to wander until full 
answer of one particular "why" has been Impressed 
upon him. To attain thi^ the Information must be 
se.rved up in the most attractive form possibl'e. 
These prolonged answers lay the foundation of the 
habit of concentration, that most valuable of quali- 
ties, without which success In any career is im- 
possible. 

A llttlo later on (at first the Intervening ])erlod 
"Should not exceed some hours) the child should bi^ 
asked Ills own (piestions, in order to see how niueh 
he has reall.\- understood and retained on the sub- 
j'ect. Any points upon which he i.s hazy should be 
made clear and those forgotten recalled to his mind, 
thu.s developing memory. 

By treating the "eternal why" in this manner 
cliildn n will bo (lulckly discouraged from asking un- 
necessar.v questions and also once they have asked 
a (luestlon there will be no need for them to make 
the same (juery again. 

Tile educational vahu? of "whys" of course varies 
with the subject upon which Information Is sought, 
but a wise teacher will sift the grain from the chaff. 

Questions concerning profitable subjects will be 
dealt with at length, while undesirable questlonrfand 
those of no value will be replied to In such a manner 
that they will cease to Interest and excite no further 
curiosity. 

In dealing with this phase of childhood patience — 
much patience — Is required, as Indeed U Is In most 
phases of the education and brlnglng-up of chil- 
dren; but with patience much may be done In this 
inattor. There is ono more point worthy of notice — 
It is the human nature of small children to persist in 
ceaseless qitestloiis, ]jartlcularly If thoy se'o that by 
doing so they are "making you cross." "It is such 
fun to make Aunty A. or Uncle B. cross," they Chink; 
but if you answei their questions with a smtllng 
face and goodwill thoy will not care to pester you 
with useless queries, it will be- "no fun" any more and 
they win only ask you what they really desire to 
•know. 



GOWNS AND GOSSIP 

The importance of Details 

In dross, aw In many other tlilng.s, it is the small 
details which have the greatest influence, and which 
largely affect the style. At the present momont It la 
not only what la worn, but the manner of wearing, 
that Is: so •: Important, and to be well turned out 
means a study In detail from the underwear to the 
chapoRu. The collar band Ik the great stumbling 
block 'of the Inexperienced dressmaker, bo she ama- 
teur or professional. Many a charming, blouse or 



" b6'dlc6''hav'e I socn utterly di'prived of chic and style 
by a slovenly colla'r. It has been, perhaps too low, 
or liisunU'iently finished at the top, and so has 
marred the effect. The newest bands are very higli, 
quite tight, and mostly finish with a frill of minuto 
dimensions. Quito the nicest and most convenient 
collar-band is removable, end fastens at the back. 
It must, of course, coincide to some extent with the 
other trimmings, and when this cannot be obtained 
at the ^lops it is made by the dressmaker. 'With the 
removable collar ono is indopcndunt, and can omit it 
In favor of the high coat or the throw -over scarf, 
aiid best of all. If properly .secured, It .neatens the 
nock of a tfodico as no fixed collar can, or does, how- 
ever perfect In cut. Sleeves aro other Items which 
froiiuently mar the success of an otherwise delightful 
toilette. Just now the cut varies slightly only to the 
inexperienced eye, but 11 Is certainly a minor detail 
which has nn Immense influence on the style. l<'orni- 
crly the long sleovo had a close, round armholo, and 
was put in with some gathers or pleats over tlio 
shoulder, and it fitted the arm tightly from shoulder, 
to wal^it. Now it has no fulness on the shoulder, 
and is longer and looser at the foreaiin, and there l.s 
a graduated slackness above the elbow which y'ot 
differs materially from the fuller Glgot sleeve. 

In boots, the latest fashion Is long and narrow, 
and W(! no longer strive to acquire a sliort effect by 
lieels .sloping towards the centre. Clone, too, h;)s tho 
single straj) and tho full bow, as. Indeed, everything 
else which tends to detract from a long and slender 
outline, 

Gloves of three-button length are to have their 
turn, and where they cannot match the gown, or tho 
trimmings, ficelle, lavender, and fresh tones, aro 
chosen. - If tho sleeve Is dark and unrelieved by "'lace, 
or lighter trimmings, ficelle, or pale tan and anto- 
lop'e -shades are good, but most sleeves have frills of 
net, lace, or lawn, and tho gloves then match the 
frills. 

Veils are chiefly affected by the shape and style 
of the chajieau, and there are few women ivho can 
arrange a loose veil gracefully or witliout producing 
an untidy effect. On large hats the long bordered 
veil Is simply put on In the fashion of a curtain, 
with the ends gathered up and crossed on the brim. 
The tight veil is gathered a little In the centre, at 
both edges, and then collected closely over the brim 
at the back. 

As for underwear, no very modish gown can set 
well unless the corset is long" and fits the hips like ii 
glove, and the petticoats look as if absolutely glued 
to the wearer. Anything thick or stiff Is Impossible, 
and tiic skirt of rustling glaco has given place to the 
Umpest satin of some weight. Beneath this there 
are skirt knickers closely fitted on the hips, so as to 
take up little room under the corsets. Tho long Dl- 
rectolre skirt is raised with the right hand from tho 
centre back seam, catching It first about the line of 
the knees, and the left side slightly "hitched" up to 
make a little fold on the' hips. In this 'manner it 
does not define the figure too closely, and the skirt 
completely clears tho ground, and yet retains Us 
close and slender effect. 

Much of the characterlatlc style of the Dircctolre 
coat is lost If a plain vest Is- worn. A stock and 
jabot of lace, or a full pleated frill falling out In 
front enhances the effect, and with tho high waist, or 
deep cummerbund is decidedly an acquisition. 
Tlie sash is another valuable addition, and if long 
and fringed is put on from the front, with just a few 
folds, and brought from tho back and knotted loose- 
ly on tho left hip. The sash Is worn both with long 
and short skirts, and is usually of black satin for 
day gowns, this note of black being eminently Par- 
isian and fashionable. 

As to tho chapeau, those of Immense size are al- 
ready on the wane, and the hiyii eVowii, with mod- 
erate brim, accords delightfully with the Dircctolre 
fashions. A cluster of large plumes and a largo 
buckle form the prominent trimmings and there Is a 
new turban which the ftirrler has adopted which at 
the moment is all the rage in Paris, though the fur 
stole with long ends and qult^ broad on the shoul- 
ders Is fashlonablo In the bushier style of fur, the 
narrower scarves) worn' In the throw-over style still 
find many admirers. The newest tl'e is, however, 
quite small, and worn close round the neck, and it 
leaves all the fussy front trimmings of the Direc- 
tolre coat uncovered and is ve'ry young and smart la 
•effect. ^ 



COOKERy FOR INVALIDS 

Although Important at all times, and in many 
cases vital, I fear Invalid Cookery Is a branch of 
household management but dimly understood by 

many. 

Frequent aro tho cooks who can send in soups of 
latest fashion, yet who know little, and care less, of 
the making of beef-tea, nourishing broths, such as 
chicken and mutton tea and sucli like, and many are 
tho daughters who can do wonders in cake and 
sweetmeat m.aklng but show lamentable ignorance 
when jellies and puddings for the sick-room aro 
needed, or refreshing beverages are asked for by the 
Invalid who Is thirsty and wants something nice to 
drink. Tho doctor prescribes what the patient may 
or must have. Tho nurso sees that it is .administered 
or served at the right hour, but It is the cook, 
whether she be tlie empress of the kitchen or the 
mother of the family, or one of the daughters or sis- 
ters of the house who must see to its proper cooking. 
Therefore must the subject of Invalid Cookery oc- 
cupy a chief place In domestic Instruction. It Is not 
only extremely necessary, but. also a very real duty, 
and I hope to show today how to make beef, mutton 
and chicken t^, how to cook arrowroot and make 
oatmeal, sago, . or barley gruel, how to achieve whey, 
and wine whey and other beverages, and how to 
send in an appetizing little dish of 'flsh or chicken 
and dainty pudding; and let mo urge my readers 
that such tilings be experimented upon and learnt to 
perfection before sickness come-!, so that an invalid 
is not the first to tost what ma.v possibly bo a good 
attempt, but not a finished work of art. 

To Make Beef Tea 

Have 1 lb. of lean beef from the round hough, or 
altch bone. Remove all fat, and .sinew and skin, 
and cut up very finely- Indeed. ]'ut It In an earthen- 
ware jar, and pour one pint of cold water over it, let 
it soak for an hour, when the water will bo red and 
the meat whlttf. Now put the jar, closely covered, In- 
to a saucepan with boiling water to come uj) two- 
thirds of its depth. Simmer by the lire for two or 
three hours, then pour off the liquid, and remove all 
fat which has risen to the surface with a spoon. If 
any jiartlcles remain, take thoin off with a sheet of 
kitchen paper. Season with salt as required. 

AV'hen Invalids tire of beef tea, chicken or mutton 
tea, made in exactly the same way Is often welcom- 
ed, and tea made from beef, mutton and veal In 
eciu;il (luantltles Is a welcome ami diUlc;.,;,^; variety, 
being both pleasant and very iiourlsniris. 

The great desideratum Is hIow, gentle cooking in 
a covered jar, and absolute freedom from fat. To 
ensure the latter it is well, when possible, to make 
the beef or other tea the day before it is wanted, as 
fat is much more easily removed from cold than 
from hot liquid. 

For very strong beef tea, make as above, but 
fasten the lid of the Jar down with a strip of water 
paste. Boil for five houra, then atraln and squeeze 
out all the liquid. 

.Beef Essenee 

This Is made without the addition of water at 
all. The finely minced beef must be put Into a jar, 
with a very little salt, and tho cover of tho Jar fas- 
tened down with paste to keep out all steam. Place 
the Jar In the oven for four hours. Then strain 
throiigh a coarse sieve. It Is an excellent restora- 
tive administered iCrc4uontly In small quantities, a 
tbaspo'onful at a time. 

Raw Beef Essence for Sandwiches 

Chop beof up very finely .and J|ub It through a 
seive. Season nicely, and spread, on thin fingers of 
brown or 'White ' breads / Ono ounce of moat Is as 
much ias should be preparfed at a tlme.^ 

^ Raw Beef Tea 

'VN'^ash and wipe clean ono ounce of raw boef free 
from skin and fat. Scrape . the ; moat with a sharp 
knife till It Is all shred completpIy;?i|,;'Do,>thlSi!-.ln a; 
soup plate, and put a lablespodnful' of ■ cold- water 
over. CoVer with aiiot,'ior pliito and every now and 
then press, tlie, meat with a wooden spoon. After two 
or three hours the essence, of the beof -ivlll be ex- 



tracted and the red liquid may bo strained off. It 
Is boat to serve iiiiti m <-oii.iiiiii Biuos, as It ifc not 
a very Invltlnp looking beverage, but It la quite nlco 
to taste, and very nourishing. - . . - 

MOW to Make Arrowroot 
Have two teaspoonfuls of the llncst arrowroot 
procurable. (Cheap arrowroot is useless and injur- 
ious.) Mi.x in a cup v.'ltli as much milk as will re- 
duce It to a paste. Then pour over lialf a pint of 
boiling milk, stlrrlns all tho time. Pour back both 
milk and arrowroot into the saucepan and stir over a 
slow lire till it bolls and tblokena. Cook slowly for 
ten minutes more. This la most Important and; neg- 
lect of this is responsible for tho taste of the arrow- 
root which makes it unpalatable to the . patient. 
Sweeten to tasto and serve very hot. It ought to be 
of the consistency of a good cream, more milk may 
be added, and a flavoring of wine or brandy, If liked, 
and If the doctor permits. 

How to Make Good Gruel 

Whether oatmeal or groats be used the method Is 
the same. Allow two toasjioonfuls to half a pint of 
boiling milk (or water it water gruel is ordered). 
Mix tho meal smoothly with a little cold milk. Then 
pour on tho boiling milk all tho time; pour back in- 
to the saucepan and cook for ten minutes, stirring all 
the while. Strain and serve with a seasoning of 
salt, or sugar if preferred. Brandy, sherry, butter or 
rum, may be used*to flavor gruel if allowed by the 
doctor. 

Sago GrUel 

This Is made in the reverse way, and with water, 
in tho proportion of half a pint to two teaspoonfuls 
of sago. The water must bo ([ulte boiling before tho 
sago is sprinkled In. Then It must boll, stirred all 
the time, till the sago is clear and the water has 
thickened. It niuat be a gruel consistency, not U 
pudding, and niiiy be flavored to tasto with port 
wine, a little sugar, and grated nutmeg. 

Toast Water 

This is simplicity Itself, bnlng simply what It Is 
called, a crust of bread toasted brown, and •soaked 
for three-quarters of an hour In cold water. Caro 
must be taken to strain the liquid off without dis- 
turbing the toast, or it will not be clear. 

Whito Wine Whey 

This Is nourishing and stimulating as well, es- 
pecially ;'or children. The milk must be boiling, and 
then to half a pint a glass of sherry must be poured 
in, just as the milk boils. The curds are strained 
through a muslin and the Whey may be used hoi or 
cold as desired. 

THE CHAPERON'S RETURN 

The decree has gone forth — the chaperon is onco 
more to return to the ball-room after quite a long 
absence. 

This Is what we are hearing at any rate — of 
course she Is tc be a modernized chaperon, and that 
Is only fair to my way of thinking. It was all very 
well fifty years ago to expect a girl to rotuirn to her _ 
chaperon after every dance, but I think that tho de- 
cline and. partial extinction of this eminently, re- 
spectable person was for the simple reason that she 
was; tdo strict and held ithe -reins of government'-' -so 
tightly that her .charges, rabelled against bor au- 
thority. .In Victorian tlmea-it may have' been all 
right for, the chaperon 'to ' Interfere If she thought 
her. charge danced toO'Oftcn with an "ineligible" or 
made herself conspicuous In any way. But times be- 
gan to change, and when the spirit of liberty came 
upon the scene all was different. Girls began to feel 
the new Influence and joined in the clamor for lib- 
erty, tliough when they got it I do not know that 
they found It as delightful as they expected. 

'i'oung heads are not always either strong or wise 
enough to realize that liberty, If abused. Is apt to 
prove itself a tyrant, so that they merely pass from 
one bondage to another, and that la as true now as It 
was then. 

I personally should hate to bo a chaperon. In the 
strict sense of the word. It must be awfully dull 
work to sit and look on while other people enjoy 
tliomselves. Yet chaperons are in many ways to bo 
rc?gretted, althoucrh tliere arc people who say that 
there are no Institutions of the Victorian era worthy 
of rev^val. Thoy rave and rant about the crinoline 
and the poke bonnet. I don't know that the exagger- 
ated skirts were more inconvenient to others than 
the "cart-wheel" bats of tho present day with their 
towering mass of flowers or feathers! Sonie of 
them are undoubtedly becoming, no one can deny, 
and the crinoline seems to have no recommendation 
for this even, as it is hard to see wherein, its beauty 
lies, but then the hats under discussion are some- 
times very out of place. At a matinee for Instance! 
So It Is with the chaperon. There Is something to 
be said for her, too, and I. have beard several moth- 
ers, aye, and daughters, too, say that they welcome 
her return with pleasure. 

No doubt many chaperons of the old roglnic wore 
glad to bo relieved In a correct and legitimate man- 
ner of the duty and responsibility of looking after 
other iieople's girls. Of course. It was not so bad 
when It was their own daughters. Even then It 
could not have been much pleasure sitting hour after 
hour in patient boredom, longing for tlie time to 
come when thoy would bo released and could go 
home to bed. I don't believe girls realized how kind 
It was of thorn to undertake such a dreary and un- 
grateful task. Then, If they danced more than an 
occasional square dance, how shocked people wore, 
and partnerless girls accused thcni of taking away 
their partners! 

You, dear reader, may well ask, "Then why do 
they want to become tho fashion again?" 

I answer, I ,ain sure I should not In their place, 
and perhaps thoy do not. In fact they are not, from 
all I hear, the principal factor in the matters of 
their return. Nor Is it the glrlo themselves, although 
thoy acknowledge that it is pleasanter to have their 
mother or some married friend with them. In fact 
they say thoy feel more at liberty when this is the 
case than when they aro "on their own." 

"Then," you again ask. "If It is not the chaperons, 
and not the girls, what Is tho principal factor in the 
return of the chaperon'.'" I answer again, it is tho 
young men, upon whom tho success of a dance must 
more or less depend; it is they who prefer the pres- 
ence rather thon tho absence of the chaperon.

"I've always had a sort of sneaking feeling that 
tho last thing I would barter Is that llttlo mysterious 
bit Of fundamental spirituality with which most of us 
are born," says Margaret In Beatrice Harraden's last 
novel. That is Just It. And Is it not that spark of 
spirituality which makes childhood the delightful 
thing it is, and children such inspiring companions? 
Aa regards believing in fairies, of course children do 
not believe In fairies as people pin their faith on 
creeds. It more that to the fresh unspoiled child- 
mind everything is wonderful and everything Is i)os- 
slblc, one happening is not more strange than an- 
other. 

Tho first sight of the falling snow so soft, so 
white and so light is a wonder entrancing every child 
that sees it. It would scarcely be more wonderful 
to the little child who watches it.

Happily, there is plenty to encourage it and always 
will be as long aa "Alloc in "Wonderland," ilans Aii- 
dorson'.s and Grimm's clianuing .stories, aiul dear 
old-fashioned Cinderella and .Tack the Gin nl -killer 
fairy tales lie about our inirserirs and schoolrooms. 
And what better antidote to clilldl.''h scepticism 
could possibly be found than Mr. Barrle's fairy-play 
of "Potor Pan?" 

Imaginative children grow uj) into explorers. In- 
ventors, pioneers; and the dullards and sceptics into 
liumdrum men and women. 

Do let us leavo our little ones their fancies and 
imaglnlngfl, and let them liellcvi^ in the dear old 
fairies which I am sure held such a warm sjiot in our 
hearts when wo were children and whk-li pi'rha])s .still 
haunt some of us now and then. I can honestly :r.iy 
that 1 am not too old f<u- ■■Alice in WfJiidcrland," .\-et, 
with quaint little Alice and the delightful characters 
depicted therein.

cushions of the moveable seat is an unfadeablo , 
Jaspe which although only a very small price per 
yard is very nice looking stuff and. as Its name.sugT- ' J 
gest.'! la unfadeable by the sun. Most other materials 
would have little beauty left when the' seats' return 
from their summer sojourn to the fireplace for the,:. :; 
winter. So much for window seats. '"-o'-:;' 

Now, another topic upon which I want to touch 
today is that of the armchair. A really comfortable 
armchair is. indispensable to the man or woman who 
has earned repose after a good day's work, but It is 
not a thing to be found in every house. 

Armchairs there may be, decorative in appearance 
but highly deceptive as to comfort, the back perhaps , 
so upright that one has to in . some manner, resemble. : 
a poker to be able to sea,t.ones6lf therein at all, bth- -j- 
era sloped back so. far-.tHat -one Is recllrilng • with 
one's head three foet/or 'so.' only from tho floor, and 
Is .only, able to spealt In .gasps and flutters. Oh! I 
have tried all of these and speak from experience. 
T know well, too, those armchairs with an uncomfort- 
able narrowness between the arms so that . one gets 
wedged in tight and Is left speechless -wondering 
what human strategy is ever going to devise a' plan , 
whereby one -will oventually be extricated, then thero: .;H' 
is the possibility of tho seat being too low, too high,'-" 
too hard, too yielding. Sonio of grandfather's chairs, 
which w-ero so popular a few years ago, were most 
uncomfortable things to spend- an evening In, al- 
though so picturesque and suitable for occ^vslonal 
use In a hall or dining-room. 

A modilled kind of Grandfather with roll-ovor 
arms and of satisfactory proportions is nice, and so 
is a lounge chair. These are generally covered In 
velvet, tapestries, or saddle-bags, but loose covers of 
chintz are so dainty and can easily be slipped over 
them, and you can got such lovely shades to match 
the various rooms. At this time of. year there may 
be some young jjoople who have made up their minds 
to take the great step of matrimony and start house- 
keeping for themselves. To such I should like to bo 
of a little assistance, and I shall give one or two 
hints this week that might come in useful. 

Many are tho wiso saws and proverbs pointing 
out the importance of a good start, and it Is surely 
ono of tlio fundamental truths, learnt very early in 
life, that the -success of a structure visible or invis- 
ible, dejiends practically upon the foundation upon 
which it la built. There it Is well that the first furn- 
ishing of a homo should bo the object of serious at- 
tention, that tho most may bo made of everything. 
In the first place, unless advice is taken, the chances 
are that the furnishing Is undertaken In sojtnewhat.a 
haphazard fashion— too much being spent on bne- de- 
partment and npty enough on another— and :that,:Buf- 
ficleht attention i^'inot . paid .to the > practical qualities 
of the furniture and ' materials. ' ,, ' 

In tho second place, tho shopping is very likely 
done in a hurry and the ignorant housewife falls a 
prey to the first wily- salesman. Who sees a chance of 
getting rid of furniture unsaleable to experienced ' 
buyers. In furnishing,' Indeed, there is hb better i ad- 'l: 
vice than to "hasten slowly", to buy the absolute' ne- . : 
cessities first and to take plenty of time over acquir- 
ing the other Items. But these ' necessities should all 
be thoroughly gpod. , ' 

I think the advice* so often given to newly-mar- 
rled couples to get everything chbip at first and to 
replace with better articles Is particularly fatal. - Far' 
better policy Is It to start on <a foundation of -really ; 
good furniture and to add. to It as funds and.oppor- ' 
tunlty permit. Expenses have way of increasing 
instead of decreasing, and if makeshifts aro orioe .In- 
troduced into a home it Is extremely doubtful if they 
are ever replaced by better things. 

The fashion of giving bits of fu'riiitute as a wed- ' 
ding present Is growing, and surely, this type of gift 
is as acceptable a ono as can be offered. Furniture 
is alwav.s in evidence, reminding Its owner of the 
giver, and IE it is good In tho first place it Im- 
proves, rather than deteriorates, with time. Thon 
turnlturo can never be do trop, which la more than, 
can bo said of silver and otlier presents. And, In 
those days, a good bit of furniture does not uc(iessl- 
tate a large outlay. Little pieces oC old furniture can 
be had at modest prices, if ono knows how to go 
about It, and the reproductions of old furniture aro 
Ho beautiful that tho new will mix with tho old. A 
graceful little cabinet, a chaj-mlng old table, a 
modern armchair of luxurious proportions, an old 
rush-seated chair. What could bo more delightful 
as a present than one of those? 

l.Tiifortunately, If people do have tho happy 
thought of giving furniture for a wedding present 
they are often beguiled by showy rubbish, such as a 
hideous erection for holding plants, or abominable 
coal scuttles or something equally uninteresting. If 
only they would realize that however small a sum 
thoy may be prepared to spend on It, something ■ 
really good can bo bought for it, their presents 
would bring lasting pleasure, and thoj' would feel the 
satisfaction of having provided a permanent piece,' 
however small, for tho now homo, ■ 

Now I seem to have strayed far from tho original 
theme of a good start to that of -(veddlng presents so 
by your leavo I will return to tho beginning. 

'i'lie best plan for a young couple about to furnish 
Is to divide up tho sum tlioy Intend to spend, allot- 
ting so much to each for each room and determining 
not to exceed that limit. Otherwise, too much is sure, 
to bo Kjient on tho drawing-room and on odds and ', 
ends that are not necessary at first, leaving a short- 
age for .strict and probably uninteresting necessities. 
Good carpets are an economy in tlio end, so 1 advise 
tho Hum to be allotted to those to bo as generous as 
possible, at any rate for the sitting-rooms. 

Art squares are quite appropriate 'and their J cblors 
are admirable iiow-a-days, "Lilttlo and good" shoul'd 
bo tho mctto for Initial furnishing and then it Is im- 
possible to go very far wrong. 

For the consolation o-; thoso furnishing on a 
really limited sum and fooling that tho "good" mu.st 
mean so very, very "llttlo," I may mention that one 
rarely or' never sees an underfurnlsliod room, while 
tho number of rooms apoUt'by ovcr-furnlshing must ; 
be apparent to overyoiigt One good bit. of furniture ;;' 
has nloro effect and' gij.'ifi more pleasure than half d"'- 
dozen meretricious or. ;s, while tbero aro many ox- 
i-uHi>s for not h.-iving the I'lglU thing there arc noiio 
:il all r. 
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HERE docs the House, of Lords 
stand at present in Great Britain? 
Mr. Asquitii has one idea, Mr. 
Balfour another. Both haye ex- 
pressed their views recently, and 
a comparison of thcsCiV , two;', 
speeches will be found interesting. ; ' 

Addressing, the righfc wing of ^the Liberal . 
party in.the .National Liberal Club, Mr."As- 
qyith spoke of the misdeeds- of the House of 
Lords. ■ ' 

■ The speech was delivered in reply to the 
toast of Mr. Asquith's health. There was a 
painful premonition of the difficulty with 
which the Premier approached the central 
part of his address in the tortuous course by 
which he led up to it. To an audience already 
convinced upon the point'he spoke of the great 
tilings which, in the teeth of aill obstacles, the 
Government had already accomplished in three 
short years. It had maintained abroad the in- 
fluence of Great Britain a.s tiic friend of peace ; 
it had vindicated the public law of Europe; it 
had put an end to the di.saslrous experiment of 
Chinese labor in South Africa, and brou.qht 
Ijriton and Boer together. Yet, said Mr. .As- 
quith, they were there that night, not to com- 
memorate a success, but a failure. The refer- 
ence was to the Licensing Bill. The spirit on 
iyhich that Bill wa.5 based, said the speaker, 
was well known : — 

In the first place its main principles, and 
particularly the principle of the time limit — in 
other words, the prescription by law of a meas- 
urable term of years in which the monopoly 
value which the statute creates — was to pass 
put'of private hands into those of, and for the 
b'eiiisfit of, the ' communify — those principles 
^Ye^e put before the electors in 1906. 

These principles had been piit before the 
electors at the general election ; if any one 
doubted it he need only look at the political 
literature circulated broadcast at that time. 
The electorate had returned to power the Lib- 
eral party, which endorsed those principles ; 
and, last, the Bill had passed the House of 
Commons by large majorities. But what had 
the House of Lords donelto it? 

Before a Avord had " been utterecl in the 
House of Lords in explanation of its provisions, 
its fate \\;as already sealed. The Leader of the 
Opposition in the assembly summoned to his 
os'/n house a private gathering of his own sup- 
porters, and there and then, as we are informcdi 
submitted to them, on his own authority, to 
which, \yith one or two protests, they imme- 
diiitely deferred, a proposition that the Bill 
shculd beat once and summarily put to death. 
A;,secbud':r^ was, indeed, to be 

allowed— a perfunctory arid an unreal $econd 
reading debate (cheers) oyer an already, open 
graye.'; *'• ^ v 

. . An - Unhappy Cpncatehation 
■. ;'"Tlve debate, Mr.- Asqiiith went on to say, 
plight as well have been held In the "Oxford 
Union or. at Cogers' Hall — an unfiappy con- 
catenation, at which his hearers were much 
amused. The incident did not stand alone. 
The whole thing was -a matter of experience, 
the experience of an " assembly which, in. a 
single session, rejected the Plural X'oting Bill 
and passed the Trade Disputes l)ill. 

In a word, said j\Ir. Asquith, the present 
system enabled the leader of the party defeat- 
ed a'; the polls to determine, through the 
House of Lords, what should or should not be 
the legislation of the country. Was this, state 
of things to continue? There were loud 
.shouts of "i\'o," ami the Liberal leader, warm- 
ing to his task, declared: — 

" We say it must be brought to an end. I 
invite the Liberal jjarty tonight to treat the 
vote cf the House of Lords* as the dominating 
issue in politics — (loud and prolonged ap- 
plause) — the dominating issue, because in the 
long run it absorbs and it overshadows everv 
other. 

Here, then, was the critical point of the 
speech, and naturally one expected to hear 
some positive pronouncement of what his 
Majesty's Ministers jiroposcd to do. But none 
was forthcoming. The only declaration, a.s 
previously remarked, was one of what the 
Government were not .going to do. 

"It may be J shall be asked tomorrow 
morning. Why do not you advise his Ala- 
jesty at once to dissolve Parliament? That 
would be to admit a new clain: on the part of 
the House of Lords, a claim never yet put for- 
ward — never at any. rate either pressed or ad- 
mitted—the right to dictate botii the occasion 
and flie date of a dissolution. By whorii ban 
this alleged rigliTr ever beeji defined, and .in 
what terms?. By whom has it ever been 
recognized, and on what occasions? 

llavin.g made his declaration, such as it 
was, the Prime Minister went on to argue in 
its defence froin tlic point c;l' view of liislorv 
and fi-om that of_ practical i)olitics. .\cver 
since 18,^2 had a dissolution taken place on ac- 
count of a vote in the Mouse of Lords! nor 
would lie novv' make such a i^reccdcnt. An.'! 
if he did, vvhat: WOU,ld.;b.e the-.rcsult?. The life 
of a Liberal Governrncnt woiild be a series of 
general elections. 

His Majesty's Government will advise the' ■ 
King to dissolve Parliaiuent not at the time . ^ 
prescribed at its own caprice by an irrespons- ' 
ible assembly, but at the time neither sooner 
nor later which lliey, with the confidence of 
their elected and representative supporters, in 
their own unfcttcrcd^ag|i^'tib"iij''. ' deem, to be 
iigiit (applause). ' ' ' . 

After this somewhat lame conclusion, the 
Premier outlined vaguely \\\mt the future was 
likely to bring forth. One after the other he 
red to the stock subjects wililwvhich, the 



programme of the Liberal party is full, and 
laid significant stress on the fact that the fin- 
ancial element loomed largely in all of them. 
He treated humorously the fears that had been 
expressed that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is likely to be faced^^ith; an. enormous 
'deficit, and continued : — • ' ' ' > ; •• 

"It is not for me tonight to suggest or. even 
guess at the source from which he will-seek to 
satisfy his're.quiremeiits (laughten). That he 
will prove equal to the' burden that is laid up- 
on him I entertain no doubt (hear, hear). One 
thing, gentlemen, is certain, the Budget of 
next year will stand at the very centre of our 
work (hear, hear, and applause). I was .going 
to say that by it we should stand or fall, but 
by it we shall be judged, both by the present 
generation and b}' posterity." 

A defence of the House of Lords and, if 
not a tlefencc, at any rate an explanation of 
the dual party system of government, were 
amongst the 'le.ading features of a speech 
made l)y Mr. Balfour last night, at the annual 
dinner of the United Wards' Club of the City 
of London, held at 
Cannon Street Hotel. 
The gathering was 
numerous and repre- /' 
sentative. In the ab 
sencc of Sir Edward y 
Clarke, the toast ot 
"The House of Parlia- '' 
ment" was proposed b} 
Dr. Miller Maguire. 

Mr. fealfour said that ' 
he responded to the .f$;|S||i^^^^^ 
toast under some diffi- 
culties. His first diffi- 
culty was that he had 

to reply for both y^f'f:^''i&'W!^W'M^i'M^ 
Houses. Others arose 
from the commentaries 
of Dr. Afaguire, who, 
he gathered, had visit- 
ed both Houses recent- 
ly and found them 
wanting (laughter). .He 
would, however, do his 
best. He understood 
from sources outside 
the House of Commons 
that they were not at 
one at this moment 
(laughter), , and -tliat

responding for both in 

the same speech was like the man who had to 
propose the health of the husband and wife 
who were seeking divorce (laughter). At the 
same time, in defence of the House of Lords, 
he might say that in the House of Commons 
that night the Minister in charge of an elab- 



orate Bill accepted practically all the amend- 
ments made by the Lords ("hear, hear). If 
the liousc of Lords was aljolirihe<l ("No, 
never") they must find some other Assembly 
qualified to do tlie work whi.tli the Piouse of 
Lords was now alone able to 'perform- (hear, 
hear.)' ' ' 

Government by Public Opinion 

He was not, however, .going to be betray- 
ed into dealing with jiarty politics (laughter). 
It was said that there were disadvantages in 
our party system- of government, -but 'nobody 
had ever devised a better plati, inasmuch' as 
nobody had' invented any method of carrying 
on free government, by which he understood 
government as far as might be by public 
opinion, cxcc])t throu.gh the medimn of dis- 
cussion in large assemblies. He did not think 
that they could avoid the party system. (Jb- 
jections were obvious, but objections to any 
other system would be found still more ob- 
vious, and if they were going to break up the 
dual party system ^hich now existed in the 
country into groups, each coagulating round 
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a ])articular leador, each combining to form a 
government, if possible, it woukh lie tliouglit, 
bring ])rirliamenlary institutions into ])rofound 
discredit (hear, hear). It would be impossible 
in such a condition of things to have that con- 
tinuity of adminiotratioii which even in the 



hands of those from whom he profoundly 
dissented was maintained. He would rather 
have a i-iadical Government in power carry- 
ing on die administration of the country with 
some security that they had behind them the 
support of an organized party than see the ad- 
ministration of a complicated Empire like 
ours bandied about from side to side, from 
group to group, from small section to small 
section, ])reyed upon first by this jjolitica! ad- 
\ciiturer and then by that, ami the whole sys- 
tem brought into liopeless disrepute (hear, 
hcnr). lie knew of no country where the 
party system worked better than in ours. 

Electoral Responsibility 
Having emphasized the responsibility of 
electors for the men returned to the House of 
Commons, Mr. Balfour said that the present 
Ijciusc of Commons, with all its faults, show- 
ed itself capable, like its predecessors, of car- 
rying on the great mission of parliamentary 
institutions in this country .(hear, hear). He 
was.. not depressed about the future of the 
country. He did not believe that they w ere 
going to abolish tlie 
.Mouse of Lords (ap- 
l^lause), and he dit.l not 
think that they w'ere 
going to destroy the 
Mouse of Commons 
(applause). These two 
assemblies now for cen- 
turies had carried on 
the government of, the 
country. 'JMiey made 
mistakes, of course, 
countless mistakes, but 
multiply the mistdkcs 
as the}'- would they 
must admit that these 
assemblies had carried 
on the continuous tra- 
ditions of liberty in this 
coifhtry, and'lle did hot. 
believe that they were 
likely to improve, or 
that they would even 
try to improve, upon 
the machinery in its 
broad aspects by which 
such gfeat results had 
been achieved in- the 
pas]:, and by .\\rhicb. 
equal .results'v.. were to 
be' obtained in the fu- 
ture.

A tri plane is smaller, with a span of only 
twenty-two feet. There is now a plan to intro- 
duce multi-planes, whose wings will be but six 
or seven feet across. 

Yet even wlien the aeroplane's bulk has 
been reduced, it will still have to ascend kite- 
fashion. It will always require a vast open 
space, level and denuded of trees, in order to 
get its start easily. You can't begin a flight 
upon any road you like, or in a P3,rk, or in a 
wood, or in a mountain gorge. You recall that 
experimenters at Issy-les-Moulineaux— MM. 
Ferber, Bleriot, Gastambide, Esnault-Pelle- 
terie, and the rest — were unable to continue 
their work after the police forbade them the 
use of the grounds. 

The Helicopter 

To fly — literally, I mean — you must have a 
helicopter, and while aeraplailes are now cap- 
able of employment by sportsmen, helicopters 
arc still in the laboratory stage of their evolu- 
tion. When Breguet, Cornu and their fellow 
innovators have won a success analogous to 
that of Wright, Parman and IDelagrange, no 
doubt si)ortsmen will take to the helicopter in 
preference to any other .system. 

The helicopter is intended to rise by al- 
most a sheer perpendicular, and can therefore 
be launched anywhere. .'In a few seconds it 
will get clear of all obstructions. You can 
.start frprii' your garden, ' or" even from the 
street. Any open space will do. But a heli- 
copter for sportsmen has -not yet been discov- 
ered. But wh^n it does apjiear it will maintain 
itself in the air very easily, yet will not so 
easil}' move horizcjiitally. 'J"he future ma- 
chine for sjiortsmen is surely a "helico- 
l)laneur," an api)aratus that will condjine the 
merits of the lielicopter v.-itli those of the 
aeroplane,- rising by means of its .up-and-down 
])ro])elIers and then sailing about at •W'Ul. Eor 
it has been truthfully said that the triumph of 
the "heavier-than-air" will be assured when-: 
ever a vehicle contrives to ascend from any 
f'ltartin.g point and to soar with motor checked. 

This last point M. Quinton has slated 
c\v.i\v\y. If anybod}' succeeds in wiiinin.g the 
prize he has founded and in iniilating the 
flight of great birds there will be an end of the 
terror as to wdiat is going to. happen if the mo- 
tor balks. Besides, the machine's stability will 
be a certainty. An engine that can stay in the j 
air without rising or falling, without using its 
up-and-down pi-opellers. or its' horizontal pro- 



pollers, will be even more stable than a bal- 
loon. yMread}^ we seeni on the way toward 
this important <liscovcr\-. On liie 151I1 <.>f (Jc- 
tober Wilbur Wright tried to remain fixetl in 
the air, motor checked. l'"or a mcjnient he 
seemc<l to realize our hojjc, but the moment 
\va3 very brief. On Oct. 27 Parman tried, arid 
oared several .seconds. He made another ilt- 
lempt during his magnificent flight from Chal- 
ons to Reim two days later. He failed to wiij 
the Quinton prize, but he proved once more 
(hat an aviator could drop to earth without 
danger. 

Moreo\'t;r, without in the least discountin;;' 
the work of Willnn- \Vri,;;ht, we must remem- 
ber that his extreme prudence makes him op- 
erate only under favorable comlitions. lie 
chooses his time, waits for propitious wind 
and a clement sky. That is both wise and 
laudable in an experimenter. I'.ut it isn't 
.sport. A sportsman's glory is his endurance 
and his ability to conquer obstacles. 

Thus far rain is Wri.glu's enemy, it wets 
the canvas, des])ite the waterproofing. Jt 
.--ligluly 3lo>vs iij) tin; c.n.gi'.'.e. Tb.c driver is no 
longer in i)erfect. control i»if it. W'e shall o\-ei-- 
come these difficulties, and the enthusiasm of 
si)ortsmen, who burn to soar in all weathers, 
will help us to do so. 

Suffered From Cold 

y\lread}- we hear eonijilaints b}' certain pro- 
fane jecrers who have flov.-n with Wright that 
they suffered -from cold. And when going 
against the; wind, the current;was disagreeable, 
drying up 'the pei-spitratioii too swiftly. .Why 
not dress tlrfc. jiart? Automobilists wear furs; 
but aviators nutst dispense with all unneces- 
sary weight; at ihe same time they must avoid 
adding to their rcsislance to the air. Still, no 
one can doubt that lhe\' will allow .-i man to 
wear an ON-ercoat, if he lilu's, or lc;i\-e il. be- 
hind. If Wilbur Wri.glU can carry passeiigei-s, 
this side of t!ie (juestion seems likely scjon to 
be .answered. ■ ■ - ^ ■ v . ;,.: ,..-,,;,...,,'! 

But suppose the a!!"''is' warrh' at " the ' siii'rt, 
and sudilenly turns cold uj-! above, how ;ire 
you t(.) crawl into }-our oN'ercoal ? In an antc.i- 
m(_)])ilc the thing is ea.s)-. The motorist lets 
his eoiiipani(.)n talce the wheel. If he is alone 
he waits till lu: comes to a .-;trai,glil .-Jlretch of 
road and lets .go of the steera.ge gear. If he 
likes, he halts. But in the aeroi^lane you have 
to keep your grip on the levers, which control 
the engine, the reservoirs, the carburation. the ' 
up-and-down rudders, the lateral rudders, etc., 
whijc he can t halt. And that is the gravest 



fault in the Wright flier; it absolutely lacks 

automatism. 

iini supjiose that our hN-j-jOthetical sports- 
maii has a sim[dified machine — one of the ne\v 
Iri-idanes, for instance ; he can then ]:ut on liis 
overcoat without losing control of the appara- 
tus. Will the machine behave? Remeijiber, 
.he is sailing in air — the most unstable medium 
conceivable— and th^t he has no fixed jpoint of 
support. Rocking is hazardous. If the aero - 
I>lanist gets ".shak\'," it's all up \^ith"him. 

The Comte de J^ambert has declared in an 
interview that he believed that an acroplanist's 
movements sh(.ui!(l be reflex. Our tas!^ is to 
make the aviator independent of his ai)paratus 
— or, to kec]) to the comparison, transform the 
fliers of totlay from bicycles to automobiles. 

To this end it has been rightly believed 
that it is necessary to make each of the lateral 
parts independent of the main structure. The 
bird has two wings, moving separately. It is 
a defect of the Wright flier th^t it is rigid, 
and that its wings are solidly set. And if .we 
contrive to make the lateral parts wholly in- 
dei.iendent f)f the sustainin.g i)arts, the jjroblem 
will be partly solved, though not completely. 
The machine should be able to halt its motor 
witlnjut comin.g down. It nuist fulfill the de- 
siderata set forth by M. Ouinton. Then the 
sportsmen \\\\\ as completely conmiancl his 
aero]~;lane as he no\v controls his automobile. 

But all this progress will soon be achieved. 
Aviators are fortunate in being at the very be- 
ginning in line With th6 career of flying as a 
s])ort. if improvements are studied from the 
point of view of sj-jort, there is a fair chance 
that aerial lr:ivel may be (puckly brouglit 
within the reach — well, if not of all jjurses, at 
least of tliose of enthusiasts. h'irst get the 
yacht. Then the liner comes along (jf itself. 

The history (.)f llu; flier will repeat that of 
the auloniobile. Stiumlated by sport alone, 
jirogress gave us the vehicle de. luxe and fin- 
all}'^ the autobus. If the builders' efforts had.; 
been directed toward the goal bf military util-' 
ity, we should have wailed lon.g for the mo- 
t(n-s that are such a convenience in the life of 
today. .So with fliers. The public should be 
ihanklul for the i)rizes founded and the 
lea.gues established and :il! the incenl;vcs liclil 
out to the ])ioneers of the new sport, ^Ml 
these enthusiasts are serving the public. I

MICROBES to' FIGHTi RATS / " 

The greatest pest whiclpis a iaf- 
flicting the community in genet"'al^^'and against / 
which a common war is being maintained by,;-, 
all the various nations of the world, is the rat.P 

It appears as if the problem were impos-.-' 
sible of solution. Science, however, maintains 
otherwise." Recently prolonged investigation- 
has resulted in .the..:discoyery. of bacillus which, 
though 'harihiess ''tb' hu'maiv ,'^^^ and other 
animals, is fatal to the rat tribe. Two-eminent. •■: 
scientists are conjointly fulfilling this role of ' 
the modern I^ied Piper of Pfamlin — Dr. Jean.^i 
Danysz of the Pasteur Institute of Paris, and 
I3r. Neumann of Arlhorg. In each case the ■' 
same end is achieved, thou.gh by distinctive 
bacteria. The disease of a contagious nature 
thereby propagated spreads . rapidly through 
the rat colony with, in almost every instance, 
the same result — death. ' ^ 

Dr. Danysz in his capacity as director -of 
the laboratory of agricultural biology had his 
attention directed to the outbreak of a spon- 
taneous disease among field mice. He investi- 
gated the epidemic and after prolonged search 
succeeded in securing the cause of the out- 
break, the germ cous-bacillus. Observing it.s , 
fatal influence among the field mice, he ap- 
plied it to the brown rat and. found that out of 
every ten thus inoculated two b'^'three general- 
ly Succumbcfl. Impressed by the significance, 
of this result and the possibility of there being' " 
some lurking bacteria which was far more vir- ■ 
ulent, he conliniied his researches and by dint;;' 
of continued efl'ort and perseverance ultimately" 
isolated a microbe, which was fatal to all and ; 
every kind of rat — would kill black, browfl or .. 
gray rats as readily as mice — within,;,eighi-<'br.-", 
twelve days of application. M(^reover he .was 
able to cultivate the microbe in sufficient quah-. . 
titles to meet commercial demands, and today, 
he has enou.gh harnessed microbes to last for ; 
more ihrm twehe }-ears. — Prom "iMicrobes to',';;

JAPANEvSE RICE GROWERS IN ;^TEX AS ; 

The Japanese are the ./most thrifty Trce - 
growers in Texas. There are' several coloiiies; 
of these planters in the Gulf coast region of the 
Stale. One of the largest i.s" at Webster. An- 
other colony is at Deepwater, about six miles...- 
from AVeb,^lcr. These Japanese give much-'-y' 
more attention to the crop than the average'; 
American ])lanter, and as a result they obtain 
twice the yield. Many of the Japanese rice 
planters in the Gulf coast region obtained,' 
fi'biri twenty to twefity-five barrels of rice an* 
iicre this .season. '. 

Instead of planting several hundreds, of - 
fliousands of acres in rice as is done by most 
of the American ])lanters, the Japanese growerj 
confines his operations to a comparatively;- 
small tract of land, lie cultivates every foot, 
of this land intensively and makes it yield the- 
greatest possible return. In the colonies Jap- 
anese laborers are employed. These workers .. 
are..,i.i?telligeut and educated :young nien who' •; 
hope id make their fortune in the United^ 
Stales in a fcj^,,y,ears arid then return to Japan ' 
and enjoy it^^V^^p^s^' ■■ ■ • ■ 

\'\']iile rice growing is the principal Indus- ' 
try of the jajjanest in Texas the Webster and 
Dec]n\'ater colonies raise \'ai'ious other kinds 
of prinluets. 'J'hese two colonies arc typical ■ 
Japanese communities. It is. planned by the 
local leaders to establish a number of Japan- 
ese iiiduiitries in Texas, including the m'jintl- 
facturc of mats and tapestry and the utiliza- 
tion of rice straw ni other ways. . 
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At the end of Dccembei' an explosion took place lii 
a coal mine In Wejt VlrKlnia and liCty men wcru 
killed. During tlio year IDOS there were disasters In 
most o£ the coal mining- regions, of ^tho world. No 
one lias yet learned how to provide agialnst or to fore- 
tell these terrible accklent.s. 

For a little more thun four monttiti great imrcols 
of gold coin have been carried from Washington, D. 
C, to Donvor, Colorado, and now there are $:22o,&00,- 
000 In the vaults of the Denver mint. There is an- 
other mint at San' Francisco, which, as vyell as the 
treasury at Washington Itself is full of gold. It Is 
this gold which makes the greon pieces of paper, 
which wo call United States bank note's, worth the" 
number of dollars .written on their face. 

There is nuicli dissatisfaction in the city with tlie 
way the work lia.s bi^en done this I'all. The akirrnien 
themselves are not sati-il'led and i)coi)le iwv ciimplaln- 
Ing not only of the w.-etchcd ('ondltion of the streiMs 
but of the way the nion employed on some of them 
have worked. Every one who has woi'lc to do should 
be at least as anxious to do it well as to i^vt paid for 
It. The faithful man or woman, bo the ta.sk great or 
small, Is worthy of honor. "Wo cannot all be clever, 
but we can be honest if we try. 

It is only a few weeks since the Empress and Em- 
peror of China died, leaving a baby hoy to Inlicrlt llu: 
throne of that great kingdom. It was hojied that tlio 
government would go on quietly under tho ^iilu of 
the regent. But in the closing days of the old year 
the people of China and the men In tho country who 
represented foreign nations were greatly disturbed to 
learn that the commander In chief of the forces and 
what wo would call the premier of China had btien 
dismissed by the regent. This ofnclal's name' w;i.s 
Yuan Shi Kai, and he was looked upon by tho.<3o wlm 
knew him as a great statesman. It Is feared that liis 
dismissal will lead to discontent In China and dis- 
agreement with other nations. 

Boys who firo off pistols in a city ai-c not only 
very foolish but very wicked. The lads in X'ietoila 
West who amused themselves In this way may be 
very thankful that .one of their number was not ae- 
cldentally shot or that some little clilld who wan- 
dered near was not killed. Tho writi.-r fineo saw a 
beautiful bo.v brought in dead to Ills mother, shot by 
his playmate. If the reckless lads who played wllli 
the revolver could have seen her awful grief or f(,'!t 
the misery of the boy who saw his cluim fall dead 
through his means, for ever so short a time, tluy 
would not run such a terrible risk again. Last Sun- 
day we heard that an Insulator had been shot away 
by Bothe wicked or thoughtteas iierson and saw how 
na^owly a nmn escaped death by the act. There Is 
nothing brave or manly in -such conduct 

A very sad story comes ,from Winnipeg which 
shows that our laws are still very cruel. A poor old 
halt-mad woman and her young daughter v.-orc found 
wandering about In the north of Manitoba In a par; 
of the country where no one lived and whrre the In- 
dians go In search of wolves and other wild animals. 
Tho woman was a Mexican. ^Vh^Jn I'ouiid in Canada, 
friendless and homeies.-j and unable to earn tiK'ir 
living, the i)O0r creatures were sent acro.=:s the boun- 
dary to the United States. Ko one tliero hud pity on 
them and they were sent back again. Afraid to stay 
where people lived at lust they sought shelter in the 
wilderness. Surely the people of Canada and tho 
United States are rich enough ai\d wise enough to 
provide shelter for all who come to the country and 
just enough to pay what Is due. Jjot us take care of 
tho helpless first and then settle who ought to bear 
the expense of keeping them. 

The Industry and skill which have made the 
Br itUh 'Columbia museum one of the best In Canada 
aro deserving. oC all .admiration. , The former curator, 
, Mr. John I^nnin, wau noted for his work not only in 
Canada but in the United' States. His ^ucceSisor, Ur. 
Kermode 'has s^iown that ite Is as enthusiastic and 
intelligent as his teacher. Many, new specimens liavc 
lately been' added to the valuable collection, and tho 
museum will soon be too small for the stuffed ani- 
mals and curiosities collected. The latest addition 
will bo two caribou from Massot, In the Queen Char- 
lotte Inlands. Those animals are unlike any that 
have been before discovered. This, It is sidcl, l.s be- 
cause so small a number have lived togetlier on the 
Islands, How did the .-inimals come there" Did they 
swim from the mainland or were there long ago 
other Islands between the Qneen Charlotte group and 
tho opposite shore? AVho know.?? 

The Intercolonial railway through Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick was part of the bargain 
of Confederation. It was tliouHht at that tlinu it 
might be needed to earr.\- troops to dcreiul this ]iart 
of the country against an Invaslun from the rnlli.d 
States. Fortunately in the fon.\--one yeurs that have 
passed since the four provinces united there has 
never been any serious cause of cjuarrel between 
Canada and her stronger neighbor to the ■south. 
Prince Kdward Island built a little railroad of her 
own and when she joined the Confederation in 1873 
this came under the management of the Intercolonial. 
This road has always been owned by Canada and 
not as most other railways by a company. It has 
not paid very well. Part of It nms through a barron 
country and In winter there Is not much traffic In tho 
eastern provinces. There has been a rumor that a 
company wanted to buy this road but nothing lias 
been settled. Many peopli^ believe that tile Kov(>rn- 
mcnt should own all railroadi!, but the experiment of 
managing the Intercolonial by the Dominion Govern- 
ment has not been very successful. 

Almost nnywhere in Brltl.sh Columbia one sees far 
Off against the sky mountains. In Victoria, turn 
which way you will hills or mountains bound ilo: 
vlow. In tho greater ixirt of Alberta, .Manlloljii m- 
Snskutchowan earth and sky 'ieeni to meet far, I'.ir 
away In every illrectioii. Only here ami tlieve, eluse 
against the ak.vllne a rfliinin.g lino puzxles the stran- 
ger until he learns that it is tin; metal roof of the 
tall building In which wheat is stored while It walls 
for car.s to carry it away. In every town Ihrre Is 
one and often several of the-se queer lonkiii.u; bullil- 
iORS. Sometimes they belong to the I'ailroad eom|)aii- 
les, sometimes to merchants. It Is llioufrlit by 
some that the farmers would be better off if the 
governments owned the. elevators, it would not, then, 
they believe, cost so maeh to send tlie grain to mar- 
ket. But the premier of Manitoba says that tlie gov- 
ernment could not afford to pay for and run these 
elevators. Manitoba is looked upon as nn wider .i!;-. 
ter by Alberta and Saskatchewan, so it Is not likely 
the > governments of those provinces will undertake 
what she considers would be too heavy a burden. 

Eighteen cents a day does not Bcem much foi- 
even an old person to live upon. But that is about 
what, each of tho half million of poor old people In 
England, Scotland and Ireland will receive this year 
under the Old Age' Pensions Act which has just come 
Into force. To get tho pension a man or woman 
must be seventy years of age and have less than 
$105 a year as Income. Many, of course, have 'lit- 
tle or nothing, and a few have more, hut these do 
not get as large a jienalon. It is said that It will 
take tho enormous sum of $."5,000,000 a .\-ear to i)ay 
these pensions, small as eacli one is. Old iieople who 
have worked hard all th<!lr lives should n'ot be left 
to suffer In their last days. Every boy and girl ought 
to plan to aui)port the parents who have cared for 
them In childhood. In tlil.-> we may all lenrn a le-snon 
from the people of China. Amon.g them old ))eople 
are treated with the utmost tenderni.'ss. There ai(.- 
many ICngllshmen who do not tliiulc the go\-ornnient 
is wise in undertal<lni^ tho care of lhes(! old peoiile. 
They say that when men are young they should i)ut 
away part of wlmt tlii'y earn to .support tlieni v.'lien 
they can work no longer. Fathi.'rs and mothers who 
think moro of their children than of themselves often 
lind It very hard to do this. 

Survoyora aro busy in tlie northern jiart of British 
Columbhi In the valleys of the Skeena and the' Peace 
rivers and their many tributaries. Settler.-i will soon 
follow tho Hurveyors. For their convenience a rcgl.H- 
try ofttoe has been opened at Prince Kupert, .so that 
without cohilng nil the way to Victoria a man can 





gi.:t a title to what he buys. It is believed that this 
now city will before many years become a great 
Hl-.ii)plng port from which vessels loaded with wheat, 
tl."^h and lumber \vlll nail to all parts of the world. 
Jlr. Cornwall, a gentleman who has spent many 
. years,. In, ;tl)o Peace vElver valley and along the Mac- 
kenzie river, says' that'' few poopla kno'v^^ how much 
good land In 'nrltish' Columbia lies along the Peace 
river. Some of it. belongs to the Oomtnion Govern- 
ment and this Is being surveyed. Mr. Cbrnwall thinks 
that the government at Ottawa ought to help to open 
up this country. Tho task of building roads and 
bridges through this vast extent of land is too great 
for the small number of people now living In this 
province to accomplish. The opening up of the 
country would bo of advantage, not alone to British 
Columbia, but to tho whole Of Canada. 

The certainty that there are great fields of coal 
on Queen Chai'lotle Islands and that mines are to bo 
made there at once is splendid new.s. Prince Itu])erl 
will be able to get all the coal ueediid for the Grand 
Ti-unk Pacific rallruad almost at its doors. These 
northern islands of wlilch .so little has been known 
will soon be the homes not onlj- of thousands of min- 
ers; and tlsliermen, but of farmer.s and other settlers, 
lioy.s and girls must study their maps of British Co- 
lumbia. Jla.iset and Skldegato and a hundred other 
places known only to jirospectors and exiilorers will 
be Important towns before^ many of tlie boys and 
girls now in the schools have begun to make liomos 
for themselves. There will be no want of work for 
those who are ready and able to do It. 

We saw lasi. week that Mr. Sutton said there was 
not In Canada such sideiulld timber us grows on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island. Every year lumber 
Is beeoinlng scarcer and though many things form- 
erly nuide of wood, like .-ililps and bridges, are now 
built of steel and though other Hubslane<:ri are used 
in the rnanufaeture of furniture anti vessels of var- 
ious kinds, still fm- thousands and thuusands of 
things nothing had been yet found to take the place 
of wood. In countrios where the forests have been 
dpstroyed, trees are being planted, but it will be 
many, niuny years before tho timber from them will 
be of mueh value. You can easily seo, then, that the 
forests of this isioad win soon be of far greater 
value than they uro now. Some rich men In the 
I'nited Statis, as well as several Citizens of Victoria, 
have fornud a coniij.any to build a railroad through 
a i.Mit of the Island where fine timber grows. This 
reiad will, If It is built, run from Victoria to Beecher 
Bay and thence to liai'clay Sound. The plan Is to 
have a ferry from Port Angeles to Ueecher Bay, so 
that the lumber can be carried on the ears into 
^\■ashington. Uncle Sam has cat down most of the 
wood in his own country and -vould like to buy 
sunn; fl'om Canada. If he pays us well we will be 
glad to sell him as niucli as we can si)are. l}ut we 
must be careful not to destroy our own forests by 
lire Or W'asteful cuttlnj,-. JIany years ago the Hon. 
Robert Dunsmuir, who built the K. .t N. railway, 
planned a road from S'lcturia to Beecher Bay with a 
ferry to Port Angeles, but the i)lan was not carried 
out. .\t night the settler.s at lleei'her Bay can see 
the lights of Port Angeles and on a line day the 
town can bo plainly seen. The Straits of Juan de 
Fuca here la only about nine ■miles wide, and. tho 
Race Bocks light house with the fomn breaktiig <}ver 
the roeks^at It's base, the sparkling waves and ■ the 
snow-capped Olympian mountains so near that Qio 
trees on their sides can bo disttngulshe'd .make ' one 
of the loveliest sights In the world. 

.Ml the week there have been .'jad accounts of the 
terrible calamity In .SIcil.v and soutliorn Italy. Since 
the world began no such loss of life by an I'artlKpiakc 
has been known. You have read of tli'; biu-ied eltiei 
of Herculaneum and Pompeii beneath the lava of 
Mount Vesuvius, but oven great cities In the time of 
the Romans were small compared with those of 
m'odern times. The carthnuake of Lisbon killed moro 
people but not nearly so many as were crushed be- 
neath the ruins of tho cities and villages In Sicily 
and Calabria. The .pictures In tho papers, tell bettor 
than any words the beauty of the cities and tho deso- 
lation that followed the earthquako; But oven those 
pictures could not show tho loveliness of the vlno- 
chul hills, the (Uan';e groves .and gardens full of sv.'eet 
scented southern flowers, with the lii-i.i',lit skle'S and 
si.iarkling waters on evi') \- .side. Nor could they show 
the pretty chlldnm, tho handsome buys and beautiful 
girls who In a moment were snatched from n world 
that was to them so full of brightneas and hnpptnoss. 

From all countries help has been sent the afflicted 
people. "I'lie Italians of all ranks have followed the 
example of their king ar.d (jueen. Even little children 
have contributed their treasures. Among tlicso wore 
the little daughters and the son of King Humbert. 

Hut perhaps nothing shows tho nobility of charac- 
ter to be found among men of over.v nation so mueh 
;i,s the Visit of the- Russian cruiser to Messina wlillo 
.\et tlie waters were hi-'a\-in.g from the effects of the 
I'artluiuake Admiral .Marakoff and his sa.llors did rx- 
(.(■denl wDvk amont; the survivors of the ruinml elt^■. 
They fed and eared for the wounded and saved tlie 
money ill tlie liank of Sicily. The tend^'r-hearted ad- 
miral teils tlie stor.\- of how he found two babies 
lauj;hlng and |>laylng with the buttons on Ibelr 
elotlies lie-neatb a lieaii of ruins that by a miracle 
had not eruslu'd <n\t tin: little lives. What boy would 
not wish to he in\r of the two sailors \vlio .at the risk 
of tlK'ir own lives saved those of one hur.drcd iiiid 
ten Itallan.-j? Such deed.? might well make a boy 
wish to be a man.

A still betti-r plan 
was to build b/iuiUt:;!.: whciv Llie.iu who were badly 
injured could be skilfully treated. One of these hos- 
pitals Is at Van .\nila on 'I'exada Island and .anotlier 
at Rock Bay. .Another has .inst been linished at 
Alert Bay. So that ivitli the In-lp of the (,'oliinibla to 
carry ]iatlents to and fro tlie lumbermen and otlie!-^; 
can lie eared fur. .Man.v people In \'ietoii;i have, 
tlirouKb the Vmnen's .Auxiliary and otlier socletie:;, 
iKdjied to .^ujiport thesi> hosiiltals. The Imnbei'nien,' 
who usually receive very good wages, ;ire glnd to ji.iy 
for tlielr treatment as a rule, but theie aro always 
some who are short of money. The Ooluinbla lias 
alreudy become loo small for this work ,uid .\I r. An- 
tle went home to England last summer to see about 
buying a new steamer. He found a generous friend 
in Lord Stratlicona and the Church societies of lilng- 
land gave him money. The Canadian Ml.sslonary So- 
ciety and friends In Montreal raised a generous con- 
tribution, so that there Is only $6,000 left for the 
poople of British Columbia to make up of > tho $1G,000 
the now -stoamer will cost.

,is taking on the appearance of a world's ex- 
position grounds. The official reports sliow 
that the construction of the buildings and 
grounds was 75 per cent complete on Novem- 
ber, i, and the present indications are that the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition will have the 
distinction cf being the first world's fair to be 
complete in every detail before the opening 
date. 

,p: pharacteristic. of the. \vestern spirit was the 
■ manner" in wliicli the preliminary funds for the 
great undertaking were raised, when it was 
finally determined to hold the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition in 1909 the people of Seattle 
subscribed $750,000 to the enterprise in a 
single day, and recently when the exposition 
management announced that it was- necessary 
to secure an additional $350,000 the;,?imount 
' was - raised rwithin ten ^days .from the;time - the 
canvass ivas started. " * • 

There are many interesting side trips with- 
in a single day's travel from Seattle. One 
of the most beautiful of these trips, from 
the standpoint of the eastern visitor, is a cruise 
among the Puget Sound islands, picturesque 
in their rugged beauty and offering a quaint 
and peaceful contrast to the rush and bustle of 
the city. These islands;;many of them in their 
wild natural state, were' the refuge 'of the 
smugglers in- the early days, when the 
srhuggling of opium and Chinese across' the 
:;Ganadian boundary into the United States was 
''the most profitable "business" in the North- 
west. When hard pressed by the revenue 
officers the old-time smuggler always had a 
refuge on one of the many islands, and witli 
his boat carefully concealed in.sqme little cove 
was as securely hidden as if he'had dropped 
off the earth. Caves, where the illicit cargoes 
' wefe' hidden,' can still be found on many of 
' the islands. 

A trip about the Sound iS' particularly in- 
teresting during the summer months, as it of- 
fers the visitor the opportunity to witness the 
greatest fishing scenes in the world. The 
catching and packing of salmon is one of the 
most important of the Puget Sound industries. 
:,The salmon; are caught ^in traps, and one trap 
Axis been known to catch as many as 50,000 
salmon in a single day's fishing. The writer 
lias seen as high as 200,000 salmon on one 
cannery floor, representing a single day's 
catch for one fishing company. The method of 
catching and hauling the salmon is a novel 
scene, such as the traveler will not find in any 
other portion of the globe. 

During the warm summer night, when the 
moon turns the waters of the Sound into a 
pale, gold, the millions of salmon, passing 
through the Sound on their way to the spawn- 
'ing grounds of the Fraser river, swimming 
■ close to the surface, produce a phosphores- 
cence like millions of varied colored electric 
lights darting backwards and forward on the 
water — an electrical effect such as no art can 
reproduce. 

The salmon run in cycles — every fourth 
year being what is termed "the big four year 
run," and the fact that next year will witness 
a big run of salmon was-taken into considera- 
tion when it was determined to hold, the 
Alaska- Yukon-Pacific exposition in 1909. 

The various points of interest in the moun- 
tainous region of the Northwest are easily 
reached from Seattle, and here is found the 
true wilderness of nature, unlike the fashion- 
able mountain summer resorts of ihc cast. Willi 
hundreds of miles of territory still luiinliabited, 
except by the native wild game, and unexplor- 
ed, except by the occasional hunter and trap- 
per, with its cool babbling streams filled with 
shy speckled beauties this wild. . region is. the 
. id^al spot for the sportsman. 

The Pacific Coast Extension' of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway, which will 
be completed and ready for operation in time 
to handle travel to the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
exposition, passes through the very heart of 
the wilderness of the Cascade mountains. Un- 
disturbed from the beginning of time this mar- 
velous wild is soon to display its beauties to 
the traveler./. In the constructjpn of the new 
road all pdssii)le care has beien taken to pre- 
serve the natural scenery, and from the point 
where it begins the ascent of the Cascades un- 
til the line enlers the city of Seattle the roufe 
may be termed the greatest scenic railway in 
the United States. While the Snoqiuilmic 
Pass has the lowest elevation of any of the 
niountain passes used b}' railways in reaching 
Puget Sound it is the wildest region of all, re- 
taining all of the beauties with which nature 
endowed the Cascade chain of mountains. ;Folr . 
lowing the ^hoqualmic river, down the;we 



crn slope of the Cascades, there are five dis- 
tinct falls visible from the road, each offerin.g 
some new beauty and blending artistically 
with the surroundings. 

A trip over the Bcllingham Bay and British 
•CJoliimbia ;r%Uway.jnto the Mount Baker coun- 
try is 'ahotlier^of the moist interesting of th% 
side trips that the visitor may take. This rail- 
wa}-- extends from Bcllingham into the heart 
of anotlier wilderness of the Cascades, and 
was built primarily for logging purposes, 
reaching a vast primeval forest, unexcelled in 
any section of the .United States. 

A trip over this road in the one passcn,ger 
coach, attached to the end of a. logging train, 
probably offers the most novel railway trip 
that can be found anywhere. At one point in 
the mountains it was necessary to construct 
the road in the form of a horseshoe and sitting 
in tlie passenger coach, behind fifteen to 
twenty loaded log cars, one can look out of 
the window and sec the engine almost c^en 
with the line of vision, and on beyond is the 
bottom of the canyon, hundreds of feet below. 

During next summer there will be numer- 
ous trips from Seattle to Alaska. For the past 
two summers these excursion trips have been 
given, and many easterners have ijcen attract- 
ed to Seattle for the purpose of taking this 
novel outing. 'Fhe boats will skirt the coast of 
Alaska, making numerous stops at the Alaska 
coast towns, and travelers who desire to visit 
the interior will be able to make the trip with 
greater comfort than has ever been known in 
an Alaska journey. As the Alaska- Yukon- 
I\ncific exposition is so closely associated with 
the Northland a large number of the people 
who visit Seattle during the fair will be par- 
ticularly interested in Alaska, and the steam- 
ship companies arc making arran.gements to 
handle immense crowds on the excursions to 
the North. 

' From the standpoint of the beautiful it is 
safe to say the Alaska- Yukon-Pacific exposi- 
tion will surpass any previous world's fairs. 
Nature has done much to aid this great west- 
ern undertaking, and perhaps no ]ilace in the 
world could offer a more l)eautiful site, ad- 
jacent to a large city. Largely preserved in its 
natural state, as the grounds of the University 
of Washington, nature will have a large part in 
the landscaping features, and aside from tho 
buildings there will be but' little of the artifi- 
cial.. ■ 



From the head of the Cascades in the cen- 
tral portion of the grounds the snow-capped 
dome of Mount Rainier can be seen as though 
it were standing as a sentinel at the southern 
entrance. To the Northeast the white peaks 
of^.Mquat; Baker reach into the sky iniithe, dim 
distance, and'.looking to the southw^st'^s'Tl^en 
the perpetual snowfields of, the.;01ympiics and 
far to the northv^est" the' Selkifks'-are' Otttliiied 
against the horizon. 

Washing the shores of the grounds and 
affording two • entrances by water arc two 
large lakes. Lake Washington and Lake Union. 
Both of these land-locked bodies of water are 
visible from some portion of the grounds, add- 
ing to tlie natural beauty of the scene. Com- 
bined with this the natural folia.ge' of the vir- 
gin forest, whicii is shown to the best advan- 
tage by a large natural amphitheatre extend- 
ing front almost the centre of the grounds to 
the .shore of I<ake Washington, gives to the 
grounds an artistic blending that can only be 
produced by nature. 

Nature will also have its part in the pro- 
duction of the most beautiful floral display, 
for the climatic conditions of the Puget Sound 
countr}' make it possible to do landscaping 
that could not be undertaken in any other sec- 
tion of the continent, k'.ver}' conceivable place 
about tlie btiildings and grounds v/ill be cov- 
ered with growing, blooming flowers of every 
known variety. 

The green houses have been in operation 
for two years, and already there are more than 
one million plants ready for transplanting. On 
November 2 the writer visited the nursery 
gardens and found roses, pansies, and numer- 
ous other flowers in a profusion of bloom in 
the open air, without even glass protection. 

The Arctic circle is to be deccrated with 
a solid mass of pansies of an English variety, 
never before grown in this country. More 
than 250,000 ros.c bushes will be in bloom dur- 
iiig the opening'"inon'th of the fair in June, and 
not less than 100,000 geraniums will decorate 
various parts of the. grounds. 

Olmstcad Brothers, who have charge of the 
l.andscaping, have arranged the floral display 
in such a manner that the flowers will be 
constantly in bloom. W'hen any of the plants 
die out they will be at once replaced. 

On November i three of the permanent 
buildings, fine arts, the auditorium and machin- 
ery hall, were entirely completed.- Every inch 



of space in machinery hall was taken in ad- 
vance of the completion of the buildin.g, and 
an annex will be constructed to meet further 
demands that have been made. 

Oregon was the first of the states to .com- 
plete itsi.bui.lding, and California vwilL be' sec- 
ond; f' Work on" the governrfient btiildings' will 
sooii be started. The plans have been approv- 
ed arid contracts for tlie construction will be 
forwarded within thirty days, with a time 
limit for completion by March i of next year. 

The Arctic Brotherhood building will be 
one of the most novel structures on the 
grounds. It will be built entirely of logs, fash- 
ioned after the style of the old-time road 
houses in' the north. This will be one of the 
permanent buildin.gs, to be used b}' the Uni- 
\'crsity of Washington as a museum for 
Alaska curios. It will also be a fraternity 
house for University students whose homes 
are in Alasica. ' When the ceremonies were 
held recently to dedicate tlic site an Alaska 
malamute dog team was used to haul the first 
log into place. 

The 1909 fair was started by western en- 
cntLrprise, and it is western enterprise and 
western pride that will see every minute detail 
complete before the opening date. 

The Aiask-a-Yukon-Pacific exposition will 
be the first world's fair to be complete in every 
detail by the opening date. The construction 
of the buildings and grounds has progressed 
to such an extent that it is now safe to say 
nothing will remain to be done when the gates 
of the big fair arc opened at Seattle June i, 

According to official reports the entire ccn'- 
slrnction was 75 per cent complete on Novem- 
ber I. Three of the five permanent buildings 
are already completed, as well as four of the 
temporary structures. As the fair grounds arc 
located on" the campus of the University of 
■Washington the permanent buildings w^ill tic- 
come the property of that institution at the 
clds<i, of the fair. The pcrnianent structures 
that now stand completed are the auditorium, 
fine arts and machincr}^ hall. The manufac- 
tures and agricultural buildings are also en- 
tirely finished, and the hospital and fire sta- 
tion have been in use for several months. The 
Cascades and the geyser basin' are finished^ and 
Oregon has its: state buildings riead^-. to' 're- 
ceive exhibits. .:The Calif orniajstate building is 
riisarly completed; ani the cbhsti'ttctiori' of the 



A ..Prairie Fire — Personal , ReininisG.eaces 



(By William Christie). 

T was in '82, a year of terrible drou.ght 
throughout .Texas, when, during the 
period of .-twelve months through- 
out which no rain fell, stock perish- 
ed b}' hundreds of thousands, ruin- 
ing many a prosperous cattle and 
sheep man, that the fire I witnessed added to 
the troubles of many. 

I was in the sheep business at the tiiTic. An 
uncle had bough.t out a portion of a 10,000 
bunch of merinos, located in Atascosa County, 
situate some 150 miles south of San Antonio, 
in a sandy tract of country. O'.ir herd num- 
bered some 4,000 and, after shearing and dipp- 
ing the sheep for scab, we started to drive. The 
drouth had then prevailed for six months, but 
nobody considered that another six months 
would elapse before rain fell, or there would 
not have been rriuch buying and selling of 
herds lor stock pttrposes. Those were the last 
days'of "free range," those glorious times when 
a stockman owned 20,000 head of cattle and a 
(|uarter section of land for iiis round up cor- 
ralls. The cattle were branded and turned 
loose to fatten on the large unfenced ranges of 
somebody who had the foresight to acquire a 
title to the land, or the public domain. They 
were kej>t within a radius by the small band 
of cowboys in the jiay of the cattle owner, and 
were sim])ly rounded up at \'arious periods for 
various jnu'poses, such a,'* counting, branding, 
and cutting out of beeves to drive to market 
over the great, wonderful cattle trail througli 
the Panhandle and Indian ter. to Ivansas City. 

At the period I speak of, fencing was in 
rapid progress. .Solid bloc'Ks oi land, com- 
prising 200,000 up to 400,000 acres in one 
ranche, were being surrounded by barriers of 
barbed wire. The "free; ran.gers," seeing the 
handwritin.g on the wall, were fi.ghting against 
fate in absolute desperation. ]\liles of fencing 
put up one day v/ould be cut to pieces that 
night by armed bodies of free rangers organ- 
ized into gangs known as "The Blue Devils of 
the West" Hiiniaii life was, cheap and blood 
flowed irccly, but the feiichig went steadily 
forward, until eventually the free range cattle 
and slice]) man was put out of business. They 
were stirring times while they lasted, and were 
particularly so within a radius of .150 miles of 
Sai^ Antonio. We had the 4,000 merinos and 
not a foot of land, no rain for the past si.x 
month.s, and goodness knew when there would 
berany. We did not worry," .hmyever, but set 
Of^ to try and keep tlie" tiiihch riot only alive, 
but fat. 'Vo keep your sheep fat, you must 
travel slowly, not over six ijiiles a day. The 
law allowed us a certain limited time for pass- 
ing throu.gh fenced ranches, and we always 
took the full limit, in fact we always took more 
than the limit if at all possible to elude the 
patrolling cowboys. Several times we went, 
with our sheep, out through the gatesjijat the 
muzzles of drawn pistols. T-Iowdven'':' one 
soon, gets used to threats and pistols; Killing 
time as best we could, and ahvays hoping for 



rain, whicii would put cveryliody in a better 
frame of mind and mafre them not so p:u'ticu- 
lar, we gradually worked north to San An- 
tonio, then up into the Bandcro country, a 
hilly region north of there^ and then struck 
west, to the northward of the Sunset (South- 
ern Pacific) railway. It was in that district 
we ran into the fire, or it ran into us. The 
country was fright I'ulh' dry, and our flock had 
not had water for nearly three days. Three 
days is about their limit of endurance. The 
horses were suffering, the water barrel in the 
wagon about empty, and things looked decid- 
edly bad for our outfit. The gra^s was long 
and dry and brittle. We camped for the night 
in what,^ had there been water, would have 
been a beautiful spot. I burned a piece of 
ground about twenty 'feet in diameter for a 
place for a camp fire, and cooked supper. 
Uncle, the ^^lexican herder, and nn'sclf then 
pnt down our blankeis at different points 
around the iierd, and we were soon asleej), 
with one ear oi)en. By sun-up the herd was in 
motion, driven by the Mexican, Avhilc Uncle 
rode off to try and find water, which we must 
have that evening. At parting he asked me 
how much water 1 had left — 1 replied about 
half a gallon. "Well," he said, "you had better 
put it on the fire before you lea\'e. This is a 
dangeroiis lookiii.g place." .'\fter awhile 1 
caught the horses. iKirnesscd uii, then took a 
look' at the fire. 1 tramped it o\'er and over 
and over until I was sure it was all out, then I 
went to the water cask and looked at the half 
gallon of water, then at my poor thirsty horses. 
1 divided up the water between them, and the 
fire went without. We went on slowly, fol- 
lowing the tracks of the flock. 

After a few miles we came out of the brtt'^h 
on to an undulatin.g tract, extending far to the 
nortlnvai-d, where the hnrizoii was a ran.ge of 
fairly high liill.s. Right ahead of mc Avas a 
large, neat farm house, the first we had seen 
for weeks. Past the house on one side went 
the road, a series of tracks or Avheel ruts 
througli the grass, while on the other three 
sides were great fields of Indian corn. What 
made my heart leap, though, was a large cor- 
rall or yard with a great water trough around 
two sides of it, while towerin.g out over all Was 
a large windmill and tank, the \vindinill spin- 
ning merrily and the tank apparently full and 
dripping the precious fluid. My tongue was 
pretty thick with thirst and dust. The horses 
started for the entrance to the yard, and I was 
driving in , as a matter of courscj »Avheii I .was 
held lip by a mari' with a Wiricliester, ' who' 
wanted to know where I was going — I told- 
him, "To water my horses." He told me to 
.get to h — 1 out of there, that I could have no 
water. AVell, we argued the matter, but he 
would not .give me so much as a cupful, nei- 
ther would he sell. Lord ! there was murder in 
my heart that morning. 1 went over to the 
herd and asked Uncle what vvas the matter 
with that old Dutchman. He didn't know, . 
had had the same experience as, myself. How- 
ever, there was water about two miles ahead 



which we would reach that afternoon. He 
had a canteen and I .got a drink, then we had 
our noon siesta. Everybody hunts a shady 
spot and has a snooze for two or three hours, 
during the heat of the day. ' 

Presently I was awakened by the h'brsesj 
neighing arid commotion in the herd. Jumping 
up r was simply appalled at the sight which 
met my eyes. There appeared to be a solid 
wall of fire and smoke reaching from earth to 
sky, and with a width of several miles, bearing 
down upon us on the opposite side of the road. 
It appeared to be two or three miles awa}'-, ad- 
vancing slowly but steadily. The farm house 
was right in its path and no sign of life in it. 
"Run and wake them up, Will," shouted my 
uncle. "Not on your life," I muttered to my- 
self, "let them burn." I suppose I would have 
gone and awakened them, but the roar of the 
advancing fire evidently did it, for presently 
I saw that they were busy with plows, plough- 
ing furrows between their fields and the fire. 
A light breeze Avas bringing the conflagration 
right down on them.. We had our- herd under 
way, and were huriiping th.jm away along the 
opposite side of the trail, when the wind 
shifted, blowing the fire back on itself. It 
leaped the road to our side and we took the 
opposite side. Again the wind shifted, and 
back we went to the other side. Wc got out 
of sight of the farm house after awhile, and I 
never knew whether the old Dutchman lost 
his house and crops or not. I always hoped 
he did, Ik)\vc-\-lM-. 

The fire shortly had .gathered great strength 
to the northward, and was sweeping majesti- 
cally onward, licking up the grass, brush, 
trees, fences, everything wdiich lay in its path, 
a veritable destr(3}'in.g ;in.gel. llefore it fld.l 
animals of various descriptions, the wild and 
the domesticated, the deer and the lol)o (tim- 
ber wolf), keepin,g close company, all thought 
of danger from one another having disappear- 
ed in the common effort for self-preservation. 
That evening we saw the fire go over the 
hillsto the .northward, probably 25 miles away, 
maybe more, .t»nd for daj's could be seen the 
glare be j'orid as the great holocaust ate its 
way across the country, to be eventually 
stopped by some water course. 

Along our route it kept us on the alert 
night and day for seven days, breaking out in 
the most unexpected ways. It kept after us 
until we crossed the almost dry bed; of a- large 
stream, when we lost it for good.', ' ' . ' ' 
r • Our herd lost flesh during" these days, but 
we did not lose a single head. 

. The evening we shook the fire off, we were 
lying by the camp fire smoking, when Uncle 
suddenly said, "By the way. Will, did you put 
that half-galloi; of water on the remains of 
';he camp fire that day?" "Sure," replied T, 
lying stoutly. We didn't mention the mat- 
ter ag.iin, but I have often v.'ondcred Vvdiether, 
if I had not given that precious fluid to the 
horses, that particular prairie fire would have 
occiirrcdi and I have often wondered whether 
that Dutchman was burned out. 



Washin.gton state building is well under way^ 
\Vork has been started on the forestry and 
Arctic Brotherhood buildings, and on Decem- 
ber I construction of the government buildings 
commenced, with a time limit for coin- 
■pletio'apnpt I of next year. 

^Tlie' p'rty streak v^^^^ out and work 

will be started on sorii.e of the more important 
features of the amusement centre within the 
next thirty days. All of the sewers, water 
mains, and conduits for electric wires have 
been laid, and the contractors are now at 
work constructing the eleven miles of paved 
streets, paths and drive-ways. 

The construction of the grounds has also 
progressed with great ra])idity, and already it 
is possible to secure an idea oLthc beauties of. 
the landscaping scheme. Sevei-al' "acres 'of 
.green lawns have been laid out, and some of 
the more hardy plants that will not be affect- 
ed by the winter weather have been planted 
in various portions of the grounds. 

As the work progresses the wisdom of the 
exposition management" in selecting the 
grounds becomes more and more apparent. 
Perhaps no place in the' world could offer ' a 
site with as many natural advantages and sit- 
uated almost in the very heart of a large city. 
The 250 acres is in a virgin forest that Avill 
lose none of its natural beauty in the con- 
struction of the grounds. Bordering on two 
lakes, Washington and Union, with the. green 
foliage of the forest and sloping in ge;ntle ter- 
races to the two land-locked bodies of '"vViater 
nature has done much to make the grounds of 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition an ideal 
spot for such an undertaking. 

The greenhouses have been in operation 
for the past two years, and more than one mil- 
lion plants are now in the nursery ready for 
tran.splanting. The mild climatic conditions of 
I^iget Sound make it possible to gi-ve, a. flqral ■ 
displaj-^ such as could not be liridertalcen 'iri ariV" 
other section. Many varieties of flowers will 
be shown that have never been grown in the 
United States before. One of the features of 
the floral decorations will be a bed of English 
tufted pansies extending entirely around the 
Arctic circle in a solid mass of bloom. 

In the nursery at the present tiihe there , 
a_re:,in,-;all abqu)t^SQ,opp rose bushes of all 

. • Ttief unsurpassed stretches of waterfront/pf- : 
fer rtlie^ b'fest^p'bssib advantages for aqijatic' 
features, ;as well as providing tv/o water en- 
trances' to the grounds. Around the lake 
shores there will be but little of the artificial, 
the scheme of landscaping being to preserve 
the natural effects. 

Designed to exploit the natural resources 
of Alaska, the Yukon Territory and the Pacific 
Coast in particular and to more firmly estab- 
lish the position of Seattle as a city of world 
importance the northland will have the first 
part in the big exposition. When the United 
.States purchased Alaska from Russia fori 
$7;200,ooo the territory was generally regarded 
as an Arctic waste. Since that time Alaska 
has paid nearly $ir,coo,ooo to the U. S. gov- 
ernment in revenues and has produced more 
than $125,000,000 in gold, $80,000,000 in furs 
and $96,000,000 in fish. Diuing the past few 
yca.rs it' has also rbeenfideinoristrate that, jirijich 
of Alaska is'' valuame' as-''"agri ' 

The Arctic 'BrotherH^^^^ will be 

the meeting-place for Aiiai'skans. This build- 
ing will be constructed entirely of logs, after 
the style of the old-time road houses in 
Alaska and at the close of the fair will be used 
by the University of Washington as a museum 
building for Alaska curios and a fraternity 
house for the studeititsj ■■^-vvhose- homes •are;;ih':; 
Alaska. 

The work of collecting the Alaska exhibit 
is already well in hand, and the various sec- 
tions of the Pacific coast; are at work getting 
ready their displays. '/Oregori''' will 
fiirst shipment in January. This will consist 
of 3,000 boxes of apples to; be placed in cold 
storage plants in the baseriient of the Oregon 
building.until a short-'tiirie befoi-e -the-operiihg 
day. 



ALUMINUM BRONZE 

I'his material was invented by a French 
chciiiist, Deville, in 1859, and was used experi- 
mentally for the manufacture of domestic 
utensils and articles of jewelry. It has the 
color of gold, and retains its brilliancy, not be- 
ing attacked by salt Avatcrori tJie atmosphere. 
It consists of 10 per cent of sluriiirium to go per 
cent of copper. The former great cost of alum- 
inum prevented the extensive use of the ma- 
terial. .Since ;iluminnni is now easily procured, 
it is suggested by H. Le Cliatelier that alum- 
inum bronze might well be largely employed. 
It is novir,;used3to.isome .extent in the manufac- 
ti'ire of ship*s'-screws,'jiiid other machinery ex- 
posed to salt water. It has the tenacity of 
Bessemer steel, and when heated is easily 
forged and rolled. It can noAv be manufactured 
at a price not greatly exceeding that of copper. 



A NEW CURE FOR TUBERCULOSIS 

An eminent French doctor of medicine is, 
the New York Sun says, now in the United 
States for the purpose of spreading throughout 
the country a wider knowledge of the bene- 
ficial results atained from the injection be- 
neath the skin of a solution of diluted sea- 
water as a cure for tuberculosis and certain 
other diseases. 'The success of the treatment 
in France is said to.be so great that two dis- 
pensaries for its exclusive application have 
been established in Paris, which treat 300 poor 
patients daily.
